MINUTES 

OF  THE 

TWENTY-NINTH   ANNUAL  MEETING. 


FIKST  SESSION. 

MOREHEAD  City,  N.  C,  July  8,  1908. 

The  Twenty-ninth  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  was  called  to  order  in  the 
auditorium  of  the  Atlantic  Hotel  at  3 :30  p.  m.  by  Presi- 
dent Charles  E.  Thomas. 

The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Eev.  Mr. 
Davis. 

With  a  few  appropriate  remarks  the  President  intro- 
duced Mr.  W.  L.  Arendell,  who,  on  behalf  of  the  city,  in 
a  well  chosen  address,  welcomed  the  druggists  to  More- 
head  and  the  seashore.  He  gave  a  glowing  account  of 
the  expected  growth  and  prosperity  of  Morehead  City 
when  first  launched,  but  it  had  not  come  up  to  the  ex- 
pectation of  its  founders  yet.  It  had  grown  and  was 
now  a  prosperous  little  city  by  the  sea.  His  welcome 
was  warmly  and  beautifully  given. 

The  President  asked  Vice-President  J.  E.  Shell  to  re- 
spond to  the  Address  of  Welcome,  which  he  did  most 
felicitously,  as  follows:

It  is  with  pleasure  and 
anticipation  in  the  years  to  come,  when  we  pharmacists  of  today 
will  meet  and  welcome  this  Association,  when  everj-  new  member  be 
not  only  a  licensed  pharmacist,  but  every  licentiate  a  graduate  in 
I)harmacy  and  every  graduate  a  meml>er  of  this  Association,  having 
joined  the  N.  C.  P.  A.  before  he  feels  his  course  complete.  The  day 
in  which  we  will  meet  for  the  Association  and  not  for  the  resort, 
if  need  be.  when  we  may  meet  in  some  central  point,  so  that  the 
members  may  answer  at  the  roll  call  of  the  N.  C.  P.  A.  not  in  a  few 
voices  as  they  noAV  answer,  but  may  they  echo  from  the  mountains 
and  resound  to  the  shore;  may  they  come  from  Eastern.  Western, 
Northern  and  Soiithern  Carolina,  everj'  town  in  the  State  being  repre- 
.sented.  and  wo  may  then  expect  even  greater  things  and  be  known 
far   and   wide. 

Again   allow   iiic  to  thank   you   for  your  welcome,   and   I    trust  our 
visit  may  be  mutually  beiiefi<-ial. 

The  Secretary  called  tlie  roll  ami  a  quorum  beinj;  pres- 
ent,  the  President  said   the  fouvention   was  ready  for 

business. 

On   luotion,   the  reading;-  of  tlie  minutes  of  the  last 
annual  convention  was  dispensed  willi. 

In  the  absence  of  Ml".  F.  S.  Smith,  a  m('iul»er  of  the 
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Executive  ('(.mmittee,  Mr.  C.  T.  Eldridge,  of  Greens- 
boro, was  appointed  by  the  President  to  act  in  his  place. 
Vice-President  Sliell  was  asiied  by  the  President  to 
talie  the  chair,  and  lie  read  his  annual  message,  as  fol- 
lows : 

PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Xorth  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

For  the  eighth  time  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association 
comes  to  Morehead  City  in  annual  session.  Since  we  met  at  Lake 
Toxaway  another  fleeting  year  has  passed,  and  today  we  are  as- 
sembled again  in  an  annual  meeting.  Morehead  City  seems  to  have 
a  fascination  for  the  druggists-the  reason  is  plain,  for  nowhere 
within  the  borders  of  our  State  can  we  spend  a  few  days'  vacation 
where  our  thoughts  can  be  m  completely  taken  away  from  the  daily 
trend  of  business  and  worry  as  at  this  little  City  by  the  Sea.  I  am 
glad  to  greet  so  many  here,  and  feel  sure  that  this  meeting  will  be 
most  enjoyable  as  well  as  most  profitable. 

I  find  it  difficult  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  members  of  this 
Association  for  the  honor  of  being  chosen  President,  and  feel  that 
the  honor  is  undeserved,  but  I  have  tried  to  show  my  appreciation  of 
your  kindness  in  action,  by  an  earnest  and  continuous  effort,  since 
the  day  of  my  elec-tion,  to  make  this  meeting  of  the  Association  one 
of  the  most  successful  in  its  history. 

My  efforts  have  chiefly  been  directed  to  the  accomplishment  of 
three  objects:  To  arouse  an  enthusiasm  among  existing  members 
which  would  cause  a  larger  attendance  at  this  meeting;  to  secure 
a  list  of  papers  which  would  constitute  an  attractive  program,  and 
to  present  the  advantages  of  this  Association  in  a  way  which  would 
induce  good  men  to  apply  for  membership.  How  well  I  have  suc- 
ceeded cannot  be  determined  until  after  the  adjournment  of  this 
meeting.  I  have  every  reason,  however,  to  expect  an  attendance 
which  will  break  all  previous  records.  There  is  every  promise  of 
the  addition  of  an  unusually  large  number  of  names  to  the  list  of 
members;  and  the  preliminary  program,  which  has  heen  published 
and  distributed,  will  bear  comparison  with  that  of  any  similar  organ- 
zation  in  the  country,  in  point  of  number  of  papers,  variety  of  sub- 
jects, and  standing  and  ability  of  authors. 

During  the  past  year,  by  correspondence  and  iuter\-iews,  the 
North  Carolina  Pharmac-eutical  Association  has  been  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  profession  all  over  the  State  in  a  way  which  will 
not  only  result  in  temix>rary  good,  but  will  continue  to  bear  fruit 
for  years  to  come.  The  time  I  have  given  to  this  work  has  been  a 
labor  of  love,  and  the  only  duty  imposed  upon  me  by  my  office  which 
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I  have  uudertaken  with  reluctaiut'.  is  that  of  preparing  and  deliver- 
ing an  annual  message,  as  is  required  by  the  constitution. 

Before  proceeding  with  my  recommendations  I  extend  to  each  and 
every  member  of  this  Association  my  best  wishes  for  health,  happi- 
ness and  prosperity  for  the  coming  year.  Another  year  has  passed 
since  we  met  in  annual  session ;  whatever  we  do,  we  must  do  in  the 
future,  and  today  is  the  time  for  us  to  turn  our  baclcs  upon  the  years 
past  and  apply  ourselves  to  the  duties  and  the  pleasures  of  the  pres- 
ent. I  can  ask  nothing  better  for  our  members  than  that  their  duties 
and  their  pleasures  may  be  so  intimately  woven  together  that  they 
shall  be  unable  to  point  the  place  Avhere  one  begins  and  the  other 
ends,  or  even  to  feel  that  there  is  such  a  place. 

Tears  as  well  as  men  may  and  should  and  do  "rise  on  stepping 
stones  of  their  dead  selves  to  higher  things.  That  they  do  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fiict  that  our  civilization  is  growing  better."  The  old 
year  is  dead,  but  like  the  leaves  which  die  and  enrich  the  ground,  it 
has  left  us  much  to  be  utilized  in  making  the  new  brighter  and 
better.  Even  the  disturbances  which  have  been  witnessed  in  the 
financial  centers  since  our  last  meeting  will  doubtless  prove  to  be 
the  means  of  making  our  banks  more  trustworthy  and  consequently, 
eventually,  our  people  more  trustful ;  and  all  for  the  better.  In 
like  manner  some  of  the  things  which  at  first  may  have  seemed  to 
at  least  a  large  number  of  druggists  to  have  been  setbacks  to  their 
interests,  will  prove,  if  they  have  not  already  proven,  of  great  value 
a-s  showing  us  some  of  our  weaknesses  and  iwiuting  out  how  we  may 
gain  strength. 

We  live  in  a  practical  age  and  the  President  of  such  a  lx)dy  as 
this  should  be  an  organizer  and  not  an  oratoi*.  Some  of  the  profes- 
sion claim  that  there  are  too  many  pharmae>eutical  associations,  but 
I  do  not  believe  this  to  be  true.  I  believe  that  the  time  is  now  when 
we  should  organize  local  city,  town  or  county  branches  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association.  There  is  an  immense  amount 
of  work  to  be  done  in  this  State,  and  if  such  organizations  are 
established  the  State  Association  will  be  greatly  strengthened,  the 
rank  and  file  will  be  lietter  organized  and  the  profession  elevated. 
I  suggest  tiiat  tiie  druggists  in  every  county  or  town  get  together  and 
organize,  throw  aside  petty  jealousies  and  work  harmoniously  for 
the  g<x>d  of  the  profession.  Attendance  on  these  meetings  will  be  a 
matter  of  <-usto!ii  mikI  th(>  dniir-isls  frmii  nil  over  the  State  sliould 
get  tlu!  habit. 

II  is  a  fact  that  the  busy  and  sucvessful  of  the  profession  are  the 
men  u  ho  are  the  most  regular  in  attendance  to  all  the  various  asso- 
ciations. It  is  reasonable  to  snpi»ose  that  tlie  duties  and  responsibili- 
ties they  leave  at  home  are  heavier  and  that  the  value  of  the  tim« 
that  they  lose  from  work  is  greater  than  would  be  the  case  of  their 
less  .successful    lirotlicrs.      Tills   <-()iiditiiin   can   only   he   explained   by 
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the  fact  that  it  pays  to  attend  meetings  such  as  this.  The  advantages 
are  so  many  and  the  benefits  so  varied  and  divergent  that  it  is  im- 
ix)ssible  to  tabulate  them,  and  the  time  at  my  disix>sal  is  too  short  to 
elaborate  them.  It  pays  a  man  to  help  make  every  meeting  of  an 
association  like  this  a  success,  because  of  the  influence  the  meeting 
exerts  on  the  community  in  which  it  is  held,  educating  and  stimu- 
lating the  local  profession  and  advertising  to  the  laity  that  pharmacy 
is  a  progressive  science.  It  pays  to  Avrite  a  paper  for  an  association, 
because  one  has  to  study  and  faxuiliarize  one's  self  with  the  subject 
and  thus  become  a  better  druggist.  It  pays  a  man  to  read  a  paper 
because  it  gives  him  legitimate  opportunity  to  show  his  capacity  and 
experience,  thus  increasing  his  reputation.  It  pays  a  man  to  listen 
to  the  papers  by  others  because  in  no  w^ay  can  he  in  the  same  length 
of  time  get  so  much  knowledge  with  so  little  labor. 

In  addition  to  the  educational  and  professional  advantages  alluded 
to,  there  are  the  equally  important  social  and  personal  benefits  to  be 
derived  by  attending.  The  occasion  is  a  holiday,  a  recreation,  a  vaca- 
tion ;  it  breaks  the  monotony  of  life  and  enables  a  man  to  do  better 
work  when  he  returns  home.  It  affords  opiwrtunity  to  meet  men 
who  are  doing  the  same  kind  of  work  in  different  sections  of  the 
country  and  results  in  pleasant  and  profitable  acquaintanceship, 
which  often  leads  to  permanent  friendship,  and  last,  but  not  least, 
it  brings  together  men  who  live  in  the  same  community,  but  who, 
owing  to  petty  jealousies  or  lack  of  time  for  social  intercourse,  see 
little  of  each  other.  Either  in  these  sessions  or  on  the  journey  to  or 
from  the  place  of  meeting,  they  are  thrown  into  intimate  contact 
which  frequently  leads  to  explanation  of  differences,  to  the  appre- 
ciation of  good  qualities  and  to  the  establishment  of  the  most  cordial 
and  freudly   relations. 

The  year  just  passed  has  been  a  distinctly  encouraging  one  for  the 
highest  and  l>est  in  pharmacy  in  many  ways.  The  Federal  Pure 
Food  and  Drug  Law  and  similar  laws  enacted  by  many  of  the  States 
have  pi-oven  a  severe  blow  to  such  business  as  depended  for  success 
largely  upon  adulteration  and  misbranding,  and  so  have  tended  to  rid 
the  profession  of  an  incubus.  The  Legislatuf'e  of  North  Carolina  has 
enacted  a  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Act,  and  we  are  all  glad  to  know  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  and  the  Board  of  Agriculture  have  the  right  to 
recommend  the  apiwintee  for  the  State  Inspector,  and  we  are  also 
glad  Secretary  F.  W.  Hancock  has  been  agreed  upon  for  the  place — 
no  wiser  or  better  selection  could  have  been  made.  The  difliculty 
that  confronts  the  most  successful  operation  in  carrj'ing  on  the  work 
is,  there  are  not  funds  suflicient  at  hand  to  cany  out  the  plans. 
Some  effort  should  be  made  to  get  the  Agricultural  Society  to  co- 
operate with  us  in  order  that  funds  can  be  secured.  I  believe  that  if 
the  Board  of  Pharmacy  as  a  committee  confer  with  the  Agricultural 
Society  in  this  matter  the  nec-essaiy  funds  can  be  secured  and  the 
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work  can  be  t-arrii'd  on  throu;.'li((Ut  tlu-  Stato.  This  work  in  the 
State  is  very  iiuiwrtant  and  it  will  take  considerahle  money  to 
execute  the  necessary  plans. 

Again,  it  is  of  va.st  iuiix)rtance  that  the  druggists  of  each  county 
furnish  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  a  list  of  all  the  gen- 
eral dealers  who  handle  medicines,  in  order  thiit  the  Secretary  can 
get  a  complete  record,  and  also  send  every  general  dealer  the  list  of 
drugs  he  is  allowed  to  handle,  which  list  has  recently  been  gotten  up 
by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

It  is  expedient  that  every  druggist  cor»i>erate  heartily  with  the 
State  Inspector  in  helping  him  enforce  the  law.  This  can  be  done  by 
promptly  reporting  all  violations,  and  assisting  in  getting  the  evidence 
against  violators.  This  is  a  big  State,  and  it  is  imi)ossible  for  one 
man  to  c-over  it  and  prosecute  all  violations,  but  when  a  violation  is 
going  on  in  5-our  vicinity,  reix)rt  it  at  once  to  the  Inspector,  with  the 
facts  in  the  case,  and  by  so  doing  yon  will  in  a  short  time  have  the 
laws  of  the  State  enforced  ami  the  lawbreakervs  complying  with  the 
law.  I  have  noticetl  that  during  the  past  year  there  have  been  open 
violations  of  the  law  going  on.  but  our  Secretary  has  been  diligent  in 
arranging  matters,  and  a  number  of  cases  have  been  adjusted  and  a 
few  cases  have  been  carried  to  the  courts,  and  in  every  case  we  have 
won.  I  believe  we  are  making  a  great  mistake  by  not  prose<-uting 
violators,  even  if  adjustments  have  been  made.  When  a  drug  store 
has  been  ojierated  for  months  without  a  registered  man.  on  the 
promise  of  getting  a  man,  that  the  owners  of  the  store  should  be 
indictetl  for  the  time  they  carried  on  business  without  a  registered 
druggist.  Too  often  it  is  the  case  that  drug  stores  are  run  for 
months  without  a  competent  man,  simply  because  they  do  not  want 
to  pay  a  salary  sufficient  for  a  druggist  to  subsist  upon.  There  seems 
to  be  a  scarcity  of  drug  clerks  throughout  the  Statt*.  Would  not  a 
stricter  enforcement  of  the  pharmacy  laws  do  much  to  relieve  this 
through  bringing  back  into  the  ranks  of  clerks  many  of  the  proprie- 
tors of  stores  that  are  being  opened  in  open  violation  of  the  law? 
As  a  matter  of  fa<-t  it  is  not  from  an  over  suj)ply  of  stores  that  we 
are  suffering,  rather  than  an  under  supply  of  clerks  or  those  who 
ought  to  be  clerks.  For  the  law  t<»  be  resj)ected  it  mu.st  be  enforced. 
Enforce  tlic  l.iw.  then  if  it  is  too  drastic  at  the  next  .session  of  the 
Legislature  .nneiiil  it  to  suit  the  iiet>ds  of  the  profession.  We  have 
laws  enough,  if  uc  will  enforce  them.  Por  the  profession  to  llourish 
It  must  uphold  and  maintain  the  laws  relative  to  it. 

Sin<-e  our  last  annual  meeting  the  entire  State  has  voted  for  pro- 
hibition and  the  measure  was  carried.  The  l)ill  places  liquor  in  the 
hanfls  of  the  drug  stores;  it  deals  liberally  with  the  druggist  and  al- 
lows liim  to  handle  whiskey  for  medicinal  puriM>ses.  By  the  efforts 
of  the  Board  of  I'harina<y  a  few  amendments  were  added  to  the 
bill   which  an'   favorabh'  to   the  druggist,   viz.:     No  one  but   a   regis- 
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tered  drujigist  t-aii  till  a  prescription  for  liiiuor.  Every  preparation 
made  in  accordauce  with  the  V.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  and  National 
Formulary,  which  contains  no  more  alcohol  than  is  necessary  to  ex- 
tract the  medicinal  properties  and  preserve  the  preparation,  can  be 
sold  without  a  prescription,  when  sold  as  a  medicine  and  not  as  a 
beverage.  I  do  not  believe  the  druggists  of  the  State  want  to  handle 
whiskey  for  the  sole  purpose  of  making  money  or  selling  it  illegally ; 
but  if  there  should  be  one  inclined  to  violate  I  give  you  a  solemn 
warning.  Now  is  the  time  when  every  druggist  will  be  on  his  honor 
to  uphold  the  honor  and  dignity  of  the  profession.  Friends,  take 
a  firm,  decided  stand  for  the  right ;  be  brave,  manly  men.  You  can 
deal  with  whiskey  if  you  obey  the  law  to  the  letter,  but  if  you  sell 
it  other  than  as  medicine,  it  will  ruin  both  you  and  your  business. 
Handle  it  only  as  a  medicine,  if  you  handle  it  at  all ;  be  as  oareful 
with  it  as  you  would  be  with  a  ix)ison,  then  beware.  Never  sell  it 
without  a  b07ia  pde  prescription.  Whiskey  is  a  dangerous  drug  to 
handle  and  usually  gets  every  one  who  handles  it  in  trouble.  I 
caution  you  always. 

I  believe  if  we  would  establish  an  Endowment  Fund  in  connection 
with  our  Association  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
Association,  enforcing  the  pharmacy  laws,  prosecuting  all  violations 
and  helping  defray  the  expenses  of  the  annual  meeting,  that  in  a  few 
years  we  could  have  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  accomplish  much 
good.  It  is  true  that  our  financial  condition  appears  at  present  to  be 
good,  but  the  Association  is  not  rich,  and  it  has  been  only  by  careful 
management  in  the  past  few  years  that  we  have  reached  the  place 
we  now  ai'e.  Such  a  fund  would  give  us  stability  and  permanence, 
and  many  times  ^afford  means  for  relieving  the  Association  from  em- 
barrassing situations.  Such  a  fund  is  also  a  means  of  attracting  and 
holding  good  members,  and  would  thus  prove  a  help  in  our  work. 
In  order  to  protect  our  profession  we  must  have  money,  and  by  this 
means  or  fund  we  could  perhaps  secure  the  amount  necessary.  Great 
credit  is  due  our  efficient  treasurer,  Mr.  Grantham,  for  the  excellent 
manner  in  which  he  handles  the  finances  of  the  Association. 

We  have  noticed  during  the  past  few  years  that  our  legislators 
have  had  a  mania  for  legislating,  and  it  seems  that  druggists  have 
been  the  ones  they  have  chosen  to  legislate  against.  Think  of  the 
farmer,  the  lawyer,  or  the  mechanic  passing  laws  to  suit  the  drug- 
gists' needs.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  when  the  druggists  of  the 
State  should  lay  aside  their  duties  in  the  store  long  enough  to  serve 
in  the  Legislature.  Other  professional  men  do  so  in  order  that  they 
can  protect  their  profession;  then  why  not  the  druggist?  I  hold  the 
principle  that  pharmacists  alone  are  qualified  and  competent  to  ad- 
minister laws  relating  to  drugs  and  pharmacy,  and  no  interests  are 
likely  to  lose  very  much  by  this  demonstration  of  what  might  be 
called  a  primal  fact.     Pharmacists  have  been  too  backward  in  recog- 
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niziiig  the  iioc-essity  of  looking  after  their  own  interests  in  the  halls 
of  legislation.  There  are  some  exceptions,  but  the  trend  ought  to  be 
the  other  way.  Of  course  it  is  more  difficult  for  pharmacists  to  ab- 
sent themselves  from  their  business  than  it  is  for  lawyers,  doctors, 
editors  and  other  professional  men,  but  they  have  much  more  at 
stiike.  The  general  public  does  not  differentiate  between  pharmacists 
and  physicians,  and  the  latter  being  more  numerous  and  having  more 
time  to  devote  to  accomplishing  their  ends,  are  at  a  decided  advan- 
tage. IMiarmacists  must  get  away  from  the  prescription  case  long 
enough  to  make  certain  that  the  State's  drug  laws  should  be  enacted 
by  pharmacists.  If  druggists  are  going  to  have  beneficial  legislation 
they  must  get  into  politics.  I  want  to  see  a  number  of  druggists  in 
our  next  Legislature.  Being  a  candidate  for  a  legislative  otRce  will 
not  appeal  to  many  pharmacists.  It  is  worrisome  for  a  conscientious 
professional  man,  its  financial  end  is  likely  to  be  unsatisfactoi'y  and 
there  is  the  sacrifice  of  time.  This  is  the  dark  side  of  it ;  the  other 
side  shows  a  picture  of  opportunity  to  aid  in  the  enactment  of  better 
laws,  not  only  for  pharmacy,  but  for  the  entire  State.  Duty  well 
done  in  any  Legislature  rotlounds  to  the  credit  of  the  doer  and  adds 
to  his  prestige  in  the  community  in  which  he  lives.  It  is  not  only 
an  advertisement  for  his  business,  but  it  increases  his  usefulness  as 
a  citizen.  In  every  way  for  a  progressive,  public-spirited  man  the 
experience  is  of  the  utmost  advantage.  Lawyers  have  long  recog- 
nized this  phase,  physicians  are  beginning  to  do  so,  and  now  is  the 
time  for  the  pharmacist.  With  druggists  represented  in  the  Stite 
Legislature  and  the  National  Congress  the  organized  drug  trade  of 
the  country  would  have  friends  at  court  to  look  after  and  protect 
their  interests. 

A  gi-eat  deal  has  been  said  aliout  Sunday  closing  of  drug  stores 
and  also  shorter  houi"s  during  the  week.  A  great  many  have  said 
that  nothing  could  be  done.  The  matter  is  entirely  in  the  druggist's 
hands.  He  has  n  jx-i-fect  right  to  conduct  his  business  as  he  wishes. 
If  you  estalillsh  ;i  rule  and  let  the  public  know  it.  they  will  adapt 
them.selves  to  ymir  rule.  ('<)(>peration  of  all  the  druggists  in  a 
town  can  force  this  rule,  nnd  the  public  will  soon  adapt  itself.  Take 
for  comi)arison  the  l>;inks:  more  people  need  money  all  the  time  than 
people  need  drugs.  It  has  not  been  so  many  years  since  banks 
opened  at  8  o'clock  aM<l  dosed  at  ;»  at  night,  and  some  of  our  older 
members  nf-all  when  i)anks  opened  at  7  o'clock  and  closed  at  8  or  9 
o'clock  at  night.  l»ut  if  one  could  be  found  now  operating  on  such 
hours  it  would  be  a  curiosity.  Drug  stores  cannot,  of  course,  be  put 
in  the  .><ame  class  witli  bajiks.  but  the  success  of  bankers  in  cutting 
down  tlieir  hours  of  dealing  witli  the  i>ulilic  is  an  ol)j(x;t  lesson  that 
druggists  may  well  contemplate,  if  not  for  week  day  consideration, 
at  least  for  Sunday  action. 

I  have  siKiken  to  this  Association   a   nuiiilier  of  times  in  regard  to 
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its  meuihtn-s  adoptiug  the  cash  system  hi  the  retail  drug  store.  Dur- 
ing the  receut  pauic  I  was  more  convinced  than  ever  that  it  is  the 
proper  way  to  stop  the  leak  that  is  injuring  and  almost  ruining  so 
many  business  men  today.  Pardon  personal  mention,  but  I  have 
demonstrated  in  my  business  that  a  cash  business  can  be  success- 
fully operated,  and  by  this  system  my  business  has  continually  grown 
and  is  now  a  good  paying  investment.  The  druggists  are  too  busy 
with  their  profession  to  take  the  proper  care  of  their  finances  and 
collections,  therefore  many  accounts  that  would  have  been  paid  if 
diligent  efforts  had  been  made  at  once  for  the  money,  but,  every 
month  an  account  stands,  I  believe  I  can  safely  say  it  decreases  5%, 
and  a  drug  account  one  year  old  is  almost  impossible  to  collect.  If 
you  do  a  credit  busness  don't  ever  let  your  accounts  stand  longer 
than  thirty  days  without  an  effort  to  collect.  At  the  end  of  thirty 
days  send  statements  stating  that  after  five  days  if  account  is  unpaid 
further  credit  will  be  refused.  After  the  fifth  day  let  the  proprietor 
visit  the  debtor  in  person  and  then  will  be  the  best  chance  to  get  the 
money.  A  straightforward,  judicious,  determined  talk  on  this  visit 
will  in  almost  every  case  collect  the  account.  I  believe  the  reason  so 
many  druggsts  are  so  poor  and  cramped  for  money  is  because  they 
are  mere  buyers  and  sellers,  and  do  not  use  their  knowledge  in  the 
methods  of  collecting  their  accounts,  paying  their  bills,  and  making 
exi>enses  fall  below  their  income.  It  pays  to  manufacture  a  com- 
plete line  of  preparations  which  every  druggist  should  prepare  him- 
self with,  and  which  will  yield  handsome  profits,  but  if  after  the  sale 
is  made,  you  don't  collect  the  cash,  no  matter  how  big  the  per  cent 
may  be,  you  lose  money.  Cut  your  credit  sales  to  a  minimum,  collect 
your  bills  the  first  of  each  month,  pay  your  invoices  within  ten  days 
and. your  business  financially  will  be  a  success. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  one  of  the  greatest  menaces  of  pub- 
lic health  and  the  interests  of  pharmacy  and  medicine — the  itinerant 
medicine  peddler,  who  robs  the  di-uggist  annually  of  a  great  many 
dollars.  There  is  a  Sate  tax  of  $100  on  these  peddlers,  and  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  it  is  rarely  ever  paid.  Every  druggist  should  look 
after  these  violations  and  report  every  one  to  the  sheriff  of  the 
county  in  which  they  are  made,  and  if  the  tax  is  not  paid  place  the 
evidence  in  the  hands  of  the  solicitor  with  instructions  to  prose- 
cute. In  Section  44  of  the  Revenue  Act  of  1907,  the  Peddler's  License 
Tax  is  fully  explained.  I  hope  every  druggist  will  act  on  these 
violations  whenever  found. 

At  our  last  meeting  a  committee  was  apix)inted  to  bring  a  report  on 
a  Prerequisite  Bill,  meaning  a  college  education  before  being  allowed 
to  stand  the  State  Board.  I  believe  a  prerequisite  educational  re- 
quirement equivalent  to  a  liigh  school  graduation,  at  least,  should  be 
required  by  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  I  shall  not  discuss  this  ques- 
tion, but  w^^ill  listen  attentively  to  the  report  of  the  committee,  who 
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have  given  the  suhjec-t  (.-areful  eousideration.  ami  I  liope  that  at  this 
meetiug  this  question  will  he  freely  discussed  and  that  whatever 
action  is  taken  will  he  for  the  uplifting  of  pliarniacy.  I  am  always 
glad  to  lend  a  helping  hand  for  anything  that  will  improve  the  pro- 
fession.    I  am  interested  in  the  science  with  heart  and  soul. 

Much  has  heen  said  about  the  Parcels  Post  Bill  that  has  been 
pending  in  Congress  so  long.  We  are  all  glad  tliat  Congress  adjourned 
without  any  action  on  this  bill.  The  bill  luis  only  been  stayed  for  a 
seai>on.  When  Congress  reconvenes  no  doubt  the  bill  will  be  pre- 
sented again.  The  rest,  I  fear,  is  only  temrwrary.  I  believe  that 
this  bill  will  prove  of  the  greatest  injury  to  druggists,  and  in  order 
to  defeat  and  bury  it  so  deep  that  it  will  never  come  to  life  again, 
we  must  use  concerted  laction  from  now  on.  I  suggest  that  every 
druggist  in  the  State  write  to  every  Congressman  and  both  Sena- 
tors from  this  State  asking  them  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  defeat 
this  bill  when  it  comes  up.  This  Parcels  Post  Bill  simply  means  the 
mail  service  will  go  into  freight  business  and  the  retailers  will  pay 
the  freight.  This  bill  is  simply  a  scheme  wliich  will  mean  the  ex- 
termination of  small  towns  and  the  starting  of  a  great  mob  cityward. 
This  will  vacate  the  farms  and  the  small  towns  and  is  a  menace  not 
to  be  overlooked.  It  is  a  serious  proposition  to  have  the  United 
States  government  go  into  active  competition  witli  the  commercial 
industry  of  coiiX)i-ations  and  individuals,  and  at  tliat  the  corpora- 
tion and  lindividual  would  skin  the  government  on  a  commercial  or 
Industrial  line,  for  they  could  do  more  business  better  and  easier 
than  the  government  ever  could.  If  we  are  going  to  kill  this  bill 
we  must  not  stop  our  earnest  efforts,  but  work  on  unceasingly. 

There  is  no  organization  in  the  country  today  doing  so  much  for 
the  druggists  all  over  the  Unittxi  States  as  is  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Uetjiil  Druggists.  I  re<.-omniend  that  we  reaffiliate  ourselves 
with  this  association  and  pay  our  dues  for  another  year.  It  has 
united  and  moulded  the  druggists  into  one  great  brotherhood,  and  is 
working  for  the  good,  not  only  of  the  druggists,  but  for  the  upbuilding 
of  pharmacy  and  ultimately  for  the  good  of  all  people.  The  two 
great  dssues  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  that  I  think  are  of  the  greatest  imiwr- 
tance  to  the  druggists,  are  the  Unitetl  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  Na- 
tional Formulary  Propaganda  on  the  one  hand,  and  State  and  National 
legislation  on  the  other.  Pi-ice  protection,  the  two.  four  and  eight 
dollar  iK)licy,  and  other  live  questions  are  rate<l  next  in  imjiortance. 
The  most  iin]K)rtant  step  it  has  taken  for  the  benolit  of  the  druggists 
1.S  the  preparation  and  issuing  of  the  little  lx)oklet  entitled  "Some 
Important  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  Preparations,"  which  supplies  the  drug- 
gist with  just  the  information  he  neeils  to  carry  on  a  successful  cam- 
paign in  favor  of  standard  ethical  preparations  and  against  proprie- 
taries whi<'h  are  unethical  or  are  in  other  ways  objectionable.  This 
little  b<K>kb'l  describes  one  hundred  of  the  most  prominent  items  con- 
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tained  in  the  V.  S.  P.  and  the  N.  F..  gives  the  dose,  indications,  etc.; 
contains  lx)th  a  therapeutic  and  alphal)€tioal  index,  names  of  pro- 
prietaries with  the  othcial  remedies  that  should  be  prescribed  in  their 
stead,  and  will  promote  the  strongest  kind  of  competition  between 
propnietaries  and  S'tandard  preparations,  and  the  arguments  in  their 
favor  are  very  c-ouvinciiig.  Five  iwints  I  consider  worthy  of  note: 
the  preparations  are  standard  and  of  uniform  strength  and  composi- 
tion ;  they  are  never  accompanied  by  descriptive  circulars  and  other 
literature,  and  therefore  the  patient's  rafox'mation  is  obtained  only 
from  the  physician;  by  specifying  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  Preparations  in 
every  case  the  patient  will  get  the  same  mixture  each  time ;  by  speci- 
fying U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  Preparations  the  patient  will  not  be  lead 
into  self-medication,  as  is  known  to  have  been  the  case  where  proprie- 
tary preparations  were  used ;  both  doctor  and  druggist  can  guard 
against  incompatibilities,  which  cannot  be  done  where  the  composition 
of  the  article  described  is  secret.  The  druggist  should  see  that  every 
doctor  in  his  community  gets  one  of  these  little  booklets,  then  impress 
upon  Mm  that  you  make  these  preparations,  and,  if  necessary,  pre- 
sent him  from  time  to  time  samples  of  preparations  he  may  need. 
Soon  prescriptions  will  come  to  your  store  for  these  preparations  in- 
stead of  the  high-priced  specialities,  which  are  no  better  than  the 
ofRaial  preparations  they  have  displaced,  or  are  open  to  the  objection 
that  they  are  not  required  by  law  to  conform  to  any  recognized  stand- 
ard of  strength  or  excellence.  The  patient  is  benefited,  the  physi- 
cian gets  results,  and  the  pharmacist  practices  real  pharmacy,  which 
is  a  joy,  besides  increasing  his  own  profits.  If  s'ou  have  not  gotten 
one  of  these  booklets,  I  suggest  that  you  get  one  at  once  and  lose  no 
time  in  getting  active  in  U.  S.  P.  and  N.  F.  work.  By  active  work 
on  .the  part  of  the  druggis'ts  with  the  physicians  in  regard  to  this 
work,  the  relations  between  the  doctor  and  the  druggist  must  surely 
be  improved.  The  various  local  associations  that  bave  held  joint 
meetings  with  medical  societies  have  expressed  satisfaction  with  the 
results  obtained.  In  my  opinion  this  is  one  of  the  most  imixtrtant 
features  of  the  propaganda  work  and  should  be  encouraged  by  our 
Association  to  the  Limit  of  our  influence.  Through  such  efforts,  the 
relations  of  physicians  and  druggists  will  become  more  cordial,  and 
the  two  great  evils,  dispensing  by  physicians,  and  counter-prescribing 
by  druggists,  can  be  minimized  within  a  short  time  and  finally  de- 
stroyed. It  ds  possible  for  every  local  association  to  arrange  at  least 
one  joint  meeting  with  the  local  medical  society  each  year,  and  the 
benefits  to  the  members  of  both  will  be  immeasurable.  Physicians 
who  prepare  their  own  prescriptions  should  be  required  to  pass  an 
examination  and  be  licensed  as  pharmacists.  If  they  are  competent 
they  can  pass,  if  not  they  should  not  be  allowed  to  prepare  medi- 
cines. This  is  sound  doctrine  aptly  stated,  and  we  do  not  object  to 
applying   it  to  the  pharmacists   wIjo   sometimes   arrogate   to   them- 
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selves  the  right  to  diaguose  disease  and  prescrihe  the  remedy.  The 
law-  reeogiiizes  the  seriousuess  of  the  pharmacist's  offense  and  has 
penalized  it.  The  i>hysician's  offense  is  equally  serious,  but  law- 
makers have  been  culpably  negligent  in  prohibiting  it  and  attaching 
■the  proper  i>enalty  for  violations. 

I  heartily  recommend  the  precedent  established  for  this  meeting, 
that  we  invite  some  distinguished  speaker  each  year  to  address  the 
Association  on  some  subject  relative  to  the  interests  of  pharmacy. 
I  am  glad  that  our  distinguished  guest,  Professor  Remington,  is  with 
us  today  and  will  address  us  on  a  subject  that  will  interest  us  all. 
His  address  will  strengthen  us  and  we  feel  sure  that  his  visit  will 
benetit  the  profession  throughout  the  State.  I  suggest  a  committee 
of  three  be  appointed  at  each  annual  meeting  to  secure  whom  they 
think  best  to  make  this  address. 

To  the  young  men  wiho  have  just  passed  the  examination,  I  rejoice 
with  you  in  yoiir  success.  You  are  now  equipped,  ready  to  enter 
upon  life's  work.  I  hope  each  one  of  j-ou  will  be  successful  all 
through  life,  and  that  the  profession  will  be  benefited  by  your  useful- 
ness. I  extend  to  each  of  you  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  join  the 
Association  at  this  meeting.  I  know  of  nothing  so  helpful  to  the 
druggists  of  the  State  as  the  State  Association.  It  needs  you.  and 
I  know  you  need  the  Association. 

To  the  oflScers  and  committees  wlio  have  assisted  nic  1  tliank  you 
most  sincerely  and  feel  that  through  your  assistance  the  success  of 
this  meeting  is  largely  due,  and  I  thank  every  member  here  for  his 
presence  at  the  meeting.  I  hope  every  one  will  feel  free  to  take 
active  part  in  all  matters  and  that  this  meeting  will  prove  beneficial 
to  one  and  all. 

I  now  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  shown  me  and  the  confi- 
dence you  have  placed  in  me  in  electing  me  your  President.  I  have 
worke<l  faithfully  as  best  I  could  for  the  Association's  interest  all 
the  year  and  today  I  see  the  re.sults  of  my  labors.  I  hope  that  you 
will  overlook  my  misgivings  and  shortcomings,  as  "to  err  is  human." 
I  trust  that  during  the  coming  yeai-s  this  Association  will  increase  in 
number  of  member.s,  and  grow  in  every  way  until  North  Carolina 
can  claim  the  best  organized  Pharmaceutical  Association  in  the 
Union.

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Professor  Remington,  of  Philadelphia,  the  honorary 
guest  of  the  Association,  responded  to  the  call  of  visitors 
and  made  a  few  remarks  in  his  usual  happy  style,  and 
was  most  heartily  received.  He  was  delighted  at  being 
in  North  Carolina  and  at  meeting  so  many  pharmacists 
of  the  good  Old  North  State.  After  thanking  the  Asso- 
ciation for  the  courtesy,  he  took  his  seat  amid  prolonged 
applause.

REPORT  OF  SECRETARY. 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  my  stewardship  for  the 
year  just  closing. 

I  rejoice  to  announce  the  fact  that  our  membership  is  larger  than 
when  I  made  my  last  report.  It  numbers  now  250,  a  gain  of  12  over 
the  last  reiwrt.  This  is  gratifying  ajid  shows  that  we  are  not  stand- 
ing still,  but  slowly  gaining.  I  anticipate  a  large  addition  to  our 
membership  at  this  meeting,  even  larger  than  we  have  ever  had. 

After  adjournment  last  year  the  Secretary  solicited  advertisements 
for  the  proceedings  and  made  conti'acts  for  $180.00.

After  the  above  reports,  Mr.  Niestlie  announced  that 
he  had  a  paper  to  read  and  would  like  to  do  so  tonight, 
as  he  expected  to  leave  on  the  next  train  and  would  not 
be  able  to  attend  another  session.  He  was  given  per- 
mission to  do  so  and  his  paper  was  very  interesting.

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Niestlie's  paper,  adjourn- 
ment was  taken  until  0:30,  August  9th. 
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THIRD  SESSION. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  the  President 
at  9  o'clock. 

Gentlemen,  before  we  take  up  the  work  of  this  meet- 
ing, I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
■have  a  number  of  prominent  visitors  here,  whom  we  are 
always  glad  to  see  and  to  come  in  touch  with.  We  have 
a  man  that  we  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  today,  and  I 
will  ask  Mr.  Dobbs,  of  Coca-Cola  fame,  to  address  us 
first. 

Mr.  Dobbs: 

It  is  useless  for  me  to  attempt  to  tell  you  how  delighted  I  am  to 
be  able  to  meet  with  the  druggists  of  North  Carolina.  Some  time 
ago,  when  I  received  a  most  cordial  invitation  from  your  president 
to  meet  with  you  on  this  occasion,  it  looked  as  if  it  would  be  impossi- 
ble for  me  to  get  here,  but,  as  my  mind  ran  back  over  the  early  days 
of  Coca-Cola  I  recalled  many  of  my  old  friends  and  customers  througn- 
out  this  State,  and  a  strong  yearning  came  over  me  to  again  see 
them,  and  I  determined  to  accept  that  invitation  and  I  am  glad 
that  I  did. 

I  am  not  going  to  inflict  uiwn  you  a  speech.  I  don't  believe  I  could 
if  I  should  try,  for  I  have  heen  too  busy  while  here  having  a  good 
time  to  attempt  to  prepare  a  speech.  But  while  on  my  feet  I  wish 
to  say  just  a  few  words  relating  to  Coca-Cola  and  to  the  druggists  of 
North  Carolina. 

You  have  recently  gone  through  a  very  strenuous  prohibition  fight 
in  North  Carolina.  I  was  very  much  disgusted  to  note  the  tactics 
employed  by  the  liquor  people.  Your  State  was  flooded  with  scur- 
rilous articles  and  insinuations  against  the  druggists.  I  am  getting 
sick  and  tired  of  the  constant  innuendos  that  are  being  flung  at  the 
druggists  and  the  profession  of  pharmacy.  The  jokes  about  the  drug 
store  barrooms  are  getting  to  be  as  stale  as  the  hoary  headed  mother- 
in-law  jokes.  The  pharmacist  has  laughed  at  this  and  gone  on  at- 
tending to  his  business.  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  it  has  ceased  to 
become  a  joke.  Even  the  "W.  C.  T.  U.  has  a  department  of  medical 
temperance,  the  head  of  which  is  devoting  her  time  largely  to  abuse 
of  druggists,  classing  them  along  with  the  keeper  of  low  dives  and 
side  street  barrooms,  and  still  she  expects  to  be  backed  up  by  the 
religious  organizations  of  this  country.  She  has  even  succeeded  in 
getting  a  certain  drug  journal  to  publish  some  of  her  stuff.     Gentle- 
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UKin.  how  long  do  you  expect  to  staud  for  this  kiud  of  thing?     The 
time  has  t-ome  when  you  cau  no  longer  smile  at  such  doggerel, 

"Hush  little  barroom,  don't  you  cry. 
For  you  will  be  a  drug  store  bye  and  bye." 

The  i)ublic  are  accepting  this  as  true.  The  medical  profession  who 
should  be  hand  in  hand  with  you  and  upon  the  proper  filling  of 
whose  prescriptions  so  much  depends,  arie  fighting  you  in  every  leg- 
islature, in  the  national  congress,  in  the  public  mind  and  elsewhere. 
The  W.  C.  T.  U.  are  arrayed  against  you  in  various  ways ;  you  are 
face  to  face  with  some  of  the  most  serious  problems  that  you  have 
ever  had  to  solve  and  you  cannot  meet  them  by  calmly  going  along, 
attending  to  your  business  and  devoting  your  evenings  to  the  study 
of  your  pi'ofession — letting  other  people  with  less  to  do  attend  to 
elections,  etc. 

Farmers  are  told  to  wake  up,  get  themselves  elected  to  the  legis- 
lature, to  the  senate,  and  even  to  congress,  in  order  that  they  may 
enact  laws  suited  to  the  farmers.  Legislative  bodies  are  filled  with 
merchants  and  lawyers  and  other  professions  are  represented  there. 
In  the  past  five  years  it  as  been  my  duty  to  appear  before  a  number 
of  legislative  bodies.  I  do  not  recall  now  that  I  have  been  before  a 
committee  that  did  not  have  a  physician  on  that  particular  commit- 
tee. I  have  never  yet  met  a  druggist  in  a  legislative  body,  yet  the 
druggists  are  crying  out  for  needed  legislation  and  are  expecting 
farmers,  merchants  and  mechanics  to  know  what  he  needs.  It  isn't 
right;  it  isn't  good  business.  You  say  you  are  too  busy;  you  cannot 
afford  the  time  from  your  store;  you  are  unable  to  employ  adequate 
help  to  take  care  of  your  business,  should  you  be  sent  to  the  legisla- 
ture. If  such  is  true,  and  in  most  instances  it  is,  you  can  at  least 
afford  the  time  to  protect  yourself  by  seeing  that  the  man  who  asks 
for  your  vote  knows  something  of  your  needs  and  not  only  knows 
something  of  your  needs,  but  is  willing  to  extend  to  you  that  needed 
support. 

It  was  reported  In  the  recent  prohibition  fight  here,  that  the  CJoca- 
C!ola  Company  contributed  $50,000  to  the  campaign  in  North  Carolina ; 
that  we  sent  Into  your  State  a  great  many  speakers.  It  is  useless 
for  me  to  say  that  all  of  this  is  absolutely  false.  We  did  not  con- 
tribute f>  cents  to  this  campaign,  nor  to  any  other  campaign.  We 
are  not  In  politics.  We  believe  that  you  are  capable  of  running  your 
own  State,  and  It  would  Indeed  be  presumptuous  upon  our  part  to 
come  Into  your  State  to  Interfere  In  a  matter  submitted  to  the  votes 
of  your  citizenship.  We  believe  In  temperance  In  all  things,  even 
In  t.nlk.  and  right  here  It  reminds  me  that  It  Is  time  for  me  to  quit. 

Before  taking  my  seat.  I  wish  to  express  to  you  the  appreciation 
of  the  Coca-Cola  Company  for  the  splendid  support  that  we  have 
received  from  the  druggists  of  North  Carolina.  We  are  spending 
more  than  a  half  million  dollars  every  year  to  send  people  to  your 
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soda  fouutains.  While  we  are  not  philanthropists,  nor  are  we  doing 
this  solely  in  the  interests  of  the  drug  trade,  we  do  feel  that  we  are 
entitled  to  your  cooperation,  and  we  are  proud  to  be  able  to  acknowl- 
edge our  obligation  to  you  on  account  of  the  assistance  and  coopera- 
tion that  you  have  given  us  in  the  past.  There  is  no  better  State  in 
all  of  this  country.  You  have  a  glorious  history  and  your  future 
promises  many  wonderful  achievements. 

I  wish  you  Gk)d  speed  in  all  your  endeavors ! 

Mr.  Purcell  made  a  few  remarks  and  said  he  was  de- 
lighted to  meet  with  the  Association  and  come  in  contact 
with  the  North  Carolina  druggists. 

Mr.  Van  Gordon  was  called  upon,  and  responded  as 
follows : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : — It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  stand 
before  this  honorable  body  as  a  representative  of  interest  identical 
with  your  own.  As  a  traveling  man  in  the  employ  of  the  Dr.  Miles 
Medical  Company,  of  Elkhart,  Ind.,  covering  this  territory  for  a 
number  of  years,  I  have  learned  to  know  the  faces  of  the  majority 
present  and  to  appreciate  yonr  sterling  worth  and  character,  also 
how  much  my  success  and  that  of  my  firm  depends  on  your  good 
will  and  friendship.  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  tire  you  with  a  long 
drawn  history  of  the  Miles  Medical  Company.  Just  a  few  words 
of  details  as  to  the  origin,  purpose,  etc.,  and  I  will  have  done.  In 
the  year  1885  the  Miles  Company  was  fomed  in  Elkhard,  Ind.,  for 
the  purpose  of  placing  on  the  market  the  formulas  of  Dr.  Miles,  a 
noted  specialist  in  nervous  diseases.  A  small  store-room  on  High 
street,  combining  office  and  laboratory,  was  enough  for  their  needs 
until  success  so  crowned  their  efforts  it  was  necessary  to  build  a 
large  office  and  laboratory  building  on  Franklin  street.  This  has 
been  added  to  from  time  to  time  until  our  present  home  is  one 
of  the  largest  and  most  complete  laboratories  in  the  United  States. 
When  the  Miles  Company  went  out  into  the  business  world  for 
assistance  in  placing  their  products  in  the  hands  of  the  people  you 
were  the  ones,  my  friends,  that  met  them  more  than  half  way, 
and  to  your  good  will  we  owe  our  success.  The  company  has  always 
endeavored  to  do  their  part,  and,  with  but  one  exception,  has 
always  been  fair  with  you.  This  exception  was  their  raise  in  prices, 
July  1,  1898,  which  only  continued  for  a  very  short  period,  this 
being  long  enough  for  them  to  realize  their  mistake  and  correct  it 
with  a  restoration  of  old  prices,  which  also  restored  the  original 
good  humor  of  the  druggist  at  this  time.  Gentlemen,  our  serial 
numbering  of  products  is  a  complete  protector  to  the  retailer  against 
the  cut-rates  of  your  profession,  the  cut-rate  druggist,   and  I   will 
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say  luTt'  that  the  serial  mmilK:*riii,i;  plan  has  heeii  a  great  success  to 
our  linii.  and  has  beeu  of  great  tiuaucial  gaiu  to  the  retail  druggist, 
and  \\e  wonder  why  others  do  not  follow  in  our  footsteps. 

In  oom-lusioii,  let  me  assure  you  of  the  good  will  of  myself  and 
tirm  and  wish  you  all  health,  wealth  and  prosperity.  May  you  live 
to  enjoy  maiiy  sueli  glorious  occasions  as  the  present  one.  I  thank 
you. 

Mr.  Miller,  representing  the  N.  W.  D.  A.,  made  a  short 
talk  in  which  he  said  that  the  National  Wholesale  Drug- 
gists' Association  extends  to  von  their  best  wishes.  It 
has  been  the  purpose,  and  will  always  be,  for  the  Na- 
tional Association  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  retail 
associations,  as  their  interests  were  mutual.

I  am  here  and  glad  to  be  here,  and  I 
hope  to  attend  every  year  from  now  on. 

Bell,  Mr.  Max  Payne  and  Mr.  Yearby  were  ap- 
pointed a  Cohimittee  on  Time  and  Place  of  the  Next 
Meeting. 

Report  of  Mr.  Raysor  read  : 

KEI'OKT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  THE  N.  A.  K.  D.  CO.N  VEXTION,  PJOT. 

As  your  delegate.  I  attended  the  X.  A.  U.  1).  Convention  at  Chicago, 
Septenilier  ir,-L*1.  1!t07.  and  lierewitli  hnve  the  lioiior  to  liand  you  my 
reix>rt. 

The  Chicago  convention  was  une  of  the  largest  in  tlie  history  of 
the  N.  \.  11.  D.  Nearly  every  State  was  represented  either  by 
regularly  ap[K)inted  delegates  or  visitors.  Canada  also  had  a  dele- 
gaite  on  the  floor  bearing  fraternal  greetings. 

The  Chicago  brethren  gave  us  a  royal  welcome,  and  outside  of 
the  Dut<'h  treat  schedule,  .Vrmour  iV:  Co..  Kramer — of  Cascaret 
fame — and  Ilorlicks  Food  Co..  tendered  the  delegates  three  very 
fine  side  trips,  which  were  tiiorougbly  enjoyed  by  all  who  took 
advantage  of  them. 

In  many  respects  tlie  business  sessions  of  this  convention  were 
a  record  iieai^cr  for  imm!  hot  discussions  and  llie  intense  interest 
displayed. 

r.y   far  tlie  gravest  matter  for  c()nsi(leration  was  that  of  financing 
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the  institution  for  the  next  year;  this,  iu  the  face  of  the  Secretary's 
report  showing  a  falling  off  of  receipts,  was  a  matter  of  serious 
concern. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  submitted  to  the  convention  a  proposi- 
tion to  make  Notes  greater,  and  to  enter  the  commercial  field  of 
journalism,  soliciting  advertisements  from  allied  manufacturers  as 
a  means  to  supplement  this  deficit. 

On  this  propostiion  the  whole  convention  appeared  on  the  floor, 
and  in  almost  equal  division  for  and  against  this  new  measure. 

Both  sides  presented  their  views  in  the  most  tense  discussions, 
and  a  decision  could  only  be  reached  by  a  roll  call  of  States,  which 
finally  defeated  the  affirmative  side.  Your  delegate  voted  no  with 
the  majority. 

The  general  benefits  for  and  against  this  proposition,  this  con- 
vention is  no  doubt  familiar  with,  hence  I  wiil  not  rehash  it  here ; 
suffice  it  to  say.  that  our  national  little  sledge-hammer.  Notes, 
retains  its  independent  position  among  the  journals  of  the  day, 
saying  what  it  thinks,  and  thinking  what  it  says. 

The  general  curtailment  of  the  running  expenses  of  the  organiza- 
tion, and  an  improvement  in  the  loyalty  of  the  various  allied  asso- 
ciations, have  made  it  possible  for  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  to  show,  this 
year,  a  credit  balance  greater  than  at  any  time  since  its  inception. 

The  next  most  important  matter  for  consideration  was  the  N.  F. 
and  U.  S.  P.  Propaganda  work.  The  convention  went  on  record  as 
favoring  and  earaestly  urging  all  retail  druggists  to  prosecute  this 
line  of  work  for  all  it  was  w^orth,  making  all  preparations,  popular 
in  their  sections,  letting  physicians  know  what  they  are  doing,  by 
fre<iuent  sampling  and  heart  to  heart  talks ;  and,  to  this  end,  the 
sales  department  was  instructed  to  print  and  furnish  at  about  cost 
all  labels  of  the  N.  F.  and  U.  S.  P.  preparations  in  demand,  with 
formulae  printed  on  same,  to  all  dues  paid  members  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D., 
and  requesting  reports  from  the  field,  from  time  to  time,  on  their 
success  in  this  work. 

The  tAvo.  four  and  eight  slogan  is  still  favored  as  a  means  to 
influence  proprietors  of  new  preparations  from  over-pricing,  and 
as  affording  only  a  fair  compensation  for  retail  handling. 

Your  committee  earnestly  requests  this  Association  to  offer  reso- 
lutions at  this  meeting,  reaffirming  its  affiliation  with,  and  loyalty 
to  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  sending  them  a  copy  for  publication  in  Notes, 
thereby  lending  our  moral  force,  in  this  action,  to  other  State  Asso- 
ciations about  to  meet. 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the  existence  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D. 
is  a  great  source  of  help  to  retailers  all  over  our  land,  and  while 
it  has  only  relieved  the  cutting  situation,  this  is  only  one  of  fhe 
many  benefits  received  in  our  alliance  -with  this  body ;  considering 
it  in  the  most  commercial  sense  only,   it  brings  better  returns  for 
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the  money  invested  than  any  other  the  retailer  is  engaged  in,  and 
I  do  sincerely  hoi>e  that  this  convention  will  not  adjourn  without 
an  attirniative  action  of  its  continued  sympathy  and  support.

REPORT   OF   DELEGATES   TO   THE    AMERICAN   PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL   ASSOCIATION. 

The  Fifty-tifth  Annual  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  during 
the  week  beginning  !>ei)tember  2,  I'.tOT.  in  the  city  of  New  York,  where 
its  initial  meeting  was  held  in  1851,  and  where  it  had  not  met  in 
forty  years.  On  account  of  its  historical  tie  and  the  general  attrac- 
tion of  America's  greatest  metropolis,  it  was  expected  that  the  meet- 
ing would  be  distinctively  notable,  and  so  it  proved  to  be. 

The  attendance  was  large  and  cosmoi)olitan ;  all  sections  of  the 
United  States  being  represented  by  regular  members  and  delegates 
from  some  over  sixty  societies,  these  and  their  friends  numbering 
about  500,  with  a  membership  of  2,070.  Forty  years  before,  the  at- 
tendance was  120  members  from  a  total  membership  of  695;  and  at 
the  initial  meeting  there  appears  to  have  been  only  nine  persons. 
Surely  the  simile  that  "Great  oaks  from  little  acorus  grow"  is  appli- 
cable here,  as  representing  the  gradual  expansion  and  evolution  of 
the  objects  of  these  wise  and  earnest  men  into  so  useful  and  influen- 
tial a  body — the  bulwark  of  the  best  in  American  pharmacy. 

The  most  prominent  features,  which  are  expected  to  prove  very 
greatly  beneficial,  that  came  before  the  body,  were  questions  arising 
from  the  unethical,  debasing  practices  that  have  crept  into  medicine 
and  pharmacy  and  become  so  obnoxiously  prevalent  in  recent  years, 
that  a  revulsion  is  manifest  and  a  crusade  begun  to  correct  the 
abuses. 

For  the  first  time  overtures  come  from  the  physician  to  the  phar- 
macist acknowledging  abuses  on  his  part  and  proposing  to  cooperate 
In  mutually  rectifying  those  existing  in  the  two  professions.  Eminent 
delegates  were  present  from  that  great  lx>dy,  representative  of  the 
best  in  American  medicine — the  American  Medical  Association — in 
the  persons  of  Drs.  Solomon  Soils  Cohen,  T.  F,  Riley  and  J.  N.  Mc- 
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Cormack.  who.  with  others,  spoke  amicably,  earnestly  and  frankly. 
The  matters  were  in  the  same  spirit  discussed  by  the  pharmacists 
and  resulted  in  a  "heart  to  heart  talk,"  clearing  away  much  explosive 
atmosphere  of  crimination  and  re-crimination,  and  inducing  a  spirit 
of  mutual  confidence  and  helpfulness. 

On  conclusion  of  the  discussion  the  President,  Leo  Eliel,  very  feel- 
ingly expressed  bis  delight  in  seeing  the  dawn  of  realization  of  a 
long  cherished  hope  and  aim  for  the  deserved  and  proper  recognition 
by  .the  physician  of  the  pharmacist,  and  of  the  closest  friendly  rela- 
tions  between   the  professions. 

A  resolution  was  unanimously  passed  directing  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.,  to  cooperate  with  the  similar  committee 
of  the  A.  M.  A.,  in  furthering  legislation  designed  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  the  two  professions  and  the  community.  The  Secretary 
was  also  directed  to  communicate  with  the  State  Pharmaceutical 
Associations,  and  request  them  to  take  like  action  with  their  State 
Medical  Societies. 

In  a  report  of  this  nature,  only  a  mite  of  the  large  .and  varied  trans- 
actions of  a  body  requiring  a  volume  of  over  1,000  closely  printed 
pages  to  record,  can  be  mentioned. 

It  may  be  a  mwatter  of  wonderment  to  some  how  so  much  is  done 
within  a  week,  so  it  is  well  to  explain  that  most  of  the  business  de- 
tail is  handled  by  a  carefully  and  fitly  chosen  executive  committee, 
designated  the  council,  and  in  usually  only  two  general  sessions  of 
the  entire  Association.  All  else  is  classified  and  considered  in  de- 
partments called  sections,  which  frequently  are  concurrently  in  ses- 
sion.

And  about  five  other  subjects,  besides  the  presentation  of  docu- 
mentary material  and  historical  objects  suitable  for  preservation  in 
a  Pharmaceutical  Museum,  which  has  been  projected.  Toward  this 
our  fellow-member.  Prof.  E.  V.  Howell,  contributed,  "Some  Pharma- 
ceutical Data  Before  and  During  the  Civil  War,"  which  contained  a 
formula  of  Dr.  J.  C.  Aj-er  for  his  Cherry  Pectoral ;  some  old  news- 
papers dating  back  to  1817,  containing  curious  information  pertaining 
to  the  drug  business  of  that  day ;  invoices  showing  the  articles  dealt 
in,  and  enormous  prices,  during  the  Civil  War.  He  besides  gave  a 
U.  S.  P.  of  1820,  an  old  New  England  Directory  of  Druggists,  and  a 
picture  of  the  late  William  Simpson. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  note  that  Prof.  Howell  had  the  Chair- 
manship of  the  Historical  Section  unanimously  conferred  upon  him. 
This  position  carries  with  it  membership  in  the  Council,  both  of 
which  are  esteemed  positions  in  the  A.  Ph.  A.  and  the  second  great- 
est distinction  coming  to  North  Carolina  from  this  eminent  National 
Association,  the  first  being  .the  election  in  1894  of  the  late  William 
Simpson  as  its  President. 

The  social  features  of  the  meeting  were  unusually  well  arranged 
and  happily  consummated.  All  time  of  the  week  not  occupied  with 
business  was  devoted  to  these  pleasures. 

It  is  characteristic  of  the  A.  P.  A.  that  many  of  its  members  are 
acc-ompauied  by  their  wives  and  lady  friends.  Special  entertain- 
ments were  provided  for  them  during  the  regular  business  sessions 
of  the  Association,  which  oc-cupied  the  men. 

While  this  cursory  general  account  of  the  meeting  has  been  given, 
it  cannot  be  too  strongly  stated  that  the  benefits  of  attending  these 
meetings  can  be  only  partially  surmised  by  a  non-attendant,  and  to 
urge  that  more  from  our  State  do  so. 

To  give  an  idea  how  a  first  attendant  from  our  bordering  State, 
Virginia,  was  impressed,  will  quote  from  his  published  account : 
"It  was  my  first  experience  at  a  meeting  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  I  found 
there  a  brotherly  feeling,  and  had  instilled  into  me  a  pride  of  craft 
that  I  could  have  acquired  nowhere  else.  My  only  regret  is  that  my 
initial  experience  had  been  so  long  deferred.  To  every  young  man, 
and  old  one,  for  that  matter,  engaged  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy, 
my  advice  is  that  he  become  a  member  of  the  A.  Ph.  A. ;  attend  its 
meetings,  listen  to  the  men  who  have  made  modern  pharmacy,  and 
join  with  them  to  help  better  conditions." 

The  next  meeting  will  be  held  at  Hot  Springs,  Ark.,  during  the 
week  beginning  September  7,  1908.  E.  Y.  Zoeller,  Chm'n. 
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Mr.  A^^  A.  King  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Audit- 
ing Committee,  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Niestlie,  who 
liad  been  called  home. 

Motion  was  made  and  carried  that  at  the  next  meeting 
the  Association  should  have  a  register  and  buttons, 
the  register  to  be  kept  by  the  Secretary,  and  all  mem- 
bers' and  visitors'  names  to  be  recorded. 

Mr.  Dobbs  presented  each  member  with  a  souvenir 
bill  book,  from  the  Coca  Cola  people.

Mr.  Bradham  then  invited  the  Association  to  New 
Bern,  and  Mr.  Scott  invited  the  Association  to  Char- 
lotte. 

The  President.  Prepare  your  votes  for  Greensboro, 
Wriglitsville,  New  Bern  and  Charlotte.  Mr.  Hood  and 
Mr.  Yearby  will  act  as  tellers. 

Secretary  announces  vote.  Greensboro,  20;  Wrights- 
ville, 23;  New  Bern,  2;  Charlotte,  S. 

The  President.  Gentlemen,  prepare  your  ballots 
for  Greensboro  and  Wrightsville. 

Wrightsville,  27;  Greensboro,  28. 

The  time  was  announced  as  June  23,  24  and  25,  1009. 

Mu.  Hancock.  We  are  indebted  to  the  doctors  of 
North  Carolina  for  this  organization.  In  1S80,  in  Kal- 
eigh,  on  the  ITtli  of  May,  Messrs.  Nadal,  Peacock,  Pow- 
land  and  Ilargrave  issued  a  call  to  the  druggists  to  meet 
together  because  the  Legislature  demanded  that  the 
druggists  be  comiJelkNl  to  have  a  license,  etc.,  and  they 
met  in  Kaleigh,  about  one  hundred  of  them,  and  organ- 
ized this  Association,  It  was  not  completed,  however, 
until  the  next  year,  and  the  next  year  some  thirty-five  or 
six  were  there,  three  of  them  being  present  today,  Mr. 
Vauglian,  ^Ir.  Zoeller  and  myself.  We  took  in  thirty- 
nine  nu'iubers  that  day,  an<l  the  only  one  here  today  is 
J.  Ci.  ]\I.  Cordon.  I  think  and  believe  that  there  is  a 
great  future  before  us. 
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Mr.  Hicks  then  read  paper  on  Query  No.  16. 

The  President.  Are  there  any  more  papers  to  be 
read.  If  any  member  lias  any  paper  we  will  be  glad  to 
hear  it.    No  response. 

The  awards  of  the  prizes  were  then  made. 

Mr.  Wm.  Niestlie  received  the  first  prize  and  Mr.  C. 
T.  Eldridge  the  second. 

The  following  motion  by  Mr.  Zoeller  was  made,  and 
on  motion,  duly  carried : 

That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  this  Association  be  and  is 
hereby  directed  to  communicate  with  the  similar  committee  of 
the  North  Carolina  State  Medical  Society,  and  express  its  willing- 
ness and  wish  to  cooperate  in  the  furtherance  of  such  legislation 
as  may  be  designed  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  two  professions 
and  the  public. 

That  ifhe  Secretary  of  this  Association  is  hereby  instructed  to 
promptly  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical  Society  of  this  action. 

Mr.  Shell  introduced  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  of  three  to  prepare  and  present  to 
next  session  of  the  Association  resolutions  defining  the  position  or 
views  of  the  Association  regarding  the  handling  of  alcoholic  intoxi- 
cants under  the  coming  so-called  prohibition  law. 

The  President  appointed  Messrs.  Hicks,  Shell  and 
Wearn. 

The  Committee  on  Adulteration,  through  Mr.  Miller, 
read  its  report. 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ADULTERATIONS. 

Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association: 

Your  Committee  on  Adulterations  apix>inted  at  the  last  annual 
meeting  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  reiwrt: 

We  have  found  very  few  opportunities  for  observing  adulterations 
to  any  extent  during  the  past  year. 

The  enactment  of  the  Pure  Food  Law  and  its  virile  enforcement 
has  driven  from  the  market  the  bulk  of  adulterated  drugs,  spices, 
and  other  commodities  uix)n  the  shelves  of  the  modern  dnig  store,  so 
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that  today,  a.s  never  before,  we.  as  a  ])rofei>.sion.  are  enjoying  the 
realization  that  drngs.  as  well  as  otlier  things,  are  what  they  seem. 

The  day  has  passed  forever  when  a  six  ix)und  tin  of  ground  black 
pepper  contains  three  pounds  of  ground  cocoanut  shells,  and  when 
our  nutmegs  are  imiHJrted  from  Connecticut,  manufactured  from  the 
■worn-(.)ut  shuttle  blocks  of  the  New   England  cotton  mills. 

While  we  accept  this  new  era  with  joy  and  gladness,  let  us  not 
forget  that  our  profession  in  the  past  has  been  villified  by  sensa- 
tional press  reporters,  while  the  gullable  public  looked  on  with  holy 
horror  at  the  awful  practice  of  adulteration  charge<^l  against  us. 

The  ambitious  analyst  or  sensational  reporter,  who  started  upon 
a  tour  of  investigation  and  discovered  an  insect  destroying  comix>und, 
grocer's  spices,  or  Iwiking  powders,  which  did  not  resjxmd  to  all  the 
test  for  integrity,  straightway  discoursed  upon  the  impurity  of  drugs, 
and  the  dishonesty  of  the  pharmacists,  mid  same  was  accepted  by 
the  reading  and  intelligent  public  as  an  exposure  of  the  methods  of 
the  drug  trade.     Indeed  they  are  greatly  wronged. 

No  profession  in  this  broad  land  of  ours  is  endowed  with  better 
minds  and  purer  hearts  and  straightforward  puriwses,  than  this 
magnificent  profession  of  ours,  the  pharmacists. 

The  inequality  in  prices,  which  still  prevails  ujion  many  lines  of 
drugs,  and  which  naturally  carry  the  impression  of  a  like  irregularity 
in  quality,  is  an  unfortunate  feature  of  the  business,  which,  in  my 
opinion,  results  rather  from  the  absence  of  a  well-defined  and  uni- 
versally well-accepted  standard  of  quality  than  from  any  sophistica- 
tion of  the  drug  business. 

This  condition  is  not  itself  any  reflection  upon  the  integrity  of 
the  manufacturer  or  several  classes  of  merchants  engaged  in  the 
business,  nor  is  it  always  easy  to  be  met. 

The  govenunental  standardization  of  certain  crude  drugs  has 
served  to  promote  greater  uniformity  of  quality  in  the  articles  which 
are  the  subjects  of  such  regulations,  and  there  is  no  evidence  that  the 
effort  of  the  government  in  this  directiou  has  been  nullified  in  any 
great  extent  by  the  adulteration  of  drugs,  after  they  have  passetl  the 
customs  examinations. 

The  buyer  of  drugs  and  niedicines,  whether  he  be  a  dealer  or  con- 
sumer, who  makes  his  pun-hases  the  subject  of  the  same  rules  that 
m,lght  govern  the  purchase  of  ordinary  merchandise,  is  likely  to  have 
the  same  conditions  confront  him. 

There  are  grades  of  wheat  flour  suited  to  every  class  of  bu.vers. 
and  the  same  is  true  of  cotton  cl<itlis,  and  liundreds  of  other  articles 
on  the  market.  The  flours  are  all  made  from  pure  wheat,  and  are  in 
themselves  pure  flour:  the  cotton  cloths  ;»re  all  made  from  pure  cot- 
ton, yet  no  men-hant  exiKH-ts  that  he  is  getting  the  same  grade  of 
flour  for  $.'{.00  jK*r  Imrrel  that  he  would  get  for  $."'>.(rt)  i»er  barrel,  nor 
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does  the  buyer  of  eottou  cloth  expect  that  he  is  getting  as  fine  goods 
of  the  sauie  weight  per  yard  at  G  cents  that  he  would  get  for  12  cents. 
Like  conditions  exist  in  the  drag  trade  today  with  no  more  dis- 
honesty on  the  pai't  of  the  seller. 

In  conclusion,  we  desire  to  say  that  the  enforcement  of  our  State's 
Pure  Food  and  Drug  Laws,  which  are  identical  to  that  of  the  Na- 
tional government,  would  eliminate  to  a  minimum  adulterations  in 
drug  supplies,  and  drugs,  and  other  merchandise  which  we  handle. 
We  have  a  law,  and  we  w^ant  this  enforced.

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FIFTU  SESSION. 

The  in('('tiii<2:  was  called  to  order  by  the  President  at 
9  :30. 

^Ir.  Gllpiu  was  called  upon  to  address  the  Associa- 
tion, and  responded  as  follows: 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

Mr.  Thomas  promised  me  that  if  I  would  come  he 
would  not  ask  me  to  say  anything,  and  I  don't  know  that 
I  will  yet.  I'm  glad  to  be  here  and  want  to  express  how 
much  I  have  enjoyed  the  Association.  I  regret  that  I 
could  not  keep  my  promise,  that  was,  to  give  you  all  an 
outiug  on  my  yacht,  but  the  winds  were  against  me.  I 
hope,  however,  to  do  so  some  other  time.  I  am  certainly 
glad  to  be  here  and  want  to  thank  you  for  the  courtesies 
that  you  have  shown  me  while  here. 

The  President  invited  him  to  the  next  meeting  at 
Greensboro. 

•  Prof.  Kemixgtox.  I  greatly  appreciate  the  words 
that  you  said  in  behalf  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Gilpin.  He 
adds  to  his  other  accomplishments  a  talent  for  fishing. 
He  is  not  only  a  great  fisherman  for  tish,  but  for  other 
things  as  well.  T  had  the  pleasure  of  being  out  sailing 
with  him  today  during  the  heavy  rain  storm,  and  if  you 
could  have  seen  him  as  I  saw  him,  your  respect  would  be 
increased  for  the  man  who  could  take  water  as  he  did. 

Professor  IJ<'iiiiiigl(»ii  and  ,AIr.  (iil])in  were  then  asked 
to  take  seals  ii|)oii  the  i-(»strum  beside  the  President. 

Ml',  ^^^'n•l^  of  Xcw  r.ci'n.  made  a  few  remarks  in  re- 
gard to  tlic  Proliiliiiioii  bill  and  ilic  druggists  selling 
whiskey,  and  he  was  inviird   \n  the  rostrum. 

The  l*iii;sii)i:x'i\  Geiitlemeu,  tJie  special  order  for 
this  evening  is  the  question  that  every  one  has  thought 
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over  seriously,  aDd  we  will  now  consider  how  this  ques- 
tion should  be  settled.  The  Prohibition  bill  is  the  ques- 
tion before  us  and  I  hope  you  all  will  speak  freely. 

Mr.  Hancock  reads  report  in  regard  to  Prohibition 
matter. 

REPORT   OF   THE   LEGISLATIVE   COMMITTEE. 

Siuce  we  last  met,  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature  of  North 
-Carolina  was  called  by  his  Excellency,  Gov.  Robt.  B.  Glenn.  At 
this  session  a  bill  was  passed,  submitting  to  the  people  of  the  State, 
for  their  ratification  or  i-ejeetion,  the  question  of  prohibition.  On 
May  26,  1908,  the  people,  by  a  majority  of  over  43,000,  voted  against 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 

After  receiving  a  number  of  letters  and  telegrams  from  druggists 
throughout  the  State,  all  urging  me  to  go  to  Raleigh  at  once,  and 
a  delegation  from  Asheville  promising  to  meet  me  there,  I  hastened 
to  do  so,  that  I  might  examine  into  the  features  of  the  said  bill.  I 
found  that,  as  the  bill  was  originally  drafted,  any  one  calling  him- 
self a  druggist,  whether  he  was  registered  or  not,  could  put  up 
physicians'  prescriptions  for  any  kind  of  intoxicating  liquors,  even 
soda  water  boys  in  drug  stores.  Through  the  assistance  of  the  attor- 
ney of  OUT  board,  who  was  a  member  of  tlie  House  of  Representa- 
tives, we  had  an  amendment  made  to  the  bill,  allowing  only  regis- 
tered, licensed  pharmacists  to  put  up  prescriptions  for  liquors  sold 
under  the  act.  We  also  found  that  as  the  bill  was  first  drawn,  no 
pharmacist  could  sell  any  preparations,  whether  made  in  accordance 
with  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopceia,  the  National  Formulary,  or  not,  if 
said  preparation  would  cause  intoxication,  unless  on  a  physician's 
prescription.  We  had  the  bill  amended  as  follows :  Provided,  that 
medicinal  preparations,  manufactured  in  accordance  with  formulas 
prescribed  by  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  and  National  Formulary, 
which  contain  no  more  alcohol  than  is  necessary  to  extract  the 
medicinal  properties  of  the  drugs  contained  in  such  preparations,  and 
no  more  alcohol  than  is  necessary  to  hold  the  medicinal  agents  in 
solution,  and  which  are  manufactured  and  sold  as  medicine  and  not 
as  a  beverage,  shall  not  be  held  or  construed  to  be  or  to  come  within 
the  meaning  or  provisions  of  this  act. 

By  reading  the  bill  carefully  you  will  see  that  the  governing  body 
of  any  county,  city  or  town  can  refuse  license  to  any  registered, 
licensed  pharmacist  to  handle  intoxicating  liquors,  even  on  phy- 
sician's prescriptions.  They  also  have  a  right  under  the  bill  to  fix 
the  amount  of  such  tax  as  they  may  see  fit.  There  is  a  provision 
also  in  the  bill  that  any  county,  city  or  town  can  established  a  medi- 
cal depository.     It  is  the  opinion  of  the  attorney  of  the  Board  of 
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rhannavy  tbat  if  any  of  these  should  be  established  that  all  pre- 
scriptions for  intoxicating  liquors  put  up  in  them  have  to  be  done 
by   registered,   licensed  pharmacists. 

AN  AMENDMENT  TO  THE  PURE  FOOD  AND  DRUG  ACT. 

In  Section  6,  and  sub-Section  5,  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Act. 
it  was  amended  by  striking  out  in  line  10  of  said  act  the  word 
saccharine  and  inserting  after  the  word  sugar  in  line  eleven  the 
words  "except  ftacehoriiic.^' 

We  take  pleasure  in  submitting  licrewith  the  entire  Prohibition 
Bill,  that  it  may  become  a  part  of  this  report  and  printed  in  the 
proceedings.      (For  report  see  page  203).

Discussion  open  for  Prohibition  bill. 

Mr.  Hicks.     What  is  it  we  want  to  discuss? 

The  President.  At  the  Winston  meeting  of  the 
State  Medical  Society  they  went  on  record  against  the 
handling  of  whiskey,  and  we  want,  if  necessary,  to  pass 
the  same  resolutions. 

Mr.  Iliclvs  tlien  read  the  committee's  report,  as 
amended  by  Mr.  Home: 

PROHIBITION  RESOLUTION. 

Whereas,  The  people  of  North  Carolina  have  by  a  large  majority 
ratified  the  Prohibition  act  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  and, 

Whereas,  The  provisions  of  such  act  will  place  the  sale  of  whiskey 
prescribed  by  physicians  in  the  hands  of  the  licensed  druggists  in 
many  of  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  State,  be  it  resolved : 

1.  That  the  North  Carolinia  Pharmaceutical  Association  wish  to 
express  ourselves  as  being  thoi"DUghly  in  sympathy  wLth  this  great 
movement  (Prohibition)  and  call  upon  our  members  to  refrain  from 
dealing  in  it  at  all  wherever  it  is  possible  to  do  so,  as  it  is  sure  to 
leave  its  blighting  effect  upon  our  noble  i>rofession. 

2.  That  we  hope  the  time  will  .soon  c-ome  when  the  pharmacists  will 
be  relieved  from  the  necessity  of  handling  spirituous  liquors  at  all. 

3.  That  any  member  violating  the  provisions  of  this  law  be  dealt 
with  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  the  Code  of 
Ethics.  (Signed)         Henry  T.  Hicks,

Committee. 
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The    PresidExXt.     Gentlemen,    you    have    heard    the 
committee's  report,  what  will  jou  do  with  it? 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  be  adopted. 

The  President.     The  question  is  now  open  for  dis- 
cussion. 

Prof.  EemixXgton.     I   feel   that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  North  Carolina  is  passing  through  the 
same  troubles  that  the  same  question  caused  in  other 
States.     In  Maine  what  you  now  have  here  has  been 
practically  the  law  for  many  years.    I  must  say  that  the 
condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  State  of  Maine*^  has  been 
lower  since  prohibition  has  been  the  law  of  the  State, 
because  druggists  in  some  sections  sell  liquor.    The  reso- 
lutions which  have  just  been  read,  strike  me  as  very  ad- 
mirable.    I  know  there  are  thousands  of  druggists  who 
are  conducting  their  business  legally,  but  I  don't  know 
what  will  be  the  influence  of  this  question  upon  them. 
You  have  men  in  North  Carolina,  as  in  every  State,  who 
have  a  distinct  liking  for  breaking  the  law,  and  this,  I 
think,  ought  to  be  carefully  guarded.     In  Maine  there 
was  an  establishment  in  which  the  firm  had  barrels  of 
whiskey  run  in  at  night,  by  an  underground  passage, 
and  this  store  was  in  a  good  district,  too.    I  was  shocked 
at  Colorado,  sometime  ago,  by  one  of  our  retail  drug- 
gists.    He  met  me  at  the  station  and  said,  "I  want  to 
show  you  my  store."    I  saw  a  magnificent  establishment, 
but  I  did  not  know  that  it  was  a  drug  store.    The  shelves 
which  we  have  containing  bottles  of  paregoric,  etc.,  were 
filled  with  rums,  gins  and  whiskies,  and  these  extended 
along  three-fourths  of  the  room.     I  said,  "It  does  not 
look  like  a  drug  store,"  and  he  said,  "Yes,  it  is  a  drug 
store." 

In  a  little  back  office  in  the  corner  he  had  his  pre- 
scription case ;  all  the  rest  of  the  store  was  filled  with 
liquor.     I  saw  a  sign  on  the  front  door  that  it  was  a 
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drug  store,  but  otliei*  sign!;;  showed  that  lirst-chiss  liquor 
eouhl  be  had  there.  Xow,  Mr.  President,  I  believe  that 
it  will  be  a  very  bad  day  for  the  pharmacist  when  the 
drug  store  is  converted  into  a  saloon.  There  are  people 
who  must  have  it,  yet  I  believe  it  was  the  proper  thing 
to  put  whiskey  into  the  pharmacopoeia.  Wlien  the  drug 
store  is  put  on  an  equality  A\ith  the  saloon  then  you  are 
going  to  sulfer  loss  in  everything.  If  I  may  be  per- 
mitted a  few  minutes  longer,  I  want  to  give  my  personal 
experience.  When  I  went  into  the  drug  business  in 
Philadelphia  in  1872,  I  bought  a  store  which  had  been 
a  good  store,  for  they  had  a  good  business.  Two  of  the 
clerks  I  asked  to  stay.  One  was  under  the  influence  of 
liquor,  and  the  other  I  noticed  the  next  day  in  the  same 
condition.  There  was  a  doctor  who  used  to  send  from 
fifty  to  seventy-five  prescriptions  in  there  every  day. 
When  the  doctor  came  in  I  found  him  to  be  a  very  agree- 
aV)le  and  pleasing  person.  He  went  to  the  prescription 
counter,  and  out  of  one  side  took  down  a  bottle  and 
poured  into  a  glass  a  good  drink  of  whiskey  and  turned 
and  drank  my  health,  and  said  he  would  be  in  tomorrow 
to  see  me  again.  I  said  to  the  clerks,  "Did  the  previous 
owner  allow  this?"  They  answered,  "Yes."  "Are  there 
any  others  who  come  in  here  and  do  the  same?"  They 
said,  "Yes,  two  others."  So  the  next  day  when  the  doc- 
tor came  in,  I  said,  "I  think  that  this  is  not  the  proper 
thing  f(»r  you  to  do;  you  are  setting  a  bad  example  to 
tliese  young  ukmi."  I  said,  "I  am  willing  to  send  your 
whiskey  home  if  you  will  leave  an  order  for  it."  The 
doctor  said,  "You  are  perfectly  right,  I  think;  you  are 
taking  the  right  stand."  ITe  went  out  very  pleasantly, 
)tiit  iKtt  another  single  i»i'esri-i|>i  ion  ever  came  from  him. 
P>olh  of  these  young  men  rlei-ks  died  drunkards  within 
five  years.  He  taught  them  liow  to  drink,  and  the  doctor 
hinis«'lf  afterwarils  died  of  delii-inni  tremens. 
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But  I  want  to  sav  something  ou  the  other  side.  I 
believe  that  the  drug  store  is  the  place  for  whiskey  to  be 
handled  j^roperly,  because  I  believe  that  it  is  good  medi- 
cine if  used  as  such.  The  matter  was  thoroughly  gone 
over  in  one  of  the  meetings  of  the  American  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association,  and  a  number  were  inclined  to  believe 
it  was  not  right,  but  on  the  other  hand  a  large  majority 
believed  that  the  drug  store  w^as  the  proper  place.  The 
result  was,  they  introduced  whiskey  into  the  pharma- 
copoeia, and  the  standards  have  been  adopted  by  the 
government,  which  recognizes  straight  whiskey  only. 

The  President.  We  appreciate  these  remarks  and 
will  be  glad  to  hear  from  others. 

Mr.  Bradham  agrees  with  Mr.  Gilpin  and  Prof.  Rem- 
ington, that  the  drug  store  should  handle  whiskey  in 
this  State.  Mr.  Burwell  also  agrees  with  these  gentle- 
men. 

Mr.  Grantham.  I  am  not  going  to  handle  it,  I  will 
go  out  of  the  drug  business  before  I  will  do  it.  If  I 
think  that  I  have  to,  I  will  sell  the  drug  business  and 
go  into  something  else.  I  will  buy  me  a  mule  and  go  out 
and  pull  the  strings  on  him.  It  is  easier  to  stay  out  of 
it  than  it  is  to  get  out  of  it. 

Mr.  Yaughan  reads  the  resolutions  again  by  recjuest. 

^Ir.  Hamilton  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  resolutions. 

Mr.  Shell's  views  coincided  with  those  of  Mr.  Gran- 
tham. 

Mr.  Hicks.  I  wish  to  say  there  has  been  a  great  deal 
said  tonight  that  does  not  apply  to  what  the  committee 
were  instructed  to  draw  up.  We  were  to  draw  up  reso- 
lutions in  accordance  with  those  drawn  up  by  the  Medi- 
cal Association.  A  good  many  say  it  ought  not  to  be 
sold  at  all,  and  that  they  were  not  going  to  sell  it,  but 
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so  loiiii-  as  it  is  ueccssarv  lo  I  ho  im'dieal  prolessiou,  I 
believe  it  is  necessary  to  handle  it.  It  is  not  the  sale  of 
whiskey  as  medicine  that  is  causing  the  trouble,  but  tlie 
pi-oiuiscuous  sale  of  whiskey.  In  one  of  our  stores  in 
Ivah'igh,  we  do  not  till  prescriptions  for  whiskey,  except 
in  emergency  cases,  l)ut  at  tlie  otlier  store,  we  take  out 
license  and  (hi  lill  prescriptions  for  medicinal  purposes 
only. 

Mr.  Hancock  makes  a  motion  that  the  resolutions  be 
recommitted. 

Motion  carried. 

Motion  then  made  to  adjourn  until  Friday  morning, 
when  the  prohibition  resolutions  would  be  continued, 
and  only  tliirty  minutes  allowed  for  disi)osing  of  the 
same. 

Motion  carried,  and  the  Association  adjourned  until 
Friday  morning. 
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SIXTH  SESSION. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  tlie  President 
at  9:30. 

The  President.  First  on  the  program  is  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  prohibition  question. 

Secretary  called  the  roll  and  one  hundred  answered 
present. 

Motion  to  elect  Professor  Remington  an  honorary 
member  of  the  Association  was  unanimously  carried. 

Prof.  Eemington.  I  am  delighted  to  be  with  you 
and  thank  you  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Bobbitt,  of  Baltimore,  was  called  upon  and 
spoke  as  follows: 

J.  H.  Bobbitt.  I  am  surprised  to  be  called  on  to 
speak,  and  feel  like  I  am  still  a  member  of  this  Associa- 
tion. After  an  absence  of  six  years  I  am  glad  to  be  back 
with  you.  It  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  be  here.  Circum- 
stances prevented  my  coming  at  first,  but  I  came  late 
rather  than  miss  it  all  together.

The  President.  We  will  iiow  have  the  report  of 
tlie  Committee  on  the  Prerequisite  bill. 

Mr.  Hicks  read  the  report,  as  follows : 

PREREQUISITE  QUALIFICATION. 

Your  Committee  beg  to  rei)ort : 

The  subject  of  retiuirements  or  prerequisites  for  registration  is 
always  problematic,  for  the  reason  that  conditions  are  different  with 
each  candidate  and  in  each  locality  or  State  where  the  regulations 
apply. 

Many  of  the  States  require  the  same  length  of  time  for  actual  ser- 
vice or  preparation  that  our  own  does — whilst  a  good  many  others 
require  a  longer  period  of  apprenticeship  or  training. 

But  since  the  custom  prevails  so  generally  of  serving  the  greater 
part  of  that  time  as  assistant  at  a  soda  foumtaiu  or  in  some  such 
capacity  in  a  drug  store,  the  length  of  time  seems  to  have  little  real 
bearing  on  the  subject,  except  itihe  "trade  atmosphere,"  so  to  speak, 
that  is  absorbed  by  the  clerk. 

So  we  conclude  that  whatever  be  the  length  of  time  required  for 
preparation  or  service,  it  should  not  be  less  than  three  years,  and  the 
candidate  should  have  at  least  one  year  continuous  experience  in 
compounding  prescriptions  and  making  up  galenical  pi-eparations ; 
comix»unding  at  least  as  many  as  five  prescriptions  each  day,  and 
having  made  up  at  one  time  or  another  all  the  galenical  preparations 
used  in  the  store — that  are  described  in  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  and 
National  Formulary. 

He  should  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  .chemistry  to  be  able  to 
apply  the  tests  of  the  pharmacopoBia  and  to  understand  and  intelli- 
gibly explain  the  processes. 

He  should  have  sufficient  'knowledge  of  structural  botany  to  under- 
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stand    tlu'   (U'siTijitions   I'liuiiuTatetl    in   tbi-   pliarniaroiKfia    and    dis- 
pensatory and  to  be  able  to  intelligibly  explain  or  translate  same. 

He  .sliould  bave  sufficient  knowledge  of  drug  store  met  bods  and 
management  to  render  bim  comi)eteut  to  Siifely  manage  tbe  store  for 
a  few  days  during  teinjx^rary  absence  of  owner  or  manager. 

He  sbould  furnisb  evidence  tbat  be  knows  bow  to  tbink  and  to 
aiiply  tbe  facts  be  bas  learned  from  books. 

He  sbould  Ik?  re<juire<l  to  give  satisfactory  evidence  tbat  be  bas 
tnlucation  eijuivaleut  to  tbe  average  bigb  scbool  course  at  least. 

I'rosptvtive  iib;irma<-ists  sbould  iiave  a  tborougb  training  in  a 
♦ndlege  of  pbarnuK  y  if  pos.-<ilik',  tliougb  we  do  not  consider  it  obliga- 
tory. 

Tbe  foregoing  reconuuendations  and  suggestions  sbould  be  so  em- 
ixulietl  in  tbe  re<iuJrements  and  examination  papers  as  to  raise  tbe 
standard  witbout  any  undue  bardsbip.  and  we  believe  tbat  it  is  very 
desirable  at  tbe  time  to  establisb   two  classes  of  licentiates: 

P'irst,  All  tbose  wbo  stand  80%  of  tbe  examination  to  be  registered 
jibarmacists,  witb  all  privileges  pertaining  to  tbe  profession. 

.StM-ond,  All  tbose  pa.ssing  HiV/c  to  80%  of  tbe  examinations  to  be 
licensetl  a**  registered  assistants,  fully  legalized  as  prescription  clerks, 
but  not  eligiiile  or  legalizeil  as  managers  of  pbarmacies  or  drug 
stores,  or  to  l>c  pcnnauciitly  in  ebarge.

Iml  you 
will  ;ill  admil  thai  il  is  almost  inijtossihle  foi-  a  man  to 
lid  ;i  i:(mmI  iwofcssionai  education  llicsc  days  i»y  himscdf. 
Would  yoii  trnsl  ji  doctor  \\li«»  was  a  sclf-cihicatc*!  man, 
who  had   ne\('!-  heeil   to  a  cojleuc  In  study  his  |»r<  »fessioil  ? 
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Certaiuly  you  would  not.  lu  every  ju-ofessiou,  the  same 
rule  applies.  These  resolutions  might  be  modified,  but  if 
they  were,  is  there  a  man  here  wlio  has  a  drug  store,  who 
would  recommend  his  young  man  apprentice  to  stay 
away  from  college?  There  is  no  druggist  who  can  teach 
his  apprentice  as  much  about  pliarmacy  as  tlie  college 
could.  I  don't  think  it  would  be  well  for  the  Pliarma- 
ceutical  Association  to  recognize  anything  else  but  a 
college  education.  The  word  prerequisite  seems  to  be 
not  understood.  It  means  that  before  any  one  is  allowed 
to  practice  pharmacy  in  the  State  as  a  calling,  that  he 
must  have  received  a  diploma  from  a  recognized  college 
or  university  teaching  pharmacy.  There  are  three  States 
which  have  this  prequisite  law,  Xew  York,  Pennsylvania 
and  Wisconsin,  and  there  is  not  another  State  in  the 
Union  that  makes  this  requirement.  As  to  the  scarcity 
of  drug  clerks  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  strict  require- 
ments of  the  pharmaceutical  laws  are  keeping  some 
away  from  pharmacy.  Late  hours  prevent  many  from 
going  into  the  business.  They  do  not  want  to  come  to 
work  at  8  a.  m.  and  work  until  10  p.  m.  without  any 
recreation.  Education  is  required.  We  have  a  great 
future,  and  it  is  the  educated  man  who  is  going  to  win 
out.  We  have  got  to  give  an  assistant  fewer  hours,  and 
more  time,  but  make  him  work  when  he  is  at  work,  and 
we  will  get  better  results.  Make  the  hours  more  suit- 
able, keep  the  man  busy  all  the  time,  when  he  is  there, 
but  give  him  more  time  for  recreation,  and  above  all, 
make  your  work  attractive  to  the  young  man. 

Mr.  Wearn  made  a  motion  that  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  favors  that  whenever  pos- 
sible, that  the  candidate  should  have  a  course  in  college, 
but  does  not  deem  it  obligatory. 

This  motion  was  carried.

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SEVENTH  SESSION. 

Meeting  called  to  order  b}'  the  President  at  3  o'clock. 
Mr.  Home  offered  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved  1.  That  the  manufacture  of  preparations  of  the  U.  S.  P. 
and  N.  F.  is  a  legitimate  part  of  the  business  of  the  retail  drug- 
gist. Itt  encourages  scientific  ability,  educates  the  young  assistant, 
increases  the  reputation  of  the  pharmacist  and  is  profitable  from  a 
pecuniai-y  standpoint. 

2.  In  order  therefore  to  encourage  the  manufacture  of  preparations 
by  the  retail  druggist,  we  recommend  that  the  druggists  of  the 
State  exhibit  to  the  physicians  in  their  neighborhood  U.  S.  P.  and 
N.  P.  preparations  made  in  their  own  stores  or  laboratories  and 
ask  them  to  use  them  exclusively  as  far  as  they  are  able  to  do  so. 

They  were  passed. 

Mr.  Hicks  offered  the  following  resolution: 

For  the  purix)se  of  improving  and  elevating  the  profession  of 
pharmacy,  the  Committee  on  Legislation  is  hereby  instructed  to 
secure  an  amendment  to  the  pharmacy  law  permitting  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy  to  establish  two  grades  of  licentiates.  To  become  effective 
when  deemed  advisable  by  the  Association. 

It  was  carried. 

Mr.  Scott  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  instruct  the  Legislative  Commit- 
tee to  frame  a  bill  and  have  passed  making  it  unlawful  for  any 
except  U.  S.  P.  laudanum  to  be  sold  by  any  dealer  within  the  State. 

This  motion  was  discussed  by  Messrs.  Zoeller,  AYearn, 
Hancock,  Scott,  Burwell,  Shell,  and  Prof.  Remington. 

Mr.  Scott  withdraws  his  resolution. 

Mr.  Hancock  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted: 

Besolred,  That  the  Legislative  Committee  be  instructed  to  secure 
the  passage  by  the  next  Legislature  of  a  law  prohibiting  the  dis- 
tribution from  house  to  house  of  samples  of  patent  medicines,  except 
when  such  samples  are  handed  into  the  house  to  some  responsible 
person. 
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Mr.  Zocllcr  olTcivd  the  followiiij^-  amcudinent  to  the 
Aiiti-NaiToi  ic  Law  : 

In  lieu  of  clause  pioviding  for  sale  of  Dover's  Powders,  substitute, 
"Nor  ito  Tinct  Opium,  U.  S.  P.,  commonly  known  as  Laudiiuum,  and 
introdui-iug  in  its  furthest  provisions.  Nor  to  sales  of  Tinct.  Opium, 
U.  S.  P..  commonly  known  as  Laud-anum,  to  merchants.  Nor  to  mer- 
chants in  original  bottles  labelled  as  required  by  the  Pharmacy  Act 
to  the  consumer."' 

These  were  voted  upon,  resulting  in  a  tie. 

Mr.  Hancock  moved  that  Mr.  Zoeller's  resolution  be 
reconsidered. 

Mr.  Scott  made  his  motion  a  substitute. 

This  motion  was  carried. 

The  election  of  otiicers  was  next  in  order, 

Mr.  Scott.  In  vie\v  of  this  successful  meeting  we 
have  had  and  the  good  it  has  done,  I  would  like  to  re- 
nominate, or  nominate,  our  President  for  nomination. 

The  Pkesident.  It  is  out  of  order.  1  have  served 
for  one  year,  and  it  has  been  the  custom  now  for  years 
to  serve  only  one  year.

W.  Vaughan,  be  renominated. 

He  was  unanimously  re-elected. 

Mr.  Hicks  moved  that  the  present  Treasurer,  Mr. 
Grantham,  be  renominated. 

He  was  unanimously  re-elected. 

The  following  were  nominated  and  elected  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee:  G.  A.  Matton,  Chairman; 
H.  L.  King,  H.  Sedbury,  J.  R.  Balance. 

Mr.  Max  Payne  w^as  elected  Local  Secretary. 

Mr.  Hancock  was  re-elected  to  succeed  himself  on  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Installation  of  officers  then  followed. 

Mr.  Yearby  and  Mr.  Hicks  were  appointed  to  escort 
the  new  officers  on  the  stage. 

The  President.  The  present  year  has  been  all 
through  very  satisfactory,  and  the  Association,  I  think, 
is  in  the  best  condition  we  have  ever  had  it.  The  officers

Drug  Store  Advertising. 

Probably  the  luost  reckk'ss  statement  a  nieiuber  of  our  profession, 
or  a  lueiiiber  of  otir  trade,  whichever  you  wish  to  call  it.  could  possi- 
bly make — a  statement  which  we  so  often  hear  is — "ADVEKTISING 
UOKi^  NOT  PAY." 

When  we  look  about  us — in  our  own  locality,  or  out  of  it.  when 
we  travel  through  our  State,  or  through  our  neighboring  States,  or 
when  we  go  on  a  more  extensive  trip  which  perhaps  will  take  us 
into  the  Western  States,  or  the  great  Northern  States,  and  when 
we  observe  not  only  the  way  the  drug  business  is  conducted  by  the 
leading  men  of  the  trade,  and  when  we  notice  on  such  a  trip  the 
way  that  business  in  the  shoe  trade,  in  the  clothing  trade,  in  the 
dry  goods  is  conducted,  and  when  we  ourselves  are  continually  say- 
ing to  the  njanufacturer  when  he  is  endeavoring  to  sell  us  goods — 
"No,  I  wlil  not  buy  it  now.  If  you  will  spend  .'^ome  money  here  in 
advertising,  and  create  a  trade  for  your  goods,  then  I  will  be  glad  to 
buy  them." 

When  we  make  these  observations,  and  come  in  contact  with  these 
practices,  which  have  resulted  in  creating  such  an  extensive  and 
enormous  business  for  the  goods  whose  owners  have  expended  such 
vast  sums  of  money  in  promoting  them,  then  it  is  easy  to  see  that  a 
statement  by  any  member  of  the  fraternity  to  the  effect  that  adver- 
tising does  not  pay,  certainly  cannot  be  indicated  by  any  better 
word  than  RECKLESS. 

My  observation  has  been  that  too  many  of  us  bunch  up  good,  had 
and  Uuliffprcnt  advertising  under  the  caption  of  advertising,  and  say 
that  it  does  not  pay,  and  yet  there  is  a  far  greater  cla.ss.  I  am  afraid, 
who  leave  out  the  good  advertising — and  will  bundle  together  the 
had  and  indifferent  advertising,  and  after  Investing  their  money  In 
It  will  say  that  advertising  does  not  pay. 

I  have  been  Informed,  and  my  observation  and  Investigation  have 
shown  me  that  the  impression  Is  correct — that  nowadays  a  manu- 
facturer, whether  he  has  a  patent  medi<'ine.  or  a  proprietary  medi- 
cine, or  a  new  shoe,  or  a  new  line  of  clothing,  or  a  new  agricultural 
Implement,  or  any  other  article  to  be  marketed,  has  learned  by 
e.vi)erlence  that  the  manufacturing  of  the  article  Is  the  easiest  part 
of  his  buslnes.s — that  the  most  .serious  part  of  his  business,  and 
that  which  gives  him  most  concern,  and  which  commands  his  most 
careful  planning  and  preparation   is  the  marketing  of  It,  and  that 
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the  most  imiKjrtaut  ;iud  most  carefully-  considered  and  most  care- 
fully conducted  part  of  the  marketing  is  the  advert iniixj. 

Since  I  have  known  that  I  was  expected  to  I'ead  this  paper  on 
Drug  Store  Advertising  before  this  Association,  I  have  been  investi- 
gating advertising  a  little,  devoting  what  spare  time  I  was  able 
to  take  advantage  of  to  this  work,  and  I  have  been  rather  amazed 
at  the  result  of  my  Investigation. 

I  find  that  in  nearly  all  of  the  big  and  successful  manufacturing 
establishments,  that  the  advertising  department  is  the  most  im- 
portant department,  and  that  the  men  at  the  head  of  the  advertising 
department  command  a  far  bigger  salary  than  do  average  men  in 
the  other  departments. 

Now,  if  it  is  so  necessary  for  manufacturers  and  large  retailers 
to  so  carefully  conduct  their  advertising  plan,  is  it  not  for  want  of 
business  ability,  or  business  foresight,  or  the  energy  to  go  after 
business  as  it  should  be  gone  after  that  so  many  of  us  give  so  little 
attention  to  this  important  work? 

We  must  acknowledge  that  if  advertising  produces  results  for  the 
big  retailer,  it  most  certainly  will  produce  results  for  the  small 
retailer.  We  also  must  acknowledge  that  if  the  large  retail  dealer 
finds  it  necessary  to  use  the  utmost  energy,  and  the  most  carefully 
outlined  plan  to  increase  his  business,  then  we  certainly  show  a 
lack  of  business  energy  when  we  lie  idly  about  claiming  that  adver- 
tising does  not  pay,  simply  taking  care  of  the  customers  who  may 
happen  to  drift  into  our  store. 

Recently  a  brother  druggist  in  a  nearby  city  visited  Chicago,  and 
while  there  took  advantage  of  his  opportunity  to  visit  as  many  drug 
stores  as  possible.  As  he  was  in  Chicago  some  little  time,  he  w^as 
able  to  visit  practically  every  section  of  the  city,  although,  of  course, 
not  every  stox*e  in  each  section.  When  he  arrived  home  this  is  what 
he  said  regarding  the  trade  there:  "7  -find  that  the  complaint  of 
hard  times  and  poor  business  comes  almost  exclusively  from  the 
druggists  icho  are  doing  nothing  to  produce  better  times  or  better 
business.  I  found  also  that  among  the  large  dealers — those  who 
were  going  after  business  continually  every  day — that  there  tvas  no 
complaining  of  hard  times." 

It  has  opened  my  eyes  considerahly  to  learn  that  in  New  York 
City  during  the  recent  panic,  where  the  panic  was  felt  probably 
more  than  in  any  other  section  of  the  country,  that  the  newspapers 
carried  more  advertising  than  they  did  before  the  panic — that  the  big 
retail  stores  increased  their  advertising,  and  went  after  business 
In  a  more  vigorous  way  than  they  had  ever  done  before,  and 
that  the  result  of  this  advertising  was  that  these  stores  did  not 
suffer  to  any  great  extent  from  the  business  depression. 

Twenty  years  ago.  drug  store  advertising  was  practically  an  un- 
known quantity.    The  druggists  who  did  adveritise  simply  put  their 
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ii;uuf  and  aiUht'ss.  with  an  annuunoenient  of  "rure  Drugs,"  "Chemi- 
cals,"  etc-.,  in  the  newspaper,  and  would  allow  this  auuounc-euient 
to  stand  month  after  mouth,  and  year  after  year ;  but,  soon  after 
this,  druggists  began  to  understand  that  there  was  something  more 
in  advertisiug  than  simply  putting  an  announcement  in  the  paper. 
They  began  to  realize  that  advertising  meant  salemanshii> — that 
advertising  could  no  more  bring  results  to  a. drug  store,  conducted 
on  .such  a  policy,  than  could  a  salesman  behind  a  counter  who 
would   issue  such  a  statement. 

Sometimes  we  do  not  look  into  the  <lrug  store  advertising  in  the 
right  light.  We  must  acknowledge  that  during  the  last  few  years 
many  of  our  lines  have  crept  away  from  us,  and  have  lodged  in 
dry  goods  stores  and  department  stores.  Now,  the  question  is,  how 
did  this  happen,  and  why  is  it  that  today  in  the  big  cities  in  our 
country  that  nearly  all  of  the  toilet  goods  business  is  done  by  the 
dry  good.s  stores  and  department  store.s?  Is  it  because  the  people 
would  rather  trade  at  these  stores  than  at  drug  stores,  or  is  it 
because  the  druggists  have  been  so  indifferent  in  inviting  ixHjple  to 
their  store,  and  letting  people  know  of  the  goods  handled  at  their 
stores  that  the  dry  goods  stores  and  department  .stores  have  taken 
advantage  of  this  condition,  and  saw  the  opportunity  for  them,  and 
commenced  doing  what  the  retail  druggists  should  have  done? 

I  am  confident  if  we  had  been  more  progressive  in  going  after 
business,  if  we  had  been  alive  to  our  opportunities,  and  if  we  had 
conducted  our  advertising  in  a  more  energetic  and  business-like  way 
that  the  dry  goods  stores  would  not  have  been  so  successful  In 
securing  such  an  enormous  bulk  of  trade  which  originally  belonged, 
and  which  belongs  now  to  the  drug  store. 

The  question  is  now.  how  long  can  we  expect  to  hold  trade  on 
some  of  the  lines  which  are  exclusively  drug  store  products?  How 
do  we  know  but  what  in  the  fall,  or  next  spring,  or  next  winter 
some  retail  trade,  which  is  foreign  to  the  drug  trade,  will  com- 
mence in  an  energetic  way  to  take  some  of  our  other  lines  away 
from  us? 

These  are  points  which  it  seems  to  me  are  worth  considering,  and 
just  as  sure  as  we,  as  individuals,  do  not  give  more  thought  to  our 
advertising,  and  do  not  look  forward  to  Just  such  experience  as 
this,  we  certainly  cannot  expect  our  business  to  grow  and  develop 
and  become  largo.  We  must  continually  be  on  the  lookout  for  trade 
to  drop  away  from   us. 

Another  point  which  It  .soems  to  me  Is  worth  considering  in  the 
matter  of  drug  store  advertising  is  that  the  right  kind  of  advertising 
always  makes  a  drug  store's  service  better,  for  any  intelligent  man 
knows  that  false^advertlsing  Is  the  poorest  kind  of  business.  He 
knows  that  If  he  makes  false  claims  In  his  advertising,  and  a  person 
seeing    the    advertising    visits    the    store    and    flnd.s    his    advertising 
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exaggerated  will  have  a  bad  impressiou  of  the  firm.  But  every 
intelligent  druggist  also  knows  that  his  advertising  should  be  of 
high-class  order,  and  that  it  should  not  be  common  place,  but  should 
be  modern,  just  the  same  as  he  knows  that  his  clerks  should  be 
neat,  well  di-essed,  courteous — ^modern.  He  knows  that  this  is  the 
kind  of  advertising  which  can  only  be  expected  to  bring  results. 
Therefore,  he  says  to  himself,  "I  must  make  my  store  live  up  to  the 
teachings  of  my  advertising.  I  must  not  disappoint  my  customers 
when  they  come  to  my  store  as  a  result  of  my  advertising.  I  must 
make  my  customers  say  that  they  are  pleased  with  my  service — 
that  they  doubted  whether  or  not  I  would  give  them  the  service 
which  my  advertising  claimed  they  would  receive,  but  that  now  from 
experience  they  have  learned  that  my  advertising  did  not  tell  one- 
half  the  story. 

This  is  the  way  that  big  dealers  secure  their  business.  This  is  the 
way  the  big,  far-sighted  dealer  gets  results  from  his  advertising. 
You  cannot  run  a  musty  drug  shop,  -and  expect  to  get  results  from 
your  advertising  appropriation  if  the  advertising  produced  is  put 
into  the  hands  of  a  class  of  people  who  do  not  oare  to  trade  at  a 
musty  drug  shop.  Therefore,  if  you  want  this  class  of  trade,  and 
if  you  advertise  to  this  class  of  people,  you  must  advertise  in  a  way 
which  appeals  to  them ;  you  must  have  a  store  and  service  which 
will  also  appeal  to  them.  This  does  not  necessarily  mean  a  large 
establishment,  for  my  belief  is  that  no  matter  how  small  the  store 
is.  or  how  small  the  town  is,  the  dealer  can  invest  the  money  so 
as  to  make  his  advertising  appropriation  effective  with  any  class  of 
trade  which  he  wishes  to  reach. 

My  experience  has  taught  me  more  and  more  each  year  that  it  is 
not  so  much  any  one  individual  piece  of  advertising  which  we  must 
look  for  to  bring  results  as  it  is  the  method  used. 

It  seems  to  me  the  most  unbusiness-like  thing  that  any  business 
man  ever  did  was  to  produce  one  piece  of  advertising  and  then  sit 
down  and  wait  for  results  from  it  before  deciding  whether  or  not 
he  would  use  any  other  advertising. 

I  believe  the  way  to  make  advertising  productive  of  good  result?, 
and  to  m<ake  it  represent  the  store  in  a  way  which  all  of  us  would 
like  to  have  our  store  represented,  is  to  conduct  it  on  a  systematic 
policy,  not  to  expect  too  quick  results,  or  too  many  results  from  a 
certain  piece  of  advertising,  but  to  fii*st  decide  on  the  appropriation 
we  are  able  to  expend  in  advertising,  and  then  divide  this  appropria- 
tion so  that  we  can  produce  advertising  regularly  every  month 
throughout  the  year,  and  that  when  the  advertising  is  produced,  it 
must  be  of  neat,  clean,  modern  type. 

Of  course,  we  all  know  that  some  druggists  are  located  so  that 
they  cannot  get  results  from  newspaper  work.  Some  druggists 
are  located  in  family  districts,  in  a  large  city  where  it  is  impossible 
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for  them  to  take  atlvaiitufie  of  tlie  eutiro  circulation  of  the  uewspaper. 
aud  iu  such  eases  they  eanuot  afford  to  si>eud  the  mouey  that  news- 
papers demand,  for  the  simple  reason  that  they  can  reach  only  a 
small  part  of  the  tlealers'  patrons.  Such  drujigists  must  look  to  otlier 
means  than  ne\vspai>ers,  hut  whatever  they  do,  it  seems  to  me 
should  be  done  systematically,  and  not  spasmodically. 

I  believe  that  any  druggist  who  will  make  his  store  cooperate 
with  his  advertising,  and  will  invest  a  legitimate  amount  of  money 
In  an  advertising  appropriation,  and  invest  this  appropriation  in 
advertising  which  has  been  carefully  planned  and  outlined,  and  will 
stick  to  this  plan  for  twelve  months,  will  find  his  business  at  the 
end  of  that  time  greatly  improved. 

I  should  like  to  see  the  druggists  do  more  advertising.  I  should 
like  to  see  them  do  it  iu  a  more  systematic  manner  than  it  has 
been  done,  for  I  know  if  we  all  advertise,  we  will  help  business 
greatly.  It  is  on  account  of  lack  of  going  after  business  which 
oftimes  makes  iKtor  business. 

I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  if  we  could  all  come  to  an  under- 
standing that  during  the  next  twelve  months  we  were  going  to 
spend  a  certain  amount  in  legitimate  and  systematic  advertising,  each 
one  devoting  a  one-twelfth  part  of  the  appropriation  each  month 
throughout  the  year,  that  in  twelve  mouths'  time,  when  we  come 
together  at  our  next  Annual  Meeting,  we  atIII  be  able  to  report  a 
much  better  condition  of  affairs  than  it  is  possible  for  us  to  report 
today.  Max  T.  Payne.

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The  Advancement  of  Pharmacy  in   North  Carolina. 

What  are  the  ways  and  luean.s  by  which  our  prol'essiou  may  be 
advaiK-edV 

This  is  a  subject  that  should  be  carefully  studied,  and  every  effort 
made  to  make  this  profession  in  North  Carolina  stand  above  every 
State  in  the  Union. 

At  this  time  of  prosperity  in  the  Old  North  State,  why  not  seize 
the  o])]K)rtunity  offered  by  this  period  in  our  history  and  advance 
as  we  have  never  done  before,  instead  of  la.L^iiint;  along  as  in  recent 
yea  rs  ? 

In  the  days  of  our  forefathers,  our  profession  was  looked  upon 
as  one  of  high  honor,  but  is  that  true  today?  If  not,  why  not?  It 
is  because  we  do  not  pull  together  as  co-workers  in  a  common 
cause:  or  have  we  allowed  our  business  to  be  classed  among  those 
which  have  only  a  mercantile  basis? 

One  great  factor  in  securing  our  success  lies  in  the  organization 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Associaton  of  North  Carolina.  We  have,  ap- 
proximately, seven  hundred  and  fifty  registered  druggists  in  North 
Carolina,  and  only  two  hundred  and  fifty  of  this  number  belong  to 
our  Association.  In  union  there  is  strength.  So  let  us  bestir  our- 
selves and  see  to  it  that  the  remaining  five  hundred  druggists,  who 
now  ignore  our  organization  and  have  no  share  in  the  general 
uplifting  of  the  profession  of  pharmacy,  realize  their  double  error — 
their  failure  to  add  strength  to  that  of  a  combined  whole,  and  fhe 
loss  they,  as  individual  pharmacists,  sustain  by  not  being  in  touch 
with  the  advancing  ideas  of  the  day,  and  reaping  the  results  which 
come  from  contact  with  larger  minds  and  those  of  wider  experience. 

Our  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Meeting  was  held  June  13-15,  1907,  at 
Lake  Toxaway.  in  the  Land  of  the  Sky.  Where  has  Nature  been 
more  lavish  with  her  magnificent  landscapes,  delighting  the  eye  of 
all  who  behold  its  grandeur?  Yet.  how  many  ignored  the  opportu- 
nity afforded  them  to  visit  this  ideal  spot  in  North  Carolina,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  meet  the  demands  made  upon  them  as  members  of 
the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association?  Only  forty-one  answered  the 
roll  call.     Is  that  as  it  should  be? 

Look  at  the  good  accomplished  by  this  small  body  of  men. 

Then  what  might  we  not  do  for  the  good  of  humanity,  and  for 
the  cause  which  we  represent,  if  we  could  secure  a  representative 
attendance  of  all  pharmacists  from  year  to  year ;  a  representation 
composed,  not  only  of  those  druggists  well  established  in  business, 
but  of  those  young  druggists  just  emerging  on  the  sea  of  active  life, 
full  of  energy  and  determination  to  win.  yet  needing  the  work  of 
encouragement  which  only  those  for  whom  they  labor  can  give? 
When  shall  it  become  an  established  custom  that  it  is  a  duty  for 
both  druggist  and  drug  clerk  to  attend  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association,  and  thus  share  alike  in  its  benefits :  when  will  they  no 
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longer  niaint.iin  a  spirit  tif  iiulifference.  allowing  the  clerk,  who  has 
helped  to  make  his  prosperity  what  it  is,  to  take  the  time  given  him 
as  a  needed  rest,  to  attend  these  meetings,  and  he,  thex'ehy,  reap  the 
result? 

There  is  room  for  greater  advancement  in  this  line — and  far- 
reaching   in   its  ix)ssibilities. 

How  much  we  owe  to  our  Government  in  granting  us  protection 
by  the  passing  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Act!  The  knowledge 
that  we  dispense  nothing  but  pure  drugs,  examined  by  skilful  men, 
■protects  us  also  from  being  defrauded  by  receiving  impure,  adul- 
terated drugs.  Then,  too.  we  have  the  N.  A.  R.  D.,  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  to  aid  and  protect  us. 

But  it  is  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  North  Carolina  that 
we  look  for  our  future  prosperity  and  success. 

Let  the  older  men  of  experience,  those  who  have  labored  faithfully 
■in  the  uplifting  of  the  profession,  see  to  it  that  the  younger  men 
receive  your  hearty  support  and  encouragement,  that  they  may 
share  your  enthusiasm,  and  march  forward  to  a  greater  victory, 
securing  the  best  for  your  own  interests  and  thus  for  the  conimunity 
at  large. 

To  those  of  the  Medical  Profession  we  also  turn  for  aid  in  this. 
our  advancement.  To  them  we  must  look  for  that  success  which 
will  come  when  physicians  will  no  longer  prescribe  those  Proprietary 
medicines,  compounded  'by  various  firms  under  patented  names,  but, 
instead,  will  prescribe  such  as  are  contained  in  the  U.  S.  P.  prepara- 
tions, selected  by  men  of  greatest  skill.  Then  will  It  no  longer  be 
necessary  to  overstock  our  drug  stores  with  a  vast  amount  of 
preparations,  which  could  easily  be  compounded  by  the  druggist 
himself,  he.  thereby,  realising  the  direct  profit.  Are  we  to  be  respon- 
sible for  the  incompatibilities  found  by  the  use  of  such  preparations? 
And  should  we  remain  in  ignorance  of  their  various  ingredients? 

Does  the  physician  have  more  confidence  in  the  salesman  than  in 
the  druggist?  If  not.  why  cannot  arguments  in  favor  of  the  U.  S.  P. 
preparations  be  as  convincing  to  the  physician  as  the  argument  of 
the  representative  of  these  Proprietary  firms? 

For  the  past  years,  pharmacy  has  been  a  clean,  profitable  business 
carried  on  for  humane  purposes,  and  for  the  general  good.  Shall 
It  remain  so?  The  answer  rests  with  us.  One  of  the  greatest  ques- 
tions of  the  present  day  Is.  "Shall  we  sink  to  the  level  of  the  saloon 
keeper?"  Shall  we  allow  so  great  an  evil  to  creep  In  and  rob  us 
of  our  standard  of  honor,  purity  and  usefulness  without  raising  a 
general  cry  of  alarm,  ere  It  Is  too  late? 

Is  It  advancement,  when  those  to  whom  we  have  looked  for  our 
success  and  patronage,  can  no  longer  feel  secure  In  our  integrity. 
knowing  full  well  the  taint  upon  us  as  dnigglsts ;  for  the  honest 
must  share  the   reproneh  of  the  guilty?     Public  opinion   Is   against 
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us,  and  justly.  Where  does  the  traveling  man  otbain  his  whiskey 
without  prescription,  except  from  his  friend,  the  druggist?  'Tis  a 
common  feeling  that  to  satisfy  one's  appetite  for  intoxicants,  is  easy 
as  long  as  drug  stores  exist.  It  remains  with  us  to  protect  ourselves 
and  remove  temptation  from  the  young  and  old  drug  clerks,  who, 
overtaxed  by  the  long  hours,  loss  of  sleep,  and  feeling  the  need  of 
stimulants,  find  it  easier  to  yield  than  resist,  thus  endangering  the 
lives  of  those  whom  they  serve,  and  destroying  their  own  vitality, 
moral  standard  and,  ultimately,  their  manhood. 

Let  us  make  the  decisive  step — see  that  law  is  enforced,  our  own 
interests  guarded,  our  young  men  protected,  and  raise  our  standard 
to  buy  and  dispense  only  pure  drugs,  prescribed  and  prepared  by 
men  of  integrity,  having  a  sense  of  duty  and  responsibility  to  their 
fellow-men,  so  that  we  may  no  longer  hear  the  reproach  as  contained 
in  the  lines : 

"Hush,  little  bar  room,  don't  you  cry. 
You'll  he  a  drug  store  bye  and  bye."

Tincture  Gelsemiuui  made  U.  S.  P.  with  water  seems  a  turbid 
looking  tincture  finished.  On  standing  twelve  months  precipitates. 
(See  No.  3). 

No.  7.  Tincture  Gelsemium  Sample  Alcohol  is  the  old  fashion 
way.     Permanent. 

No.  9.  Difficulties  to  he  overcome  in  popularizing  U.  S.  P  and 
'S.  F.  Preparations. 

They  are  too  many  to  enumerate.  Each  druggist  in  each  town 
should  know  what  is  best  of  these  articles  to  handle  in  his  locality, 
so  as  not  to  lose  by  them.  Good  judgment  is  needed  by  us  all,  and 
each  druggist  should  take  a  pride  in  having  in  his  stock  his  own 
tinctures  and  medicines  made  from  standard  extracts  and  assayed 
goods,  that  have  the  date  stamped  upon  them,  when  they  were 
ground  for  the  market  and  trade.  In  this  way  will  we  get  standard 
assayed  goods,  and  we  will  then  elevate  pharmacy  and  U.  S.  P.  and 
N.  F.  products  in  each  store.  In  no  other  way  can  I  see  that  we  can 
make  a  complete  success,  unless  each  druggist  takes  a  pride  in  his 
own  manufactured  medicines,  so  that  he  can  say  these  are  standard 
goods,  made  to  do  the  work  for  the  sick,  when  I  put  it  up  in  medicine 
for  them  and  helping  to  get  them  well  again. 

No.  10.  The  cotnniercial  value  of  talcing  your  clerk  in  your  confi- 
dettce.

No.  13.     The  advaticetnent  of  Pfiarmacy  in  North  Carolina. 

No    State    has    done    so    much    as    good    Old    North    Carolina    to 
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help  to  advauce  Pharmacy.  We  have  trieii  each  year  to  elevate  the 
standard  of  our  young  men  in  having  a  hard  examination  and  milking 
it  hard  for  them  to  pass  the  Board,  and  North  Carolina  will  always 
be  known  as  the  hardest  State  to  pass  in  the  United  States. 

No.  14.  Does  the  filling  of  Whiskey  Pt-escriptious  tend  to  lower 
the  Pharmacy  Profession  f 

This  can  l>e  answered  in  two  ways.  Yes  and  no.  We  have  now 
State  Prohibition  and  can  soon  see  how  it  works.  If  the  filling  of 
Whiskey  Prescriptions  has  been  given  in  the  home  only  for  absolute 
sickness  as  medicine  and  also  the  alcohol  prescribed  for  rubbing  the 
patient  when  sick  with  fever  or  other  trouble.  I  do  not  think  that 
Pharmacy  has  been  lowered,  but  if  the  filling  of  Whiskey  Prescrip- 
tions for  whiskey  has  been  done  to  nominally  run  a  blind  tiger  and 
give  drinkers  their  drink,  I  certainly  think  the  druggist  doing  the 
same  helps  to  lower  the  standard  of  Pharmacy,  and  not  only  this, 
but  helps  to  lower  the  profession  himself  in  the  community  among 
his  true  friends  and  lowers  the  standard  of  our  profession.  Whiskey 
at  times  is  absolutely  needed  in  certain  cases  of  sickness  and  weak- 
ness, therefore  some  will  be  used  by  druggists  as  medicine  only  when 
ordered.  Personally,  I  believed  in  every  man  being  able  to  buy  his 
whiskey  outside  of  the  drug  store  at  the  saloon.  High  license,  open 
doors,  no  screens  allowed  and  no  treating  allowed,  every  man 
paying  for  his  own  drink,  and  if  a  man  did  not  run  a  clean  place 
then,  never  grant  any  license  to  him  again,  nor  allow  a  saloon  to 
be  opened  again  in  that  block.  I  am  no  blind  tiger  man  myself,  nor 
can  my  store  be  used  for  the  same.  Such  is  my  stand  on  this  question 
before  you.  We  want  moral  men,  and  men  of  profession  and  dignity, 
men  among  us  Avho  can  say  no.  As  to  the  question  of  whiskey  In  the 
drug  store,  only  in  case  of  life  or  death  and  not  for  money  to  get 
rich  quick.  Only  in  this  way  should  we  have  it  in  the  drug  store, 
and  when  it  is  used  In  this  way.  then  we  have  elevated  the  profes- 
sion, as  true  moral  men  of  Pharmacy.

Every  druggist  should  be  man  enough  to  weed  out  his  bad  pay.s, 
even  if  at  a  loss  to  himself,  and  make  good  customers  at  his  store. 
Money  pays  our  Iiills.  not  promlsos  from  our  would-be  friends.

T'nder  this  head  1  will  lu-iiiL:  ln't'oi-c  yon  a  new  thought  to  our 
druggists  of  the  Slate,  and  it  is  lliis  one.  'riiis  store  closes  every 
Sunday  night  during  church  services.  After  all  your  life  of  Labor, 
what  does  wealth  amount  to,  if  you  should  lo.se  your  soul? 
Has  the  druggist  no  time  to  go  to  church  and  attend  to  divine 
sernce  at  least  once  on  Sunilays?  Has  It  come  to  this  that  the 
druggi.st  has  to  work  .SG5  days  of  the  year  to  make  a  living  and  his 
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expenses  and  makt'  him  feel  that  unless  he  does  this  he  will  close 
his  store?  No,  Good's  blessing  will  follow  him  if  he  goes  to  church 
and  does  his  duty.  I  have  tried  to  close  on  Sunday  nights  for 
eighteen  months,  ^and  I  cannot  say  that  I  have  suffered  by  so  doing. 
Let  us  each  try  to  close  our  store,  if  only  once  on  Sundays,  and  feel 
that  we  are  blessed,  to  go  to  God's  house  of  worship  and  feel  that 
His  blessing  rests  upon  us  and  our  work  and  labor.  Only  in  this 
way  can  we  feel  that  before  death  comes  to  claim  us  also,  that  we 
have  tried  to  lay  up  a  little  of  our  blessings  on  the  other  side.  My 
sign  at  the  side  of  the  door  reads :  "This  Store  Closes  Every  Sunday 
Night  During  Church  Service."  I  hope  to  hear  of  many  more  in  the 
State.  And  when  life's  work  is  done,  may  we  all  meet  on  the  other 
side,  in  the  mansions  in  the  skies,  built  by  God's  hands  for  us,  and 
may  we  remember  these  beautiful  words  of  God's  book :  "Be  thou 
faithful  unto  death,  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life."  This  is 
the  thoughts  of  practical  suggestion  at  our  meeting  of  your  friend,

The  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  a  Legal  Standard. 

Fortiiuati'ly  fur  11k'  ivimlilic.  a  ivsptx-t  fur  the  law  dominates  a 
great  majority  of  its  ikhiiiIc.  Wlieii  a  law  is  just  and  l>eneficial  to 
the  coinmtinity  the  nuinlK-r  who  oln-y  it  is  lUHvssarily  larjje.  When 
ohedienee  to  the  law  hrinys.  in  addition,  a  substantial  increase  pecu- 
niarily, its  iMjpularity  among  a  large  chiss  is  necessarily  very  great, 
bence  it  has  followed  that  the  United  State  Pharmrtcopceia.  of  the 
Eighth  Kevision,  which  was  first  issued  in  1005  and  made  legal, 
through  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  of  June  30,  1900,  has  grown  iu  in- 
tlueuce  and  strength  day  by  day. 

I'opularity  by  no  means  implies  either  success  or  good  work.  .Many 
laws  have  existeil  in  the  past  which  were  popular,  but  ultimately 
found  to  work  either  injustice  or  damage  to  great  interests.  But 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  being  founded  in  truth,  fair  dealing  and 
righteousness,  cannot  be  successfully  assailed  by  its  enemies,  and. 
although  its  enforcement  has  cost  millions  of  dollars,  through 
loss  of  labels  and  the  sacritice  of  unrighteous  profit  through  mis- 
branding, the  great  i»ublic  have  at  last  come  to  a  realization  that 
its  provisions  are  l»eneficial  and  founded  on  the  jirinciple  of  the 
greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number. 

For  a  few  months  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  united  efforts 
were  made  by  certain  commercial  interests  to  luake  it  inoperative 
by  opposition  to  the  technical  requirements  l»y  the  bold  statement 
that  tho.se  who  were  instrumental  in  procuring  its  passage,  would 
somehow  reap  a  jtecuniary  advantage.  .Jind  even  went  so  far  as  to 
say  that  fK)litical  i»referni»'iit  was  the  nuainspring.  So  far  bad  the 
distrust  of  the  business  men  of  this  country  gone,  that  it  was 
deemed  an  especial  sign  of  acumen  and  foresight  to  proclaim  loudly 
that  this  was  only  another  law  <-ontrived  to  hamper  business, 
foster  graft   and  make  i>oliticians   ridi. 

lUit  then,  as  time  rolled  on  and  every  one  c(tnn«H-ted  with  the 
enforcement  of  tbr  law  were  .ilile  to  show  dean  hands,  and  it 
was  .seen  that  nol  one  of  Ilie  oiljci.ils  wei-e  Imvin;:  line  ya<-lits.  sjiort- 
ing  the  latest  model  t<»uring  <ai-  or  buibling  rows  of  houses  or 
giving  any  evidence  whats«^»ever  liiat  they  were  living  in  any  better 
style  than  they  were  before  the  passagi-  of  the  act,  even  the  most 
sus]iicious  and  pessimistic  believers  in  the  cornii)tibility  of  all  men, 
were  forced  to  admit  tliat  after  all  the  Food  and  Drugs  .Vet  was 
for  the  good,  not  only  of  the  <-onsnnier.  hut  of  tlie  supply  houses 
who  really   meant    to   be  jionest. 

And  now  that  the  new  labels  have  been  purchased  and  the  j)ro- 
visions  of  the  law  are  seen  to  be  just  and  fair  to  ;ill,  and  above 
this,  in  ;i  pra<-lical  way,  tlie  Departnu-nt  of  Agriculture,  the  Treas- 
ury and  the  Dei)artment  of  Commerce.  unite<l  under  the  masterly 
haixl    of    Dr.    II.    M.    Wiley,    so    iiiu«-ii    <'onsideration    and    intelligent 
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judgment  and  paliciuv  has  been  exercisod,  that  tlio  complaints  at 
the  present  time  <-an  almost  he  entirely  limited  to  those  who  have 
some  object  in  view  which  usually  will  not  l)ear  having  the  light 
turned   on. 

An  honest  man  does  not  need  praise  from  his  fellows  for  his 
honesty ;  the  majority'  of  citizens  in  the  counti-y  expect  a  man  to 
be  honest,  but.  in  these  days  of  corruption  and  graft,  one  cannot 
in  his  heart  help  saying,  "There  stands  an  hones.t  man,  'the  noblest 
work  of  Gk>d.'  "  But  a  great  deal  more  than  honesty  of  purpose  is 
needed  in  the  execution  of  such  a  far-reaching,  comprehensive  and 
detailed  act  as  the  Food  and  Drugs  Law.  Intelligence  of  the 
highest  order,  technical  and  analytical  skill  and  detective  work  to 
unravel  the  secrets  of  dishonest  manufacturers  was  needed,  but 
more  than  this,  when  the  departments  were  confronted  with  evi- 
denc-e  revealing  the  astounding  extent  "of  adulteration  of  foods  and 
drugs,  it  was  difBcult  to  know  how  far  it  was  wise  to  go.  in  estab- 
lishing regulations  which  would  kill  adulteration  and  yet  not 
destroy  business  customs  which  had  lasted  from  the  time  business 
began. 

Men  of  the  highest  character,  with  unblemished  reputations,  have 
for  years  sold  adulterated  spices  and  other  goods  labelled  to  plea.se 
their  customers,  but  which  were  cheapened  to  a  degree  to  make 
the  label  a  lie  and  the  brand  a  falsehood.  The  righteous  en- 
thusiast and  the  overzealous  reformer  would  have  made  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  an  utter  failure  by  rushing  in  and  compelling  a 
rigid  enforcement  of  the  law  immediately,  and  without  giving  time 
to  an  innocent  or  careless  offender  to  correct  his  labels. 

But  a  public  sentiment,  which  was  at  first  wavering,  has  now 
swept  the  country,  sustained  the  efforts  of  the  government  and,  how- 
ever much  we  may  differ  politically  on  many  questions,  this  one 
act  can  never  be  truthfully  said  to  be  inspired  by  any  political  party. 

If  such  results  have  been  already  accomplished  in  the  food  which 
we  eat,  how  much  greater  results  have  been  effected  in  improving 
the  quality  of  the  medicines  which  we  take  when  we  are  ill,  and 
it  is  here  where  the  United  States  Pharmac-opoeia,  Eighth  Revision, 
stands,  the  first  of  lall  the  Pharmacopoeias  issued  in  this  counti-y 
to  be  recognized  fully  and  officially  through  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act.   as  the  standard  for  the  land. 

It  will  always  remain  for  you  as  pharmacists  and  a  cause  for 
pride  in  future  generations  that  a  work  in  which  you  have  aided, 
was  deemed  of  sufficient  value  to  be  adopted  in  its  entirety  as  the 
legal  standard.  It  is  true  that  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  compelled  the  Committee  of  Revision  to  make  additions 
and  corrections  which  would  make  a  thorough  compliance  with 
the  standard  more  practical,  but  these  were  necessary  at  the  out- 
set if  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  was  to  become  more  than 
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a  l>ook  to  be  followitl  by  tbe  few  and  was  to  beooiue  an  actual 
•^N-orking  book  wbic-b  not  only  tbe  l)est  and  the  highest  should 
employ,   but  one  which  must  be  followed   by  all. 

It  is  not  to  be  supposeil  that  merchants,  pharmacists  and  physi- 
cians have  suddenly  become  honest  and  truthful ;  reforms  cannot 
be  accomplished  by  one  law  nor  can  they  be  brought  about  by  an 
edict,  no  matter  how  powerful  or  how  backed  by  public  sentiment, 
for  there  will  always  be  a  certain  percentage  of  men  in  every  com- 
munity who  love  darkness  rather  than  light,  and  who  find  one 
of  their  greatest  pleasures  in  evading  laws,  and  who  hug  them- 
selves secretly  with  delight  when  they  think  they  can  fool  the  pub- 
lic, and  it  is  to  this  class  the  government  will  first  give  their  atten- 
tion. No  one  can  say  from  this  time  out.  that  plenty  of  time  has 
not  been  given  by  publicity,  personal  work  and  fair  warning. 
Ignorance  of  the  law  excuses  no  one  and  it  must  not  be  supposed 
that  in  prosecutions,  which  will  now  be  frequent,  that  forbearance 
and  patience  has  been  a  mark  of  weakness,  for  to  the  writer's  mind 
it  is  the  best  evidence  of  strength  and  stability. 

One  statement,  which  has  more  than  once  been  uttered  by  the 
distinguished  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  stands  out  to  the 
lasting  credit  of  the  pharmaceutical  profession.  It  is  a  common 
fact,  capable  of  proof  by  records,  that  the  large  manufacturing 
houses  who  furnish  drugs  ami  medicines,  gave  to  the  department 
the  greatest  encouragement  from  the  first.  They  not  only  wrote 
letters  promising  their  most  eciruest  supiwrt  to  the  government,  but 
they  folloAved  this  by  something  better  than  words ;  they  engaged 
extra  help  and  ran  their  establishments  night  and  day  in  their 
effort  to  comply  strictly  with  the  ofticinl  regulations  rcgnrding  drugs 
and  medicines. 

This  was  not  the  case  with  other  large  conmiercial  interests; 
combinations  were  entex'ed  into,  legal  advisers  secured  and  at  first 
strong  efforts  were  made  to  discredit  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and 
embarrass  those  who  were  publicly  charged  with  the  duty  of  en- 
forcing its  provisions.  But  this  attitude  did  not  last  long,  for  the 
public  .sentiment  of  tbe  country  sustained  the  well  directed  efforts 
of  the  government,  and  those  interest,'^  were  quick  to  discover  that 
they  had  entere<l  into  a  losing  proposition.  In  the  great  majority 
of  the  prosecutions  which  have  been  institutetl  under  State  laws 
and  the  Oovernment  A<-t.  iniinufacturers  and  dealers  have  found 
it  the  best  business  ju<lgmcnt  to  pay  the  penalty  and  avoid  prosecu- 
tion  whi<-h   would   pr<)l>al»ly   be  disastrous   to   them. 

In  concluding,  the  direct  and  to  a  greater  extent  the  indiici  t 
Influence  of  the  Food  nnd  Drugs  Act  has  been  to  vastly  incro.iso 
the  etficiency  of  medicin<>s.  It  has  given  to  the  mcHllcal  profession 
a  confidence,  sorely  Inrkiiig  ;it  times,  in  the  reliability  of  offlcinl 
preparations;  hut  more  tb;in  this,  it  bns  given  tlie  pul>lic,  who  still 
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adhere  to  the  good  and  wise  practice  of  using  medicines  when  they 
are  needed,  more  confidence,  and  if  the  rising  tide  of  therapeutic 
nihilism  can  be  stemmed,  it  means  for  the  people  of  the  United 
States  a  betterment  which  will  be  lasting  and  a  lowering  of  the 
death  rate  to  such  an  extent  that  we  can,  as  pharmacists,  be  proud 
that  we  have  lived  in  our  time  and  generation.

F.  Zernick,  Aix>tb.  Ztg.,  21,  860.  Analysis  shows  that  the  com- 
position of  Autiix)sitin.  an  obesity  cure,  has  not  been  constant.  It 
has  also  been  said  to  be  entirely  worthless  if  not  hannful. 

ADEPS  BEXZOATUS. 

D.  B.  Dott,  Pharm.  J.,  77,  431.  The  author  recommends  that 
benzoated  lard  be  prepared  by  adding  sixty  grains  of  benzoic  acid 
and  fortj'  grains  of  prepared  storax  per  i>ound  of  melted  lard,  and  a 
little  white  wax  if  desired. 

ANTISAXGUIX. 

J.  Kochs,  Aix)tli.  Ztg.,  21,  1005-00.  Univ.  of  Berlin.  This  prepara- 
tion is  claimed  to  be  neither  caustic  nor  poisonous,  but  it  is  claimed 
to  be  strongly  antiseptic.  It  is  also  odorless.  It  is  put  up  in  fluid 
form,  30  cc.  in  a  lx)ttle  and  sells  for  IM.  Analysis  show  it  to  con- 
tain 80%  of  aluminium  sulphate  and  0.25%  of  salicylic  acid  in 
aqueous  solution. 

SOLUTIOX   OF   ADREXALIXE. 

II.  II.  Finnemore,  Pharm.  J.,  78,  586 — Formula :  Adrenaline  0.10, 
chlorbutyl  alcohol  0.50,  sodium  chloride  0.90,  diluted  hydrochloric 
acid  0.25,  sulphurous  acid  0.25,  distilled  water  to  make  100. 

ASPIROPHEX. 

While  it  is  claimed  that  this  preparation  is  a  definite  compound 
of  acetyl  acetic  acid  and  pheuocoll,  investigation  showed  that  it  is 
not  a  chemical  compound,  but  rather  a  mixture  in  molecular  propor- 
tions of  salicylic  acid  and  monoacetyl  phenocoll.  In  this  connection 
it  is  noted  that  the  claims  of  the  manufacturers  are  based  on  the 
ground  that  it  does  not  contain  free  salicylic  add. 

Citrocoll  is  a  similar  px-eparation ;  its  real  comix)sitiou  is  not  yet 
definitely  determined,  but  it  is  certainly  not  what  the  manufacturers 
claim  it  to  i>e,  tripheuyl  citrate. 

Mujrophrn,  tSulpliopjirin,  and  Bcta-l^ulphopyrin  were  found  to  be 
mixtures  instead  of  definite  chemii-al  compound.  (The  Journal  of 
American  Medical  Assofiatiou,  January  22,   1907,  page  2129). 

AXASARCIX. 

Anasarcin  Chemical  Company,  Winchester,  Tena  A  .subcommittee 
appointed  by   the   Council  on   Pharmacy   and   Chemistry,    to   whom 
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Anasarcin  was  assigned,  veiwrts  that  this  remedy  is  offered  in  two 
forms:  Anasarcin  "Tablets,"  a  pretended  combination  of  the  active 
principle  of  oxydeudron  arboreum,  sambucus  canadensis,  and  urginea 
scilla ;  and  Anasarcin  Elixir,  said  to  contain  the  active  principles  of 
oxydendrou,  sambucus,  hepatica,  and  ix>tassium  nitrate.  The  adver- 
tisements of  these  articles  conflict  with  the  rules  of  the  Council 
as  follows :  With  Rule  one  and  two :  The  composition  of  these 
articles  is  kept  secret  in  that  the  proportion  of  the  ingredients  are 
not  given.  The  statement  that  it  contains  the  "active  principles"  of 
these  drugs  is  misleading,  since  they  are  for  the  most  part  unknown. 
With  Rule  six:  The  pharmacologic  action  given  of  Anasarcin  is 
practically  the  same  as  that  of  squill.  No  material  part  of  its 
effects  can  be  attributed  to  its  other  ingredients.  Nevertheless,  the 
advertisements  tend  to  make  the  impression  that  Anasarcin  has  no 
relation  whatever  to  the  digitalis  group  in  which  squill  is  com- 
monly placed.  Therefore  the  claims  are  misleading.  The  recom- 
mendation of  its  indiscriminate  use  in  nephritis  for  lowering  the 
blood  pressure  and  the  statement  (contradicted  in  the  firm's  own 
literature)  that  it  is  not  depressing,  are  actually  dangerous.  (Jour- 
nal of  American  Medical  Association,   May  4,   1907,  page  15.35). 

ANEDEMIN. 
Anedemin  Chemical  Company,  Winchester,  Tenn.  A  committee 
appointed  by  the  Council  on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry,  to  whom 
Anedemin  was  assigned,  report  that  Anedemin  is  an  evident  imita- 
tion of  Anasarcin.  It  is  placed  on  the  market  in  the  form  of  tablets, 
said  to  contain  the  isolated  active  principles  of  strophanthus,  apocy- 
num,  squill,  and  sambucus,  chemically  combined.  The  proportions 
of  the  ingredients  are  not  furnished.  The  therapeutic  claims  seem 
to  be  copied  almost  literally  from  the  anasarcin  circulars  and  are 
equally  as  false.  Therefore  Anedemin  conflicts  with  Rules  one,  five, 
six,  and  seven  of  the  Council.  (Journal  of  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation, May  4,  1907,  page  1535). 

AMOLIN    DEODORANT    POWDER. 

Amoliu  Chemical  Company.  The  label  bears  this  statement  con- 
cerning Amolin:  "Destroys  all  odors  of  perspiration."  "Wherever 
it  touches  it  instantly  deodorizes.  Its  wonderful  healing  and  deodor- 
izing properties  combined  with  absolute  harmlessness  make  it  infi- 
nitely superior  to  any  preparation  hitherto  sold.  Amolin  powder 
relies  chiefly  for  its  antiseptic,  deodorizing,  and  therapeutic  potency 
upon  a  coal-tar  derivative  of  the  phenol  hydrocarbon  series,  which 
differs  from  carbolic  acid  in  being  agreeable  in  odor,  healthy,  and 
absolutely  harmless."  The  analysis  of  Amolin  shows  it  to  contain 
about  29%  of  boric  acid  and  a  small  quantity  of  thymol.  Alum  and 
zinc,  which  are  frequently  used  in  preparations  of  this  kind,  were 
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absent.  No  salu-ylic  acid,  plu'iiol,  or  any  similar  orj,'anlc  substaiu-e 
exceitt  tliyiuol.  was  found  present.  The  statement  on  the  label  evi 
dently  is  intended  to  refer  to  thymol,  but  as  there  is  only  such  a 
small  (inantity  of  thymol  present,  the  antiseptic  properties  of  the 
powder  must  be  due  to  the  boric  acid  alone.  (Journal  of  American 
Medical  Association). 

AXTIKAMMA   AND   ACETAXILID. 

Antikamnia,  as  shown  l)y  the  Council  on  IMiarmacy  and  Chem.isti-y, 
contained  a  little  less  than  TO'^c  of  Acetanilid.  This,  however,  was 
before  the  National  Food  and  Drug  Act  went  into  effect.  Since  then 
I'henacetin  (Acetphenetidin)  has  been  substtuted  for  Acetanilid. 
(The  Journal,  January  2(J,  1907,  page  3-iO).  However,  in  England 
Antikamnia  still  contains  acetanilid ;  it  is  the  same  as  that  which 
was  sold  in  this  country  previous  to  last  January.  (Journal  of 
American  Medical  Association,  January  4,  1908,  page  58). 

ANTIKAMNIA   AND   QUININ. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  the  preparation  mar- 
keted under  the  name  of  "Antikamnia  and  Quinin"  differs  materially 
from  what  would  be  expected  if  it  were,  as  its  name  denotes,  simply 
what  is  sold  as  antikamnia  and  (piinin  combined.  In  short,  it  was 
found  that  starch  was  substituted  in  the  mixture  for  bicarbonate 
of  sodium  which  is  found  in  the  Antikamnia  itself.  Further  analy- 
.sis  recently  made  shows  the  same  condition  except  that  tlie  brand 
found  on  the  Aiuerlcan  market  contains  acetphenetidin  in  place  of 
acetanilid  which  still  persists  in  the  products  sold  in  Great  Britain. 
( Journal  of  American  Medical  Association,  Felirua'ry  8,  1908,  page 
4t;T). 

ADRENALINE. 

The  active  principle  of  the  yui>arenal  ghuul.  T.  Malten,  I'harm.  J., 
78,  388-90.

V.  Demandre.  Kejtort  I'harm.  (3),  19,  482-7.  It  was  found  that 
although  a  mixture  of  Argyrol  and  I'ilocarpine  hydrochloride  rapidly 
decomiMjses  with  the  formation  of  prin-ipitate  of  tinely  divided  me- 
tallic silver,  the  mixture  made  with  itihx-arpine  nitrate  remains 
]iractlcally  unchanged.  The  clear  litiuid  remaining  after  the  .separa- 
tion of  tJip  silver  in  the  former  case  was  found  to  contain  pilocar- 
]»ine  hydrochl<>ri<le  and  an  alntmniinons  in.iterial  cou)pletely  pre- 
cipitated  iiy   anniioninni   snl|)li:itc   and    li.iving   all    the  characteristics 
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of  the  true  proteoses.  Ar-vrol  mixed  with  cwaine  liydroehloride 
and  with  adrenaline  hydrochloride  was  similarly  decomposed  hy 
the  solution  containing  atropine  sulphate,  on  the  other  hand,  remain- 
ing stable.  In  presence  of  boric  acid  the  results  were  not  different 
from  those  for  the  aqueous  mixtures  described  above.  Many  other 
salts,  particularly  the  alkaloid  Jiydrochlorides,  decompose  argyrol 
rapidly  and  completely. 

ATOXYL. 

About  five  years  ago  the  attention  of  the  medical  profession  was 
directed  to  a  new  organic  comixjund  of  arsenic  called  Atoxyl,  which 
was  claimed  to  be  a  meta-arsenic  analid  having  the  formula  C^  H^ 
NH  As  0,.  It  was  said  to  contain  37  and  G9%  of  arsenic  (As).  It 
was  claimed  that  in  the  form  of  atoxyl  apparently  unlimited  amounts 
of  arsenic  could  he  administered  without  toxic  effect.  An  examina- 
tion of  atoxyl  by  a  subcommittee  of  the  Council  on  Pharmacy  and 
Chemistry  showed  that  it  was  not  an  arsenite,  but  an  arsenate, 
and  that  the  statement  made  in  regard  to  its  composition  should 
be  questioned  in  other  ways.  The  examination  of  atoxyl  was  taken 
up  in  the  Association  laboratory,  and  the  analysis  given  in  detail 
showed  that  the  specimen  examined  did  not  contain  37  and  69%  of 
arsenic,  as  stated  in  the  literature,  but  instead  contained  only  25.77%. 
From  the  analysis  and  the  reports  of  other  investigators  it  was 
concluded  that  atoxyl  is  a  sodium  salts  of  arsenic  acid  in  which 
one  hydroxyl  radical  of  arsenic  acid  had  been  replaced  by  a  mole- 
cule of  aniliu.  While  the  analysis  given  indicated  that  the  atoxyl 
molecule  is  combined  with  three  molecules  of  water,  the  result 
of  other  chemists  make  it  appear  that  the  water  content  is 
variable.  In  comparing  the  dose  of  atoxyl  with  Fowler's  Solution 
the  comparison  is  made  by  calculating  in  each  case  the  weight  of 
the  element  arsenic  itself.  Since  atoxyl  contains  the  arsenic  as 
an  arsenate  and  Fowler's  Solution  as  an  arsenite  the  recommended 
dose  of  atoxyl  was  only  one  and  one-half  times  as  large  as  the 
advised  dose  of  arsenic  given  as  Fowler's  Solution,  although  it  is 
stated  that  forty  times  more  arsenic  can  be  given  in  the  form  of 
atoxyl  than  in  other  arsenic  preparations.  (Journal  American 
Medical  Association,   Septemper  21,   1907,  page  1041).

The  following  claims  were  taken  from  the  literature  used  to 
advertise  a  preparation  called  Alleotone:  "Alleotone  is  one  of  the 
finest  therapeutic  agents  known  to  the  medical  profession.  In  Phila- 
adelphia  some  of  the  leading  physicians  have  stated:  'Alleotone  is 
almost  a  sure  cure  for  infective  disease.'  Many  hospitals  are 
now  using  nothing  but  alleotone  on  infective  diseases,  and  two 
have  instructed  their  nurses  to  give  it  at  the  first  appearance  of 
fever.     'A  medicine   that   the  physician   can   lay   his  hand  on   with 
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the  assurance  iliat  it  will  work  alilce  in  every  rase  and  will  cure 
disease.  It  will  cure  '.kk;  of  The  cases  now  being  lost  by  all  other 
tivatment.'  "

This  formula  is  f<dlowed  by  several  paragraphs  of  unique,  if 
hardly  accurate,  descriptive  matter  setting  forth  the  therai>eutic 
value  of  the  several  ingretlients,  together  with  some  rather  original 
observations  in  chemistry.  For  instance,  we  are  told :  Monatomic 
alcohol  is  one  of  the  constituents  of  all  nerve  tissue.  It  is  the 
product  of  replacement  of  one  atom  of  hydrogen  of  the  hydrocarbons 
liy  their  hyroxyl  group  H.O.  This  furnishes  no  information  since 
there  is  a  vast  number  of  monatomic  alcohols  and  of  every  descrip- 
tion. In  regard  to  Ferric  Chlor.  the  extremely  interesting  state- 
ment is  made:  "Ferri  Chlo.  is  found  with  all  proteids  and  nucleins 
and  herein  acts  as  magnetic  iron,  aiding  the  play  of  the  electrical 
travel."  The  action  of  the  acids  is  also  exi)lained.  which  is  equally 
as  strange  and  interesting  as  that  of  the  Alcohol  and  Ferric  Chloride. 
(Journal  of  American  .Medical  Association.  February  1,  1008,  page 
379). 

BROMO-SELTZKH. 

In  order  to  answer  a  request  for  information  regarding  the  com- 
position of  Bromo-Seltzer,  the  Council  had  the  preparation  analyzed. 
According  to  the  analyses,  one  hundred  parts  of  the  effervescing 
salts  contain  :

ANALYSIS  OF  BLOOD  PURIFIERS. 

In  tbe  British  Medical  Journal,  August  31,  1907,  articles  on  the 
composition  of  certain  secret  remedies  are  continued  by  the  con- 
sideration of  the  blood  purifiers.  Extracts  from  the  advertisements 
of  several  of  these  remedies  are  given  to  illustrate  the  extensive 
and  exaggerated  claims  which  the  proprietors  make  for  their  pro- 
ducts. Some  of  these  remedies  contain  a  substantial  dose  of  potas- 
sium iodid,  while  others  have  no  discoverable  medicinal  ingredients, 
liut  may  contain  a  small  quantity  of  the  so-called  vegetable  in- 
gredients. Most  of  these  remedies  are  little  used  in  the  United 
States.  The  common  ones  are  Munyon's  Blood  Cure  and  Hood's 
Compound  Extract  of  Sarsaparilla.  Hood's  Sarsaparilla  showed 
seven  and  one-half  grains  of  potassium  iodid  to  the  fluid  ounce, 
with  19  G/lUSf  of  alcohol  by  volume.  The  amount  of  vegetable 
residue  indicated  that  the  amount  of  extracts  of  sarsaparilla,  dande- 
lion, dock,  pipsissewa,  juniper  berries,  and  other  valuable  vegetable 
remedies  in  the  mixture  are  not  large.  (Journal  of  the  American 
Medical  Association,   October  19,   1907.  page   1382). 

BENZOINS    OF    COMMERCE. 

E.  M.  Holmes.  Pharm.  J.,  78,  127-28  (1907).  Quite  a  number  of 
samples  labeled  according  to  the  technical  names  under  which  drug 
brokers  class  them,  were  examined  for  the  amount  of  impurities, 
ash.  cinnamie  and  total  acids  present.  The  analysis  shows  the 
tirst-class  Sumatra  benzoin  may  contain  as  little  as  four  4  5/10 
impurities.  Commercial,  or  seconds,  gives  from  S  to  10%,  while 
inferior  qualities  give  from  20  to  239c.  The  Penang  or  Storax 
benzoin,  Saignon.  and  Palembang  give  a  somewhat  larger  yield  than 
the  above,  while  the  Siam  product  contains  much  lower  percentages 
of  impurities.  Cinnamie  Acid  was  foiuid  only  in  the  Sumatra  and 
Siam  varieties.  Therefore,  the  Siam  variety  appears  to  be  the 
best  for  medicinal   use. 

COLLARGOL  AND   SILVER   GAUZE. 

K.  Helfritz,  Apoth.  Ztg.,  21,  850-57.  Reference  is  made  to  the 
investigation  of  R.  C.  Marshall  and  E.  F.  M.  Neaves.  (Pharm.  J., 
19(iG.  11).  Upon  the  comparative  bactericial  action  of  the  well- 
known  colloidal  silver  compounds  and  the  conclusion  that  Collargol 
and  Argyrol  are  absolutely  harmless  to  the  bacteria.  The  author  in 
<-ontravention  of  these  results  introduce  the  clinical  evidence  ob- 
tained by  V.  Ottingen,  during  the  Russo-Japanese  War,  by  treating 
with  Collargol  the  wounds  received  by  the  soldiers.  A  brief  account 
of  the  prei)aration.  properties,  and  method  of  the  use  of  colloidal 
silver  preparations,  is  also  given. 
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Till-:   rUHSKKWVTlON  OF  CHLOROFORM  AND  AX   INDICATOR 
OF    ITS   ALTERATION. 

r.  Hroti'iiu  and  I'.  Woog..  Coiupt.  rend.,  143-1193.  Pure  chloroform 
under  the  intlueuce  of  light  and  air  decomix)ses  iuto  hydrochloric 
acid  and  phosgene  a  very  poisonous  product.  For  Anesthesia  chloro- 
form must  be  free  from  decomix>sition  products.  Hitherto  it  has 
been  preserved  by  the  addition  of  small  amounts  of  alcohol,  ether, 
sulphur,  toluene  or  oil  of  ixjppy,  and  protected  from  air  and  light. 
The  authors  found  that  by  the  use  of  2  to  4%  lUOO  of  turpentine 
puritied  spermaceti,  terpiueol,  methol,  citronellol,  geraniol,  methyl, 
and  amyl,  salicylates,  guaiacol,  thymol,  safrol,  ionone,  or  methyl- 
pro  toeatechuic  aldehyde.  It  can  be  preserved  in  white  glass  bottles 
in  diffused  light.  It  was  found  that  a  number  of  indicators  show 
the  acidity  of  incipient  decomix)sition  before  it  is  sufficient  to  affect 
silver  nitrate.  Congo  red  is  insoluble  in  chloroform  and  very  sensi- 
tive. The  author  suggests  dyeing  an  elder  pith  disc  lightly  with 
the  color,  and  leaving  it  in  the  lK)ttle  of  chloroform.  A  change  to 
blue  indicates  decomposition. 

COPAIP.A. 

E.  .J.  I'arry,  Chcni.  Druggist,  71,  518.  The  adulteration  of  copaiba 
is  now  being  greatly  practiced,  and  the  fictitious  mixtures  appro.\i- 
niately  in  their  analytical  figures  quite  nearly  to  those  of  the 
genuine  dinig.  Attention  is  called  to  actual  as  well  as  possible  adul- 
terants. Especially  Hardwickia  and  Gurjuu  balsams.  The  author 
suggests  that  if  copaiba  be  bought  as  C.P.,  it  is  necessary  that  it 
should  have  au  optical  rotation  which  should  remove  it  from  the 
suspicious  category  of  the  sophisticated  low  rotation  samples. 

COD   LIVER   OIL   PREPARATIONS. 

Tile  introduction  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  as  a  .supix)sedly  easily  assim- 
ilable nutrient  and  reconstructive  was  followed  by  its  extensive  use 
in  the  treatment  of  wasting  diseases.  Its  unpalatable  character 
led  to  various  devices  to  make  it  more  acceptable  to  the  stomach 
and  to  render  it  tasteless.  Emulsions  containing  the  oil  in  mixtures 
with  other  substances  were  put  on  the  market  and  serve  a  useful 
purpose.  P.iit  tlic  oily  nature  imiMirfectly  concealed  was  disagree- 
able to  many  and  gradually  other  preparations  appeared  which 
attemi)t('d  to  retain  tiie  sui)i)<>sed  therapeutic  action  of  cod  liver 
oil  and  dispense  with  its  disagreeable  character.  This  attempt  has 
Ix'cn  carried  to  the  extreme  and  now  with  many  of  the  cod  liver 
oil  j)reparations  on  the  market  the  oil  has  been  completely  eliminated 
and  all  that  is  left  is  name.  This  is  a  sjiecies  of  fraud  which  has 
been  tolerated  t(H)  long.  Iml  will  be  continuetl  so  long  as  physicians 
are  willing  tt»  be  duiied.  Some  of  these  iirei)arations  are  said  to 
"n'i)rt'scnt"  tln'  oil.  wliilc  otiici's  arc  said  to  contain  'WU  the  vahiable 
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constituents."  If  cod  liver  oil  Is  a  food,  certainly  as  a  food  its 
value  will  consist  in  the  fats  it  contains.  Aside  from  tlieir  nutrient 
properties  we  have  no  evidence  that  the  fats  of  cod  liver  oil  possess 
any  therapeutic  value,  and  most  pharmacologists  believe  that  what- 
ever virtue  there  is  in  it  depends  on  it  as  an  easily  assimilable  fat. 
According  to  Cushny,  '"cod  liver  oil  has  not  been  shown  to  have 
any  action  apart  from  that  of  an  easily  digested  food,  and  its 
superiority  to  some  other  fats  and  oils  has  not  been  satisfactorily 
established."  Therefore,  if  the  value  of  cod  liver  oil  depends  on  the 
presence  of  fats  as  its  nutritive  constituents,  the  value  of  such  a 
preparation  will  be  determined  by  the  amount  of  fat  which  it  con- 
tains, at  all  events,  a  preparation  claiming  to  represent  cod  liver 
oil,  which  does  not  contain  fat  in  some  form,  is  fraudulent.  Any 
preparation  of  cod  liver  oil  in  which  fat  or  fatty  acid  is  not  recogniz- 
able as  a  food  by  proper  tests  is  valueless  as  a  food,  since  its  value 
as  a  food  depends  on  the  amount  of  fat  or  fatty  acid  present.  A 
few  simple  tests  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  tell  whether  or  not  a 
preparation  contains  fat  or  fatty  acids.  The  preparations  which 
claim  to  "represent"  cod  liver  oil  are  in  liquid  form  and  if  they 
contain  oil  it  must  be  in  one  of  the  following  forms,  namely : 

1.  An  emulsion  of  the  oil  which  may  be  miscible  with  water,  but 
from  which  the  fat  tends  to  separate  and  rise  to  the  top.  In  this 
form  the  fat  can  be  seen  as  globules  under  the  miscroscope. 

2.  A  solution  resulting  from  the  saponification  of  the  oil,  contain- 
ing a  soap  which  usually  will  be  alkaline  in  reaction,  especially 
when  mixed  with  water,  and  from  which  fatty  acids  are  separated 
as  a  precipitate  when  the  solution  is  acidified. 

3.  A  solution  of  fattj-  acids.  This  will  be  acid  in  reaction  and 
will  be  precipitated  by  the  addition  of  water,  in  which  the  fatty 
acids  are  not  soluble. 

WATERBURY'S    METABOLIZED    COD    LIVER    OIL. 

To  illustrate  the  testing  of  these  preparations  we  may  take  Water- 
bury's  Metabolized  Cod  Liver  Oil  Compound,  which,  according  to  the 
label,  contains  the  metabolized  product  obtained  by  the  action  of 
ferments  on  cod  liver  oil  with  other  ingredients.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  oil  has  been  metabolized  by  the  action  of  pancreatic  juice. 
Therefore  we  would  expect  to  find  the  fat  in  one  of  the  forms 
mentioned  above.     Examination,  however,  shows  that : 

1.  It  is  a  clear  liquid  and  no  globules  of  oil  are  seen  under  the 
microscope,  therefore  it  is  not  an  emulsion. 

2.  It  is  of  acid  reaction  when  mixed  with  water  and  remains 
clear  when  strongly  acidulated.  Hence  it  does  not  contain  a  soap 
and  is  not  a  saponification  of  fat. 

3.  It  mixes  with  water  without  precipitation,  therefore  it  cannot 
contain  more  than  traces  of  fatty  acid. 
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The>JO  tests  show  tli;it  tin'  iireparatiou  does  not  eontain  eort  liver 
oil.  therefore,  it  is  valueless  for  tbe  imri)Ose  of  uutrition,  for  which 
the  oil  is  iriveii.  Careful  analysis  confirms  these  tests  and  shows 
that  it  i-ontaiiis  no  fat  or  fat  acids  (except  the  merest  traces).  (The 
Journal  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  October  l."..  litnc.  page 
12UT ) . 

CAMl'IIO   PlIEXIQUE. 

Campho  Phenique  Company,  St.  Ix)uis.  Mo.  This  preparation  is 
claimed  to  be  composed  of  4'.)%  phenol  and  51%  cbami)hor.  The 
analysis  of  a  sample  purchased  on  the  open  market  shows  it  to 
consist  of  phenol,  207r  ;  camphor.  38%  ;  besides  camphor  and  phenol 
it  was  found  to  contain  a  third  substance  which  proved  to  be 
liquid  petrolatum.  This  was  present  to  the  extent  of  38%  or  more. 
The  Campho  Phenique  Company  also  sells  a  preparation  labeled 
"Campho  Penique  Powder."  ^Yhile  there  is  no  statement  made  in 
regard  to  the  comiwsition  of  this  article,  either  on  the  label  or  in 
the  literature,  such  expressions  as  "Powdereil  Campho  Penique" 
leads  to  the  inference  that  the  comi>osition  is  practically  the  same 
as  that  stated  for  the  liquid  preparation.  Analysis  of  tbe  ix)wder 
shows  it  to  contain  92%)  of  Talcum-like  inorganic  substance,  while 
the  remaining  88%  consists  chietly  of  camphor  with  a  small  quantity 
of  phenol.  Having  been  proven  that  this  article  is  nothing  more 
than  a  camphorated  talcum  powder,  the  claims  that  it  "has  no 
equal  as  a  dry  dressing,"  that  it  is  "al)Solutely  superior  to  iodoform" 
and  that  it  "has  all  the  excellent  properties  of  aristol  and  iodoform" 
are  misleading  and  deceptive.  (.Journal  of  American  Medical  Asso- 
ciation,  April   2(;.   IWT).

In  addition  to  this  llie  tree  is  alioiil  lifly  years  old 
before  it  begins  to  yield  camphor.  The  iiriiicipal  niclliods  lor  t  he 
]»uriHcation  of  natural  <-amphor  are  resni.limat  ion.  «-ondensat  ion.  and 
crystallization.  The  iisnal  imimrities  are  water.  <-aiiiphor  oil.  iron, 
sand.  wood.  etc.  A  brief  history  of  camphor  is  given.  Its  in-inciple 
use  is  in  the  manufaclure  of  celluloid  and  the  general  idea  that 
camphor  is  largely  used  in  tiie  manufacture  of  explosives  and 
sm<ikeless  jiowder  has  no  foundation  wiiatever.  The  various  methods 
for   the   iiiamil"a<-tnre  of  syiitli«-tic  caiiiplior   are  <lescribe(l.      Of   these 
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tlie  oue  at  present  applied  commercially  is  based  upon  the  prepara- 
tion of  piueue  hydrochloride  from  turpentine  oil  which  contains 
70%  of  pineue.  the  conversion  of  this  pineue  hydrochloride  into 
camphor  and  the  transformation  of  this  camphene  according  to  the 
method  of  Bertram  and  Walbaum  into  isoborneol  which  in  turn  is 
oxidized  to  camphor.  A  recent  method  patente<i  by  A.  Hesse  is 
based  upon  the  action  of  orgauo  magnesium  halide  on  an  ethereal 
solution  of  pinene  hydrochloride.  The  resulting  solution  is  treated 
with  oxygen  or  air  and  subsequently  with  ice  and  dilute  acids  of 
the  two  layers  which  are  formed,  the  upper  or  ethereal  yields  a 
residue  of  crude  borueol  upon  distillation.  Another  class  of  synthesis 
consists  in  the  formation  of  borouyl  esters  by  the  direct  action  of 
various  organic  acids  upon  turpentine  oil.  hydrolyzing  these  boronyl 
esters  to  borneol  and  isoborneol  and  oxidizing  these  alcohols  to 
camphor.  The  analysis  of  camphor  can  only  be  made  by  physical 
methods,  similar  to  those  used  in  sugar  analysis.  Since  no  de- 
rivative of  camphor  suitable  for  separation  and  estimation  has 
been  disc-overed.  Among  the  physical  methods  described  and  tested 
are  sublimation,  specific  gravity,  and  polarization  of  solutions  of 
camphor  in  benzene.  The  effect  of  the  usual  impurities  in  camphor 
upon  these  three  methods  are  described  and  results  uix)n  a  sample 
of  crude  Japanese  camphor  obtained  by  the  three  methods  are 
given. 

ANOTHER  CONSUMPTION  CURE  (?). 
The  C.  S.  Roberts  and  Hydrocine  Attempt  to  Exploit  the  Tuber- 
culous. The  wonderful  remedy  is  known  as  hydrooine-hyper-oxidized 
hydrocarbon.  The  circular  tells  us  that  "the  physician  is  unques- 
tionably entitled  to  a  full,  frank,  and  candid  statement  of  the  com- 
lx)sition.  nature  and  character  of  any  and  every  medicinal  prepara- 
tion he  is  asked  to  prescribe."  This  sounds  excellent,  and  then 
follows  the  formula  :

It  is  barely  possible  that  there  is  somebody  on  this  mun- 
dane sphere  that  can  tell  what  "hyper-oxidized  hydro-carbon  (vege- 
table)" is.  Most  of  us  have  a  knowledge  of  pure  rock  sugar  and 
IKJwdered  pancreatin.  but  when  we  come  to  the  other  ingredients  we 
fear  the  majority  of  us  will  have  to  give  it  up.  However,  we  find 
this  in  the  printed  circular :  "The  hydro-carbon  is  extracted  from 
oils  of  cinnamon,  coniin.  peppermint,  spruce,  myrtle,  chekan.  marru- 
bium.  myrrh,  turpentine  and  thymol,  is  then  condensed,  and  positively 
all  toxic  properties  are  eliminated.  The  residue  is  hyper-oxidized, 
predigested  by  pancreatin,  mixed  with  a  small  quantity  of  jwwdered 
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rock  siisar  and  pressed  into  thirty  grain  tablets."  There  we  have 
it:  And  when  we  have  it,  what  have  we?  The  literature  is  of  the 
usual  quackish  order,  the  optiuiistuc  kind  that  will  make  the  physi- 
cian who  does  not  stop  to  think  feel  that  it  is  something  worth 
trying  at  least.  (Journal  of  American  Medical  Association,  August 
17.  I'.tOT.  page  (522). 

IIAGEE'S    CORDIAL   OF    COD    LIVER    OIL. 

IIag<ee*s  Cordial  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  Compound  is  said  to  represent 
337o  of  pure  Norwegian  cod  liver  oil,  with  other  ingredients  .in  per- 
fect .solution.  According  to  the  advertising  pamphlet  it  is  claimed 
that  in  this  preparation  we  have  every  beneficial  constituent  of  the 
best  and  purest  Norwegian  cod  liver  oil.  When  the  above  three 
tests  are  applied,  Ilagee's  Cordial  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  is  not  an  emul- 
sion of  cod  liver  oil.  (See  pages  17  and  18).  It  is  not  a  saponifica- 
tion of  cod  liver  oil  and  does  not  contain  fatty  acids.  Therefore  it 
does  not  contain  cod  liver  oil.  The  analysis  shows  that  the  only 
nutrients  contained  in  the  mixture  are  sugar,  alcohol,  and  glycerin, 
none  of  which  are  contained  in  cod  liver  oil.  In  this  case  tlie 
manufacturers  mislead  by  using  tlic  word  "represents."  They  are 
careful  not  to  say  "contains."  The  manufacturers  unwittingly  admit 
that  it  contains  no  oil  when  he  says  tliat  it  contains  everything  of 
value  except  the  grease.  What  else  there  is  of  value  in  cod  liver 
oil  except  the  "grease"  we  do  not  know.  If  the  value  of  the  prepara- 
tion is  estimated  by  its  nutrient  proi)erties  it  must  be  set  down  as 
practically  worthless,  if  not  fraudulent.  Again,  some  of  the  so-called 
cod  liver  oil  i»reparations  are  called  extracts  of  cod  liver  oil,  Init 
they  are  prepared  from  the  cod  livers  instead  of  the  oil.  Con- 
sequently the  attempt  to  modify  cod  liver  oil  for  therapeutic  pur- 
poses may  1k'  jtronounced  a  failure.  (Journal  American  Medical 
Association,  Octolier  l."..

I'erfectly  safe  for 
external  use,  perfectly  safe  (in  jiroper  doses)  for  internal  use,  free 
fi'oni  the  danger  of  i)oisoning,  yet  far  more  jirompt  and  eflicient 
than  carlKiIic  a<Md.  corrosive  suldimate,  lysol,  formol.  crtnjlin,  saprol, 
or  any  otiier  jtroduct  tiuis  far  <liscovered.  Most  effective  yet  least 
expensive."  The  ilaiins  tiiat  Chinosol  is  free  from  danger  of 
poisoning  lias  recent  ly  been  (piest  ioiied  by  T.  Weyl  (  \'ei-le]  Jalirsclift.f. 

gerichl.     Med.   X.X.XIW.   Xo.  .".i.     I'r experinieiits  on   rabbits  Weyl 

concludes  as  follows:  Cbinos(d,  when  given  by  I  lie  stomach,  is  as 
poisonous  for  rabbits  as  lysol.  if  not  more  so.  Civ.-ii  snlicutaneously 
It  is  Hi(i'/r    more  poisonous,  but    wbeii  absorbed  from   the  peritoneum 
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it  is  50%  less  ix)isonous  than  lysol.  Experiments  sIkjw  tliat  Cbinosol 
does  possess  considerable  antiseptic  action  and  that  in  this  repect 
it  is  superior  to  carlx»llc  acid.  The  statement  in  regard  to  its 
germicidal  value  and  the  extravagant  claims  that  Cbinosol  is  five 
times  as  efficient  as  corrosive  sublimate  and  one  hundred  times  as 
efficient  as  carbolic  acid  in  destroying  the  pus  organism  cannot  be 
upheld.  (Journal  of  American  Medical  Association,  January  25, 
1908,  page  293). 

CYSTOGEN. 

Cystogen  is  a  trade  name  applied  to  hexametblyenamina.  U.  S.  P. 
This  article  is  among  the  list  of  New  and  Non-Official  Remedies 
under  the  names,  formin,  metbaform,  uriform,  and  urotropin.  It 
has  been  called  hexamin,  hexacystin,  aminoform,  cystamin,  metramin, 
vesalviu,  urisol  and  gouocystin.  Chemically  these  products  are 
identical  but  vary  widely  in  selling  price.  Cystogen  sells  for  $1.00 
an  ounce,  while  the  official  bexamethylenamin  sells  for  about  20  cents 
an  ounce.  (Journal  of  American  Medical  Association,  August  17, 
1907,  page  71G). 

COMPOSITION   OF   CASTORIA. 

The  formula  for  this  preparation  was  patented  about  thirty  years 
ago  by  Dr.  Samuel  Pitcher,  and  was  sold  under  the  copyrighted  name 
of  "Castoria."  Since  then  the  patent  has  expired,  and  the  prepara- 
tion as  well  as  the  name  (Castoria)  have  become  public  property. 
According  to  the  patent  the  formula  is  as  follows :  To  135  pounds 
of  senna  leaves  add  35  gallons  of  water  at  65  degrees  C,  in  which 
has  been  dissolved  48  ounces  of  sodium  bicarbonate.  Exhaust  the 
senna  by  percolation  until  240  pounds  are  obtained.  In  this  dis- 
solve 210  ix)unds  of  sugar  and  four  ounces  of  Rochelle  Salts,  then 
add  spirits  of  gaultheria  18  pints,  spirits  of  pepo,  spirits  of  cheno- 
podium,  spirits  of  peppermint,  and  spirits  of  anise,  of  each,  two 
ounces.  Castoria,  therefore,  seems  to  be  an  aqueous  extract  of 
senna  with  aromatics.  (Journal  of  American  Medical  Association, 
January  4.  1908,  page  58). 

CALCIDIN.      (Abbott). 

W.  A.  Puckner  and  A.  H.  Clark.  In  the  advertising  literature  of 
the  Abbott  Alkaloidal  Company  it  is  claimed  that  Calcidin  (Abbott) 
produces  therapeutic  effects  entirely  different  from  those  obtained 
from  iodin  in  any  other  form.  In  view  of  this  and  similar  extrava- 
gant claims,  and  because  the  statements  in  regard  to  its  composition 
are  rather  confusing,  it  was  decided  to  determine  the  nature  of 
this  article.  An  original  package  of  Calcidin  was  bought  in  the 
open  market  and  analyzed.  This  analysis  shows  Calcidin  to  con- 
sist of :

Therefore  Caloidin  is  essentially  a  mixture  of  iodiu,  oalciuni.  lodid, 
lime,  and  corn  starch.  The  amount  of  calcium  iodid  found  in  dif- 
ferent spei'imeus  will  vary  in  accordance  with  the  aire  and  amount 
of  moisture  present. 

CALCIDIX   TABLETS. 

The  examination  of  the  tablets  demonstrated  the  fact  that  they 
do  not  have  the  same  formula,  but  consist  principally  of  calcium 
iodid  instead.  (.Journal  of  American  Medical  Association.  September 
7,  1907,  page  SOC). 

IllI-;    ALKALOIDS   OF    ERGOT. 

G.  Barger  and  II.  II.  Dale.  Wellcome  Phys.  Research  Lab.  Arch. 
Pharm..  244,  550-55.  Tlic  authors  do  not  agree  with  the  statement 
of  Kraft  that  Ergotoxini"  is  a  hydrate  of  Ergotinine  and  should 
be  uame<l  hydroergotinine.  They  give  the  formula  of  ergotinine 
as  Cs»  II,,  N\  O^  and  of  ergotoxine  C,,H,3N^  Os  or  C.o,  n,o  N*  O,  to  be 
determined  by  further  analysis.  They  give  the  results  of  numerous 
physiological  experiujents  which  prove  that  ergotoxine  is  very  active, 
while  ergotinine  is  inactive.  .".  mg.  being  suflicicnt  to  kill  a  rabbit 
and  5  mg.  to  kill  a  cat. 

KOCIIES    EMRROCATION. 

This  iircpar.ition  is  a  nostrum  and  its  exact  composition  is  not 
known.  I'rom  jiuiilisbfd  foi-mnlas  it  ai»i»cMi-s  to  lie  prepared  by 
digesting  a  tatty  arid  with  asatctida.  Tlu-  following  lormnla  has 
been  published  for  ;i  simil.ir  prei>aratioii  :  (  o.irsely  powdered  asafetida 
and  jilkanet  each  5.(»  Gn).  are  dig^'sted  with  ISO  Gm.  of  olive  oil 
during  eight  days  and  then  filtered.  To  the  clear  filtrate  are  addetl 
oil  of  caraway,  oil  of  turpentine.  ea<h  !).(»  Gm..  oil  of  pine  needles 
1.2  dm.,  and  oil  of  berg.amot  d.S  (Jm.  .\notber  formula  directs  that 
2.5  (Jm.  of  asafetid.a  be  digestetl  with  Cn  (;iii.  of  olive  oil  for  a  few 
hours,  then  d»'cant  off  the  clear  oil  ;ind  mix  with  oil  of  caraway 
an<l  oil  <if  turpeutin*'  ea<-h  2  (Jm.  and  a  few  dops  of  oil  of  berga- 
mot.  (.Iourn:il  of  American  Meilical  Association,  August  27.

J.  Schiudelmeiser.  Apoth.  Ztg.,  21,  902.  Solution  of  potassium 
arstniite  of  varying  strength  made  with  potassium  carbonate  and 
bicarlxtnate  may  be  kept  for  six  or  eight  months  perfectly  unchanged, 
while  solutions  of  the  same  strength  made  with  carbornate  and 
bicarbonate  of  soda   decomjwse  very   rapidly. 

THE   GAMBIR   OF   COMMERCE. 

Charles  S.  La  Walle.  Am.  J.  Pharm.,  79.  208-35.  Out  of  twelve 
samples  examined  only  seven  came  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
U.  S.  P..  and  of  the  other  five  three  would  have  been  rejected  on 
inferiority  of  physical  appearance  alone.  Unfavorable  reports  of  the 
quality  of  Gambir  are  not  warranted  by  the  condition  of  the  article 
as  sold  for  medicinal  use. 

COMPOSITION   OF   GONOCOCCIDE. 

The  circular  accompanying  this  preparation  gives  the  following 
formula :  Cg  H^  BrNO  Monobromacetanilid ;  Cjo  H44  No  C,  HO, 
endermol ;  Ca  S03  2Ho  O  gypsum  and  selenite ;  Ca  So^  anhydrite ;  Ho  O 
aqua  and  myrrh.  Gji^sum,  selenite  and  anhydrite  are  the  names 
applied  to  different  forms  of  calcium  .sulphate.  Gypsum  and  selenite 
are  chemically  identical,  being  calcium  sulphate,  and  containing  two 
molecules  of  water  of  crystallization,  but  differing  in  crystaline  form. 
Anhydrite  is  also  calcium  sulphate,  but  contains  no  water  of  crystalli- 
zation. The  inclusion  of  three  different  forms  of  the  same  substance 
should  be  sufficient  to  demonstrate  the  "fakeness"  of  the  formula. 
Endermol  is  a  name  given  to  nicotin  salicylate  and  its  use  externally 
has  been  recommended  in  scabies,  chronic  eczema  and  other 
skin  diseases.  This  being  practically  the  only  medicinal  con- 
stituent given  in  the  formula,  its  determination  in  gonococcide  was 
taken  up  in  the  Association  laboratory.  Tests,  however,  failed 
to  show  the  presence  of  this  or  any  other  alkaloid.  (Journal  Ameri- 
can Medical  Association,  August  24,  1907,  page  708). 

THE    PUNGENT    PRINCIPLE    OF    GINGER. 

H.  Garnett  and  J.  Grier,  Pharm.  J.,  79,  118-20,  156.  The  authors 
find  that  it  is  imix)ssible  to  isolate  the  total  phenolic  constituents 
and  to  free  them  from  all  other  substances  of  a  non-phenolic  char- 
acter, but  whether  the  isolated  phenols  are  of  physiological  activity 
or  chemically  homogeneous  is  uncertain.  The  gingerol  described 
by  THRESH  is  not  a  simple  compound.  A  simple  test  for  dis- 
tinguishing pure  ginger  from  samples  fortified  with  capsicum  is 
described.  It  is  based  upon  treatment  of  tincture  with  caustic 
alkali,  evaporating  off  the  alcohol,  acidifj'ing  the  residue,  shaking 
out  with  ether  and  tasting  the  latter ;  with  pure  ginger  the  pungency 
has  disappeared,   but  with  capsicum   it   is   at  once  recognized. 
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SOLrTION    OF    IIYDKOGEN    PEROXIDE. 

( ( "ontaiiiin.L.'   Aevtanilide). 

Cbarlt's  II.  LaWall.  Am.  J.  I'liarui.,  78.  5S2-S3.  The  author  found 
a  nuuibor  of  samples  of  hydrogen  peroxide  having  the  odor  of 
nitrobenzene.  This  odor  was  attributed  to  the  presence  of  acce- 
tanilide  which  had  been  used  as  a  preservative.  He  also  states 
that  acetanilide  does  act  as  a  preservative  and  that  samples  have 
been  known  to  retain  their  required  strength  for  at  least  four 
months.  It  recpiires  about  four  months  for  the  development  of  this 
benzene-like  odor.  The  presence  of  acetanilide  may  be  detected 
by  shaking  out  alK)ut  25  cc.  with  chloroform,  evaporating  and  apply; 
ing  the  isonitrite  test  for  acetanilide. 

HENKEL'S   PAINLESS   NERVE    REMOVEU. 

J.  Kochs,  Apoth.  Ztg.,  21,  951-52,  Uni.  of  Berlin.  It  is  claimed 
that  if  this  preparation  is  inserted  in  the  cavity  of  the  tooth  and 
left  for  live  or  ten  minutes  tire  nerve  may  be  removed  without 
pain.  It  is  put  up  in  liquid  form  in  vials  uf  about  two  grams  and 
.selLs  for  5M.  Its  comiwsition  was  shown,  as  closely  as  a  small 
amount  of  material  permitted,  to  be  menthol,  25.56% ;  beuzolic  acid, 
10.38%  ;  phenol,  22.03%,  and  an  undetermined  amount  of  glycerol. 
No  arseni<',  morphine,  creosote,  or  other  remedies  commonly  used 
to  deaden   the  nerves   in   dental    cavities   were  found. 

A    SITKIOIS   IIEXP.ANE. 

A.  li.  Lyon's  Am.  Druggist,  51,  300.  A  variety  of  hyoscyamus 
coming  from  new  sources  of  supply,  and  assaying  0.87o  alkaloids, 
or  ten  times  as  much  as  the  official  drug  has  appeared  on  the 
market.  The  leaves  of  the  sample  examined  are  much  broken,  but 
enough  of  the  capsules  remainetl  intact  to  show  that  the  drug  was 
not  hyoscyamus  niger,  L..  but  most  probal)ly  II.  Muticus  L.,  which 
grows  in  Egypt.  It  is  there  called  "Sakiam"  drunken  and  was 
formerly  known  as  hyoscyamus  insanus  because  of  its  ])cx'uliar 
properties.  Dealers  and  niaiinfactnrers  are  cautioned  against  the 
use  of   tliis  <lrug. 

IIVI)R()Z(>.NE  AND  TONO.VLINE. 
(Preying  on   Yellow   Fever   ^■i(•tillls). 

Ill/drozonr  is  a  positive  preventive  of  yellow  fever.  A  scientific, 
altsolutely  liarndess  germicide,  universally  indorsed  and  successfully 
used  l>y  the  best  physicians.  You  can  al)Solutely  safeguard  your- 
self against  the  fever  by  taking  a  teasiMX)nful  of  hydrozone  in  each 
tumbler  of  water  you  drink.  Sold  by  best  <lruggists.  This  brings 
up  a  problem  that  seems  rather  difficult  to  solve.  ^Vhat  is  the 
differem-e  between  a  secret  i.rnprietary  medicine.  advertlse<l  in  the 
medical    journals    to    i.hysicians.    aii.l    a    i)atent    medicine   advertised 
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iu  newspapers  to  the  public?  llyilrozone  is  being  advertised  in 
nearly  all  the  medical  journals  and  at  the  same  time  in  news- 
papers. Where  shall  it  be  placed?  And  if  Hydrozono  is  tolerated 
in  the  medical  press  with  the  method  recently  adopted  to  exploit 
it,  why  not  Peruna? 

Toiiiniliiic.—U  we  are  to  believe  the  absurd  claims  made  by  its 
salesmen  Tongaline  too  is  good  for  yellow  fever:  The  following 
was  taken  from  current  medical  journals:  "Stegomyia  faciata  has 
produced  an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  in  certain  sections  of  Louis- 
iana and  adjoining  States.  Stegomyia  punctata  has  inoculated 
thousands  with  virulent  malarial  germs  throughout  the  balance  of 
Mississippi  Vallej-.  Tongaline,  Mellier.  in  one  of  its  forms  as 
indicated  antagonizes  and  destroys  the  effects  of  these  parasites 
on  account  of  its  extraordinary  eliminative  action  on  the  liver,  the 
bowels,  the  kidneys  and  the  pores  whereby  the  poison  is  promptly 
and  thoroughly  expelled."

INCORPORATING  METALLIC  MERCURY  INTO  OINTMENTS. 
G.  E.  Brasington,  Bulletin  of  Pharmacy,  December,  1907.  Take 
as  much  tincture  of  benzoin  compound  by  measure  as  you  have 
mercury  by  weight,  put  into  a  bottle  and  agitate  tlioroughly.  The 
mercury  immediately  divides  itself  into  minute  particles  which  can 
be  easily  incorporated  with  an  ointment  base,  preferably  lanolin 
slightly  warmed,  with  a  minimum  of  labor. 

HOW   TO   REMOVE   THE   ODOR    OF    IODOFORM. 

John   J.    Stephenson.   Bulletin  of  Pharmacy,  December,   1907.     By 
making   a   paste   with   a    little   tannic   acid   and   water  the  odor  of 
iodoform  may  be  easily  removed  from  the  hands,  mortors,  etc.

H.  V.  Hayek,  Pharm.  Ztg.,  52,  952.  From  analyses  of  samples 
procured  in  different  parts  of  Europe  the  writer  concludes  that, 
except  as  the  amount  of  water  is  considerable,  variations  arise 
from  the  non-uniformity  of  the  raw  material  rather  than  from 
the  process  of  preparation  and  that  these  do  not  constitute  a 
serious  ground  for  objection.

Exaininatiou  of  tlu'  tablets  of  "lodido  of  Liiuo"  sold  hy  tho  Blll- 
ings-Clapp  Coiiii)auy  show  that  tliey  differ  iu  eonii)ositiou  from  the 
original  substance  which  they  are  supix>seti  to  represent.  Iodide  of 
Lime  was  found  to  contain  apjiroximately  10%  of  available  lodin. 
Therefore  each  one-third  jjrain  tal»let  would  contain  al»out  one- 
thirtieth  available  iodin.  but  it  was.  found  that  each  tablet  was 
etiuivaleut  to  one-onehundred  and  twenty-eighth  grain  of  free  Iodin. 
These  tablets  were  decidedly  brown  in  color,  which  might  be  taken 
to  indicate  that  they  really  did  cx)ntain  a  considerable  amount  of 
free  idoin.  Analysis,  however,  showed  this  brown  color  to  be  due 
to  a  large  quantity  of  iron  oxide.  (Journal  of  American  Medical 
Association.  November  2.   T.HiT). 

MUNYOXS   KIDNEY   CUKE. 

The  laiiel  is  said  to  bear  these  words:  "Cures  Bright's  disease, 
gravel,  all  urinary  troubles,  aud  pain  iu  the  back  or  groins  from 
kidney  diseases."  It  is  stated  that  the  pills  vary  greatly  in  size. 
Analy.sis  showed  them  to  consist  of  oi-dinaiy  white  sugar.  No 
trace  of  any  alkaloid  or  other  active  principle  could  be  found. 
Quantitative  analysis  proved  the  sugar  to  be  100%  of  the  weight  of 
the  pills.  (Journal  of  American  Medical  Association,  March  10, 
iy<J7,  page  900). 

ANALYSIS   OF    REMEDIES   F()K    KIDNEY    DISEASES. 

The  British  Medical  Journal,  December  8,  1000,  page  1045,  gives 
the  results  of  analysis  of  some  of  the  chief  proprietary  remedies 
for  kidney  diseases.  Several  of  these  preparations  are  iu  the  form 
of  pills,  while  others  are  liquids.  The  two  principle  drugs  em- 
ployed are  oil  of  juniper,  jwtassium  nitrate,  separately  or  together. 
Analysis  of  Doan's  Backache  Kidney  Fills  gave  results  from  which 
the  following'  fonmila  giving  a  similar  pill   was  constructed:

Dodd's  Kidney  Pills,  which  are  advertised  as  the  only  remedy 
that  has  ever  cured  Bright's  Disease,  were  found  to  consist  of 
extract  of  cascarilla,  jalap  resin,  hard  soap,  potassium  nitrate, 
sodium  bicai-bonate,  hard  paraffin,  turmeric,  and  wheat  flour.  Var's 
American  Kidney  Pills  are  similar  to  Doan's,  containing  also  oil 
of  peppermint,  powdered  squill  and  extract  of  henbane.  Pitcher's 
Kidney  and.  Liver  Cooler,  a  liquid  preparation,  was  found  by  the 
analysis  to  consist  simply  of  a  solution  of  potassium  nitrate  in 
■water,  56  grains  to  the  ounce — that  is  fourteen  grains  in  a  dose. 
(The  Journal  American  Medical  Association,  February  9,  1907,  page 
534). 

COMPOSITION   OF   KARGON. 

The  preparation  is  put  up  by  the  Kargon  Extracting  Company, 
of  Cincinnati.  Ohio.  The  title  "Extracting"  evidently  refers  to  the 
process  to  which  the  gullible  public  purse  is  subjected.  The  mixture 
is  advertised  as  being  composed  of  common  every-day  vegetable  (?) 
ingredients ;  as  being  better  than  patent  medicines,  which  are  largely 
alcoholic  concoctions.  From  the  reports  of  the  chemist  who  analyzed 
this  nostrum  it  appears  to  contain  ix»tassium  acetate  and  buchu  as 
its  essential  constituents.  Another  chemist  concludes  his  report 
as  follows:  "This  wonderful  remedy  then  seems  to  be  acetate  of 
potash,  about  fifteen  grains  to  each  teasiX)onful,  and  fluid  extract 
of  buchu."  While  another  states :  "Kargon  contained  buchu,  potas- 
sium acetate,  glycerol,  and  18%  of  alcohol."  The  method  of  adver- 
tising the  ingredients  is  as  ingenious  as  it  is  misleading.  Appearing 
in  many  cases  as  solid  reading  matter  it  discourses  on  the  im- 
portance of  the  free  action  of  the  kidneys  as  being  essential  to  health. 
Then  is  given  this  harmless  looking  prescription :  Containing  fluid 
extract  of  dandelion,  compound  kargon  and  compound  syrup  of 
sarsaparilla.  It  is  true  that  a  combination  of  ix)tassium  acetate, 
fluid  extract  of  buchu,  with  fluid  extract  of  dandelion  and  com- 
pound syrup  of  sarsaparilla  makes  an  active  diuretic.  But  in  the 
majority  of  cases  of  kidney  disease  if  a  combination  that  will  do 
great  harm.  (Journal  of  American  Medical  Association,  March 
16,  1907,  page  967).

TESTS  FOK  riii:  rruiTY  of  linseed  oil. 

The  Dairy  and  Food  Connni.ssioner  of  Ohio  gives  in  an  annual 
reiK)rt.  as  quoted  in  the  Bulletin  of  Pharmacy,  the  following  simple 
test  for  (Iftermining  the  purity  of  linseed  oil:  Put  equal  parts 
of  the  oil  and  lime  water  in  a  bottle.  Shake  until  thoroughly 
emulsitied.  and  let  stand.  If  the  oil  is  pure  there  will  be  no  separa- 
tion inside  of  twelve  hours,  if  adulterated  separation  will  begin 
befoiv  that  time.  The  sooner  it  begins  the  greater  the  extent  of 
adulteration. 

LIQT'ID    COMBINATIONS    CONTAINING    PEPSIN     AND 
PANCREATIN. 

The  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia,  8th  Revision,  pages  334-35,  states : 
"Pepsin  and  Pancreatin  in  solution  are  incompatible  with  one  an- 
other. If  the  solution  be  neutral  or  alkaline  the  pancreatin  grad- 
ually destroys  the  pepsin,  and  if  acid  the  pepsin  destroys  the 
pancreatin."  The  correctness  of  this  statement  has  been  amply 
demonstrated  by  the  reports  which  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Council  on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry,  from  time  to  time  on  liquid 
preparations  claimed  to  contain  these  two  ferments.  Thus  an  elixir 
which  was  claime<I  by  the  manufacturers  to  contain  '"the  five  active 
agents  of  digestion,  pepsin,  veg.  ptyaliu,  pancreatin,  lactic  and 
hydrochloric  acids  was  investigated  and  the  committee  which  in- 
vestigated the  article  in  question  reporte<l  that  "it  was  impossible 
to  establish  the  presence  of  either  proteolytic  or  the  amj-olytlc  fer- 
ments." Similarly  other  li<iuid  preparations  which  ai-e  said  to 
contain  pepsin,  pancreatin.  lactic  and  hydrochloric  acids,  etc.,  in 
combination  were  investigated,  but  the  test  applied  failed  to  indicate 
the  presence  of  these  ferments.  The  correctness  of  these  findings 
of  the  committee  of  the  Council  was  generally  acknowledged  by  the 
manufacturers  when  their  attention  was  called  to  the  matter.  The 
chemist  of  a  large  manufacturing  house  writes  that  they  have  carried 
out  a  series  of  experiments  no  less  than  four  or  five  times  in  order 
to  determine  whether  pepsin,  pancreatin  and  diasta.se  would  retain 
their  activity  in  the  form  of  a  syrup,  wine  or  elixir  and  have  .proven 
incontrovertibly  that  this  cannot  be  done.  While  any  two  or  even 
all  three  of  these  substances  can  be  dispensed  in  the  form  of  a 
lifjuid  by  the  retail  druggists  and  will  i-etain  their  normal  activity 
for  a  i)i'riod  of  as  long  as  three  to  six  weeks,  but  if  allowed  to 
stand  snfhciently  long  they  would  mutually  destroy  each  other.  Since 
it  has  been  proven  that  pepsin  and  ]ianereatin  cannot  exist  in  one 
and  the  same  solution  for  any  reasonable  legth  of  time  it  be<'omes 
apparent  that  liquid  preparations  said  to  contain  these  two  fer- 
ments are  sold  under  imjKissible  claims.  It  was,  therefore,  recom- 
mended that  the  Council  on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry  refuse  to  ap- 
prove   li«iui(l    iircjiarations    that    cjaiin    t(»    contiiin    l>oth    pepsin    and 
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Iiancroatin.      (Tho    Journal   of   Amcrieau    Medical    Association,    Feb- 
ruary 2,  lOUT,  page  4o4). 

LACTOPEPTINE.      (Powder). 

The  label  on  the  package  contains  this  statement:  "Lactopeptine 
contains  the  five  active  ingredients  of  digestion,  pepsin,  diastase, 
pancreatin,  lactic  acid,  and  hydrochloric  acid."  Combined  in  the 
proper  proportions  to  insure  the  best  results.  Analysis  show  that 
more  than  90%  of  lactopeptiu  is  milk  sugar.  The  amount  of  pepsin 
contained  in  lactopeptine  is  less  than  10%  of  official  pepsin.  The 
analysis  failed  to  show  the  presence  of  either  diastase  or  pancreatin, 
and  no  appreciable  amount  of  hydrochloric  acid.  The  amount  of 
lactic  acid  was  found  to  be  about  3%.  Another  specimen  which 
was  examined  proved  to  be  of  even  poorer  quality  than  the  first 
specimen  examined.  The  latter  not  only  failed  to  show  the  presence 
of  diastase  and  pancreatin.  but  failed  to  show  any  appi-eciable 
amount  of  pepsin.  From  the  above  it  is  evident  that  Lactopeptine 
is  no  more  efficient  as  ;a  digestive  than  the  Saccharated  Pepsin  of 
the  U.  S.  P.,  1890.  Therefore  not  only  the  statements  in  regard 
to  its  composition  are  incorrect,  but  the  claims  made  as  to  its  thera- 
peutic value  are  exaggerated  and  misleading.  (Journal  of  American 
Medical   Association,   March   16,    1907,  page  959). 

LACTOPEPTINE    EXPOSED   THIRTY   YEARS   AGO. 

Leo  Eliel,  South  Bend,  Ind.,  writes  that  Lactopeptine,  and  espe- 
cially its  elixir,  have  been  used  in  enormous  quantities  by  the 
medical  profession,  although  in  1876,  soon  after  its  introduction, 
Prof.  Emil  Scheffer,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  contributed  a  paper  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  in  which  he  reported  some 
experiments  he  made  on  Lactopeptine  and  proved  that  it  had  no 
greater  digestive  value  than  the  Saccharated  Pepsin  then  in  vogue. 
This  paper  appeared  in  the  tx-ansactions  of  the  American  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  for  1876.  Although  Scheffer  was  an  authority 
on  the  subject,  he  being  the  author  of  the  first  process  of  obtaining 
pepsin  in  a  pure  state,  it  -is  not  apparent  than  any  attention  was 
paid  to  this  article  by  the  medical  profession;  in  fact  it  was  entirely 
ignored  by  medical  journals  and  extensive  advertising  soon  made 
Lactopeptine  the  most  extensively  employed  proprietary  article. 
(Journal  of  American  Medical  Association,  April  0,  1907,  page  1198).

It  is  stated  to  lie  a  "vegetable-autipyretic,"*  that  it  "reduces  tempera- 
ture without  heart  depression."  aud  physicians  are  warned  to 
"avoid  acetanilid  poisoning  and  danger  from  other  cold  tar  anti- 
pyretics." Taking  the  average  of  the  reports  of  analysis.  Lahordine 
contains :

The  reiwrt  of  analysis  only  makes  apparent  that  Labordiue  is  not 
what  it  is  claimed  to  be.  While  it  is  claimed  to  c*ontain  23  1/4% 
of  saccharin,  this  substance  is  not  present,  or  more  than  traces  only. 
While  in  a  disguised  way  it  is  stated  to  contain  15  1/8%  of  acetan- 
ilid, it  contains  nearly  40%.  About  thirteen  years  ago  Labordine  was 
advertised  under  the  name  of  Aualgiue."  Labordine,  "a  pui*ely 
vegetable  product."  Sui>erior  to  Antipyrine,  Phenacetine,  Antifebriue, 
acetanilid — note  the  use  of  two  names  for  the  same  thing,  "or  any 
of  their  imitations,"  and  unexcelled  by  any  cold-tar  products  or 
their  compounds."  In  1804  the  name  was  changed  to  Labordine  in 
order,  as  its  owner  stated,  to  prevent  it  from  being  mistaken  for  a 
cold-tar  product  of  a  similar  name.  (.Journal  of  American  Meiiical 
Association,  March  30,  1907,  page  1121).

Wochsehr,  33,  385-80, 
1007.      Nov;isiiiriii.    an    analgesic    preparation,    is    a    mild    form    of 
Aspirin.     It  is  borne  belter  by  the  patient  and  is  more  easily  admin- 
istered. 

IMPORTED   OLIVE    OIL. 
Tile    Spatula,    .January,    1007.      In    reply    to    an    iii(|uiry.    writes   a 
Washington  corespondent.   Dr.   H.   W.    Wiley,   Chief  of   the   Bureau 
of   Chemistry,    Department   of    Agriculture,    recently    stated:     That 
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the  olive  oil  imported  duriiiir  the  last  two  years  was  i)r;u'tif'ally  all 
pure.  The  faet  that  other  oils  are  sold  as  olive  oil  under  foreign 
labels  in  this  country  has  caused  much  misapprehension  on  that 
subject.  We  have  found  that  labels  are  imiwrted  from  France  and 
Italy  and  placed  upon  oils  partly  or  entirely  manufactured  in 
this  country.  In  some  instances  foreign  packages  are  imitated  in 
the  Unted  States.  In  c-onnection  with  this  the  Vice  Consular 
Barnardi,  at  Florence,  Italy,  reports  that  after  personal  investiga- 
tion he  is  waranted  in  stating  that  there  has  not  been  any  mis- 
braaded  Olive  Oil  imported  from  that  district  to  the  United  States 
during  the  past  thirty  years.  He  writes  that  the  Olive  Oil  exporters 
of  Florence  (whose  names  are  furnished)  are  too  proud  of  their  pro- 
duct, which  has  the  highest  reputation  for  excellence  and  purity,  to  do 
anything  to  it  which  might  interfere  with  its  established  reputa- 
tion. Olive  oil  obtained  from  this  consulate  has  the  taste  of  the 
fruit,  is  of  medium  density,  and  has  a  yellow-greenish  color,  different 
from  the  color  of  inferior  oils  used  mainly  for  ithe  kitchen  and  not 
table  purposes. 

OXYCHLORINE. 

The  subcommittee  on  the  Council  on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry, 
to  whom  Oxychlorine  was  assigned  for  examination,  reports  as  fol- 
lows :  The  Oxychlorine  Chemical  Company,  1326  Wabash  Avenue, 
Chicago,  states  in  its  advertising  literature  that  "Chemically, 
Oxychlorine  is  the  tetraborate  of  sodium  and  iwtassium  combined 
with  oxychloride  of  boi-on,  thus:  6(Na  K  B^  0^)  B  O  CI3. 

Analysis  of  Oxychlorine  showed : 

Fotassium 12.26% 

Sodium S.20% 

Chloric  Acid  (CI  O3) 25.:527o 

Nitric  Acid    (NO3) 21.70% 

Boric  Acid  Anhydride    (BXh) 18.63% 

Water,  calculated 13.29% 

Therefore  Oxychlorine  is  a  mixture  of  alkali-chlorate  and  nitrate 
with  boric  acid  instead  of  a  definite  chemical  substance  of  the 
eomix)sition  claimed.  Assuming  that  the  chlorate  is  present  as 
potassium  chlorate  and  the  nitrate  as  the  sodium  nitrate,  the  analysis 
given  above  corresponds  to  a   mixture  approximately   as  follows: 

Potassium    Chlorate 37.19% 

Sodium   Nitrate 29.76% 

Sodiimi  and  Potassium  Tetraliorate 2.18% 

Boric  Acid 30.52% 

Undetermined 35% 

Oxychlorine  is  advertised  as  a  reliable  remedy  in  treating  typhoid 
fever,  and  it  is  claimed  that  "it  will  disorganize  all  pus  and  ferment 
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proilueiu.ir  niiero  organisms,  their  toxins,  fornicnts,  and  ptomains."  It 
will  destroy  pathogenic  micro  organism  and  their  toxins  in  tiie 
blood  current.  Oxychloriiie  sells  for  $3.50  per  jwund,  while  the 
ingredients  can  be  obtained  for  about  44  cents  a  i>ound.  (The  Jour- 
nal of  American  Medical  Assoiiatlon.  July  <;.  ]r»u7.  page  54). 

PATENT    MEDICINES    AND    THEIR    SUBSTITUTES. 

J.  Thomann.  Schiveiz,  Wochschr,  44,  0G9.  Synthetic  remedies  are 
not  protected  by  patents  in  Switzerland  and  as  a  result  of  this 
Swiss  pharmacists  place  the  same  articles  upon  the  market  under 
the  proper  chemical  names.  These  "substitute"  preparations  have 
been  severely  attacked  and  it  has  been  said  that  they  are  cheap 
and  even  harmful  imitations  of  the  "original,"'  and  because  of  their 
inferiority  discredit  the  trade-mark  articles.  The  following  were 
analyzed  according  to  the  Swiss  Pharmacopoeia  where  possible  and 
compared:  Tannigin  (Baj'er)  and  Diacetyl-tannin ;  thicol  (Koche), 
and  potassium  ortheguaiacol  .sulphonate;  tannalbin  (Knoll)  and 
tannin  albuminate;  salopheu  (Bayer)  and  acetaminosalol ;  protargol 
(Bayer)  and  silver  proteinate  heroform  (Hayden)  and  bismuth 
tribromphenolate.  This  analysis  show  these  preparations  to  be 
equally  as  valuable  and  in  some  cases  to  be  even  better  than  the 
patented  articles.  Reports  of  capable  chemists  have  in  some  cases 
shown  these  preparations  to  be  inferior,  but  on  the  other  hand 
it  has  been  proven  that  the  pretended  articles  vary  from  time  to 
time  in  their  pliysicial  and  chemical  characters.  In  fact  the  general 
statement  is  not  true  that  the  "substitutes"  are  harmful  and  a 
discredit  to  patented  articles.

(Qualitative  test  of  the 
tablets  iMdie.iled  that  lliey  liad  tlie  s.ame  (•om)K)sition  as  the  iK)wder, 
e-vcejit  for  a  sinall  «|iiaiitity  of  some  excipient  not  entirely  soluble 
in  water.  Tiie  following  with  several  other  statements  weic  ^inoted 
from  a  circtilar  issued  by  the  Plieii-lSromate  Company:  "Plieno- 
P.romate  is  .'i   syntheti<'  combination  of  derivations  of  tlie  plienetidin 
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and  broniitl  groups,  and  not.  as  is  the  ease  with  many  analgesics 
and  antipyretics,  a  mixture  of  various  cold-tar  derivatives.  The 
remedy  is  by  far  the  best  and  safest  of  all  sedatives  and  its  routine, 
judicious  employment  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  resorting  to 
morphine  and  the  hitherto  unsafe  and  depre.ssing  cold-tar  products." 
The  dose  ret'ommeuded  in  most  cases  is  about  twentj-  grains,  which 
i.s  equivalent  to  ten  grains  of  acetanilid  and  ten  grains  of  potassium 
bromid.  After  using  such  a  dose  of  acetanilid  the  patient  is  ap- 
parently free  from  the  depressing  effects  on  the  heart  and  circula- 
tion, which  so  often  follows  the  employment  of  narcotics  and  cold- 
tar  products.  Pheuo-Bromate  in  ounce  cartons  sells  for  $1.00  an 
ounce,  while  a  mixture  practically  identical  with  pheno-bromate 
can  be  put  up  at  a  co.st  of  three  cents  an  ounce.  (Journal  American 
Medical  Association.  July  IG.  190(3,  page  125). 

PHENALGIX. 

Last  June  the  Council  on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry  ofheially 
published  to  the  medical  profession  of  the  United  States  the  in- 
formation that  repeated  examinations  showed  that  Phenalgiu  is  a 
simple  mixture  of  acetanilid  and  sodium  bicarbonate  or  ammonium 
carbonate.  So  far  as  we  know  no  direct  denial  of  the  truth  of  this 
has  bee'-i  made.  There  has  appeared  what  we  presume  is  meant  as 
an  answer,  and  is  couched  in  this  sentence :  "Phenalgin  is  just  what 
we  have  always  said  it  to  be."  From  this  expression,  which  has 
appeared  in  practically  all  the  advertisements  since  last  June,  we 
presume  that  we  are  to  understand  that  some  time  in  the  past  they 
have  stated  what  it  is.  It  would  have  been  just  as  easy  and  much 
more  convenient  liad  the  phenalgin  people  said  what  phenalgin  is 
instead  of  saying  phenalgin  is  just  what  we  have  always  said  it  to 
be,  since  the  average  physician  has  neither  time  nor  inclination  to 
look  up  their  literature  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  would  like  to 
know  what  the  vendors  of  phenalgin  '"have  said  it  to  be."  The  fol- 
lowing quotations  have  been  taken  from  their  advertising  literature 
of  the  past:  "An  American  Cold-Tar  Product."  Phenalgin,  "the 
only  synthetic  stimulant,  non-toxic,  antipyretic  and  hypnotic." 
"Phenalgin  is  the  only  ammoniated  synthetic  cold-tar  product  made 
from  chemically  pure  materials."  "A  synthetic  cold-itar  product  of 
the  amido  benzine  series,  containing  nascent  ammonia."  "These 
two  chemicals  (stimulant  ammonia  of  cold-tar  origin  and  chemi- 
cally pure  phenylacetamide)  combined  under  certain  conditions  so 
as  to  obtain  a  product  which  he  (Dr.  Cyrus  Edison)  named  phenal- 
gin or  ammoniated  phenylacetamide."  Phenalgin  is  a  compound 
of  peculiar  character  which  cannot  be  extemporaneously  made  into 
tablets  from  the  iwwdered  drug  without  seriously  changing  and  im- 
pairing its  medicinal  qualities.  (Journal  of  American  Medical 
Association,  January  13,  1906,  pages  134-35). 
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PHENOL   SODIQUE. 

( Hance   Bros,    and   White). 

This  preparation  is  advertised  as  a  preventive  of  smallpox,  typhoid 
fever,  and  cholera,  and  is  claimed  to  be  a  valuable  remedy  in  the 
treatment  of  quite  a  large  number  of  diseases,  both  external  and 
internal,  such  as  measles,  erysipelas,  diarrhea,  cramps,  scalds,  bites, 
cuts,  catarrh,  ulcers,  hemorrhages,  piles,  gangrene,  carbuncle,  cold 
in  the  head,  bunions,  inflamed  eyes,  ezcema,  rheumatism,  toothache, 
seat  woi'ms,  etc..  besides  numerous  diseases  of  animals.  No  anti- 
septic, whatever  its  composition  might  be,  could  anything  like  ac- 
complish what  is  claim€Kl  for  Phenol  Sodique,  therefore  its  com- 
position is  of  little  imiwrtance.  An  inquiry  addressed  to  Hance 
Brothers  and  White  under  the  date  of  April  27.  1907.  has  remained 
unanswered.  The  Council,  therefore,  directed  an  analysis  of  Phenol 
Sodique.  This  was  carried  out  at  the  chemical  laboratory  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  and  a  check  analysis  was  made  by 
an  independent  firm  of  chemists.  This  shows  that  Phenol  Sodique 
contains  something  like  0.5';^  or  0.(>(j%  of  phenols,  dissolved  in 
about  0.757c  of  .sodium  hydroxide.  In  other  words,  it  appears  to 
be  essentially  a  very  dilute  alkaline  solution  of  some  cold-tar  pro- 
duct, presumably  of  crude  carltolic  acid.  The  analysis  could  not  be 
carried  further  because  the  amount  of  antiseptic  agent  is  so  very 
small.

In  the  course  of  time  a  progressive  segration 
is  manifested,  certain  crystaline  jtarticlcs  incr.'Msiiig  at  the  expense 
of  the  others,  so  that  ultimately  none  of  tlic  small  ones  are  dis- 
cernalile  with  the  miscroscope.  In  view  of  the  probably  greater 
iKiivjiy  of  the  finely  divided  sulphur,  the  author  is  exju'rinienting 
on  the  conditions  governing  its  stability  in  this  state.

cute,  to  say  the  least.  According  to  analysis  (The  Journal,  June  3, 
1905,  page  1790)  Salacetin  was  found  to  contain  the  following  in- 
gredients approximately  in  the  proportions  given:  Acetauilid,  43; 
Sodium  Bicarbonate.  21 ;  Sodium  Salicylate,  20.  To  show  the  claims 
made  for  this  preparation,  the  following  quotations  are  taken  from 
the  advertising  literature  furnished  and  distril)uted  by  the  manu- 
facturers : 

"Salacetin  is  free  from  Toludine  and  produces  no  harmful  cyano- 
sis." In  the  treatment  of  Acute  Bronchitis,  LaGrippe,  Influenza, 
Tonsilitis,  Lithmetic  Headaches,  Eheumatism,  and  Neuralgias,  it 
relieves  pain,  reduces  inflammation  and  abnormal  temperature,  and 
eliminates  uric  acid  more  quiclily  and  thoroughly  than  the  sali- 
cylates and  without  causing  depression  or  stomachic  or  renal  irrita- 
tion. "Have  personally  interviewed  thousands  of  physicians,  includ- 
ing every  prominent  one  in  the  East,  and  can  honestly  state  that 
we  have  never  known  of  anything  at  once  so  efficient  and  so  unob- 
jectionable in  the  removal  of  rheumatic  and  neuralgic  pain  and 
other  symptoms  of  the  uric  acid  accumulations.

In  discuss- 
ing the  no-strums  and  fraudulent  methods  of  exploitation  in  the 
Journal  A.  M.  A..  Noveiiiher  Pt.  P.mh;.  ].;ige  1.14'.t.  Dr.  I-yman  F. 
Keblei".  coiiuuented  on  lulierculo/.yne  as  follows:  li  is  very  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  claims  made  for  this  prejtaration  are  only  for 
the  cure  of  consumption.  Two  liquid  preparations  are  employed, 
one  colored  amber  with  caramel,  and  another  t-oloriHl  red  with  anilin 
dye.  The  chief  active  constituents  of  the  red  medicine  are  alcohol 
and  phosphatic  material.  Those  of  the  amber-color  preparation  are 
alcohol  and  a  small  quantity  of  an  organic  copper  .salt.  It  is  also 
claimed  by  the  firm  to  contain  heroin,  the  presence  of  which  could 
not  be  established,  and  even  if  present  it  certainly  does  not  i)ossess 
a  curative  effect  for  consumption.  A  careful  investigation  of  the 
remedy  dis<'lo.ses  the  fact  that  the  virtue  of  this  medicine  is  <'laim(Ml 
to  reside  almost  solely  in  tiie  small  (|U.intily  of  org.inic  sail  presi-nt. 
Another  interesting  feature  in  connection  with  the  treatment  of  this 
remedy  is  that  the  general  diret-tions  prescril)ed  the  regular  open- 
air  treatment.  <-oupled  with  ;i  <-areful  regulation  of  the  diet.  This 
is  undoubtedly  the  base  <if  any  success  that  may  result  from  the 
use  of  tliis  remedy  rather  than  fi-om  tlie  medicine  itself.  (Journal

Anselniino  at  one  examination  found  hydrocyiiuic  acid  and  nitrite 
to  be  present,  but  a  second  sample  contained  none.  The  differences 
in  analyses,  they  say.  are  partly  due  to  the  fact  that  proprietary 
preparations  very  fraiuently  differ  in  their  comix>sitious  from  time 
to  time  and  partly  to  difficulties  inherent  to  the  analysis  of  com- 
plex mixture.  While  Atropine  and  Cocain  can  be  identified  by 
characteristic  qualitative  tests,  their  qualitative  determination,  when 
the  quantities  are  so  small,  are  practically  impossible.  (Journal 
of  American  Medical   Association,   March  16,   1907,  page  960).

Drs.  M.  J.  Sanford  and  D.  V.  Van  Wagman,  of  -Sufferin,  N.  Y., 
writing  independently  of  each  other  report  cases  of  poisoning  by 
headacbe  powders.  On  the  box  which  contained  the  powders  and 
on  the  circular  accompanying  it  the  following  is  printed:  "Taylor's 
Anti-Headache  Powders.  Guaranteed  absolutely  harmless,  contain- 
ing no  opium,  chloral,  cocaine,  antipyrine,  morphine,  phenacetine, 
bromide,  or  other  injurious  substances.  Never  known  to  fail  to 
cure  Bilious,  Sick,  or  Nervous  Headaches  and  Neuralgia  in  a  few 
minutes.  Directions :  take  one  ipowder  dry  on  the  tongue  and 
drink  a  little  water.  Repeat  df  not  entirely  relieved  in  twenty 
minutes.  None  genuine  unless  signed  W.  Scott  Taylor.  The  Taylor 
Drug  and  Chemical  Company,  Manufacturing  Chemists,  Laboratory, 
Trenton,  N.  J."  Examination  indicates  that  these  ix>wers  con- 
tain as  their  active  ingredients,  Acetanilid  approximately  30%,  and 
approximately  2..5%  of  Caffein.  Each  ix)wder  of  the  specimen 
examined  weighs  alx>ut  15  grains,  therefore  each  contains  about 
4.5  grain.  (.Journal  American  Medical  Association,  May  18,  1907, 
page  1093). 

TARTARLITHINB. 

Tartarlithine  was  examined  by  two  chemists  who  report  it  to 
be  an  effervescing  preparation,  consisting  approximately  of  about 
20%  of  lithium  carbonate  and  about  80%  of  tartaric  acid.  This  is 
one  of  the  hundreds  of  lithium  preparations  on  the  market  offered 
for  the  cure  of  rheumatism,  although  it  luis  been  proven  by 
scientific  investigation  and  clinical  experience  that  lithium  is  of 
little  use  in  the  treatment  of  that  disease.  While  the  advertisement 
can-ies  the  idea  that  tartarlithine  is  a  product  of  the  Tartarlithine 
Company  and  that  McKesson  and  Robbins  are  simpl.v  selling  agents, 
we  are  informed  that  the  business  is  owned  by  McKesson  and  Rob- 
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bins.  wild,  iiiulcr  this  style.  iii:iimf;ictnre  a  renu'dy  for  liuMiinatism.

TYKKK'S    AXiiSKI'TIC    ruWDKK. 

The  subcoinniittt'O  of  the  Council  on  rii.iruiacy  and  ('lieniistry.  to 
whom  Tyree's  I'ulv.  Ant.isei>tic  Conip..  niarkotod  by  J.  S.  Tyree, 
Washington,  D.  C,  \vas  assigned  for  examination,  reiwrts  that  the 
hibel  on  the  package  states:  "Thi.s  preparation  is  a  scientific  com- 
bination of  borate  of  sodium,  alunu-n.  carbolic  acid,  glycei'in,  and 
the  crystalized  principles  of  thyme,  eucalyptus,  gaultheria  and 
meutha.  in  the  form  of  a  iKJwder,"  etc.  The  statement  that  the  pow- 
der c-ontains  the  crystalline  principles  of  thyme,  eucalyptus,  gaul- 
theria  and  mentha  is  vague  and  misleading,  since  the  chief  medicinal 
constituents  of  eucalyptus  and  gaultheria  are  liquids.  The  litera- 
ture supplied  to  physicians  claim  this  i-omposition  to  be:  "Parts, 
Sod.  Bor..  oO;  Alumen.  50;  Ac  Ciihol..  ,"> :  glycerin.  5;  the  cryst. 
principles  of  thyme.  5:  eucalyptus.  ."> :  gaultheria,  5;  and  mentha,  5." 
Analysis  of  specimens  purchased  from  different  sources  in  the  open 
market  and  made  under  the  direction  of  the  Council  show  that 
Tyree's  Antiseptic  Powder  contains  no  liorax  or  alum,  or  mere  traces 
only.  The  analyses  show  that  Iwric  acid  and  zinc  sulphate  are  the 
essential  constituents.  The  amounts  of  carlwlic  acid,  thymol,  men- 
thol, etc.,  contained  in  the  jiowdcr.  if  present,  were  far  below  the 
fjuantities  indicated  by  the  I'onnula.  Xo  Glycerin  could  be  found, 
and  if  pre.sent.  the  aiiMinnt  unisr  lie  very  small.  According  to  one 
chemist  analysis  shows  that  different  sanii)les  differ  slightly  in  com- 
position, but  the  following  indicates  the  averag*'  composition  of  the 
product :

From  the  above  we  find  that 
Tyree's  Antiseptic  Powder  is  a  mixture  of  Itoric  acid  and  dried  zinc 
sulphate  and  a  small  amount  of  antiseptic  Iwulies.  such  as  menthol, 
sali<-ylic   ncid.    ;iiiil    carbolic   acid,    and    eucilyiitol.    etc..    but    does    not 

<'ontain    either    i.oi'.ile    or    sodiui •    .tbnii.    as    sl.ited    on    the    label. 

Mr.  Tyi-ee.  in  a  letter  to  I>r.  Simmons,  says  llia1  it  b;is  been  his 
intentiiMi  tn  inform  the  medical  profession  of  bis  i-e.isons  for  <iiang- 
ing  the  formula  of  Tyree's  Antiseptic  Powder  from  an  alum  and 
borax  base  to  a  bor.icic  acid  and  zinc  b.ise.  lb-  states  that  this 
change  was  made  at  the  suggestion  of  prominent  physicians  con- 
ne<"tetl  with  hospital  <linics  on  nose  and  throat,  venereal  and  other 
conditions.  .mikI   that   be  has  bad  in  <'oiitetiipl.ition  the  omission   from 
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the  Inliol  of  the  various  oonclitioiis  to  which  tlic  pri'parat.ion  is  ap- 
plii-ahlt'.  yiv.  Tyive  does  not  state  when  he  changed  tlie  fornuda. 
Therefore  we  do  not  know  whether  it  was  one  year  ago,  five  years 
ago.  or  ten  years  ago,  but  we  do  know  that  the  package  which  was 
used  in  making  the  first  analysis  was  purchased  as  early  as  Feb- 
ruary, of  the  year  l!)(i(j.  Whether  or  not  Mr.  Tyree  is  justified  in 
ofl'ering  tp  the  medical  profession  a  preparation  as  composed  chiefly 
of  borax  and  alum  when  it  is  c-omposed  of  boric  acid  and  zinc  sul- 
phate, is  left  for  physicians  to  judge.  (.Journal  of  American  Medi- 
cal Association,  October  20,  190G,  page  1310). 

TYREE'S    ANTISEPTIC    POWDER. 

I'nfortunate  attempt  of  Mr.  Tyree  at  explanation.  In  the  cor- 
respondence published  in  the  Journal,  October  20,  190G,  Mr.  Tyree 
attempted  to  explain  with  discrepancies  between  his  statements  and 
the  proven  facts  by  intimating  that  he  had  recently  changed  the 
formula  and  that  he  intended  stating  to  the  medical  profession  his 
reasons  for  changing  the  formula  on  or  about  the  first  of  Februaiy, 
and  that  the  change  had  been  made  "a  short  time  ago"  at  the  sug- 
gestion of  several  prominent  gentlemen.  Since  that  time  Mr.  Tyree 
has  tried  to  explain  the  matter  in  various  ways.  When  it  was 
learned  that  Mr.  Tyree  intended  defending  himself  by  claiming  that 
a  change  had  recently  been  made  in  the  Powder,  the  Council,  through 
a  Chicago  druggist,  succeeded  in  securing  a  package  of  the  Powder 
which  had  been  on  the  market  since  July,  1902,  how  much  longer 
is  not  known.  The  contents  of  this  particular  package  was  analyzed 
by  a  chemist  who  found  the  composition  practically  the  same  as 
that  given  in  the  Council  report,  this  chemist  estimating  that  it 
contained  approximately  81%  boric  acid  and  14%  anhydrous  zinc 
sulphate.  Therefore  Tyree's  Powder  has  been  practically  the  same 
for  the  last  four  years  and  ten  months  as  it  is  today.  (The  Journal 
of  American  Medical  Association,  May  IS,  1907,  page  1G92). 

EXAMINATION    OF    TOILET    PREPARATIONS. 

Hay's  Hair  Health. — Philo  Hay  Specialty  Company,  Newark,  N.  J. 
"It  is  not  a  dye,  is  perfectly  harmless.  Many  have  had  every  trace 
of  grayness  and  baldness  removed  by  using  a  single  bottle."  Analy- 
sis show  it  to  contain  glycerin,  lead  acetate  and  sulphur. 

Parker's  Hair  Balsam. — Hiscox  &  Company,  New  York.  This  con- 
tains lead  acetate,  glycerin  and  sulphur. 

Hairs  rcgetahle  Sicilian  Hair  Reneicer.—R.  P.  Hall  &  Company, 
Nashua.  Sample  put  up  in  oval  bottle  and  labeled  as  being  guaran- 
teed under  the  Food  and  Drug  Act  Analysis  show  Glycerin  and 
Sulphur.  No  alcohol,  heavy  metals,  borax,  skin  irritants,  etc.,  were 
found.  This  sample  does  not  appear  to  represent  the  old  formula, 
neither  i.s  it  the  new,  now  advertised  as  put  up  in  a  different  style 
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package   iuul   said  to   inchulo   ,i:ly<-t'rine.    boroglycerin,   capsifum,   bay 
rum.    sulphur,    tea.    rosemary,    ak-oliol   and  perfume. 

.ij/fr'.s  Hair  YUjor. — J.  C.  Ayer  &  Company.  T>o\vell.  Mass.  The 
new  improved  formuhi  chiims  sulphur,  glycerin,  quinine,  sodium 
chloride,  cantharides.  sage,  alcohol,  and  i^M-fume,  all  of  which  were 
found  i)resent.  A  test  for  wood  alcohol  resulted  negatively.  The 
package  failed  to  bear  the  statement  Avith  regard  to  the  per  cent  of 
alcohol  ])resent  as  required  under  the  Federal  Act. 

r'oAr'x  Dinnlniff  Cure.— A.  U.  I'.rcmer  &  (V)m]iany.  New  York. 
Analysis  sliow  tliis  to  contain  cantharides.  and  30.4  alcohol,  nearly 
all  of  which  was  found  to  be  methyl  or  wood  alcohol.  The  total 
solids  amount  to  about  O.G17c.  The  wood  alcohol  present  makes 
this   preparation   dangerous   and   therefore   its  sale   is   illegal. 

Corollas  Hair  Tonic. — W.  11.  Taylor  &;  Company,  New  York.  It  is 
claimed  that  this  preparation  will  give  you  a  fine  head  of  hair,  no 
matter  how  long  bald,  or  from  whatever  cause.  The  claim  that 
this  substauce  is  absolutely  a  vegetable  "compound"  is  erroneous, 
from  the  simple  fact  that  the  sample  contained  borax.  Analysis 
shows  total  .solids,  0.73%  ;  alcohol.  ID.T^r  :  no  wood  alcoliol.  and  an 
unidentified  vesicant  or  skin  irritant. 

Westphal's  Aua-iliator. — I'aul  Westphal.  New  York.  On  evapora- 
tion 3.50%  of  residue  was  sliown.  principally  glycerine  witli  l>oric 
acid.  Analysis  shows  no  alkaloids  or  vesicants,  but  shows  54.8% 
of  alcohol,  of  which  above  20%  was  found  to  be  methyl  or  wood 
alcohol. 

Hevcn  SoiithcrhtiHl  Si-^tcrs'  Hair  droircr. — Seven  Soutlu'rland 
Sisters,  18  Debrosse  Street,  New  York.  Tliis  bears  a  <iuestionable 
statement  Ujion  the  wrapper  that  "if  you  are  l)al<l  S.  S.  S.  Hair 
Grower  will  give  you  a  fine  head  of  hair."  It  shows  0.n4%o  of 
residue;  28.4%o  of  methyl  alcohol  and  a  small  per  cent  of  quinine 
and  lM>rax.     No  vesicating  substanc<'s  were  found. 

Mai.  yal<-s  i:.r<rl.sior  Hair  7'o///r.— Mnic  Vale.  New  York.  I'pon  evap- 
oration this  leaves  2.0'.)%  of  residue  which  consist  largely  of  glycerin 
and  cinchona  alkaloids.  It  contains  17%o  of  ethyl  al(x)hol,  and  shows 
.a  slight  reaction  for  borax  or  boric  acid  that  shows  no  vesicating 
substances. 

Daii<lrriii<:—Kuo\y]U,u  Danderine  I'ompany.  Chicago.  "Danderine 
is  the  only  spe<-ific  known  that  will  positively  i)roduce  capillary 
attraction  jind  natural  effulgence."  A  very  inii»ressive  statement, 
but  one  which  is  certainly  not  understood  l)y  the  average  purchaser. 
Analysis  shows  4.55%  of  residue  largely  glycerin  and  borax  or 
boric  acid.  10%,  of  ethyl  alcohol,  a  siimll  quantity  of  salicylic-  acid, 
and  an  unidentified  vesicating  substance. 
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Xcichro's  Heipicide. — Hei-picide  Company,  Detroit,  Mich.  This 
preparation  contains  about  1%  of  salicylic  acid  and  a  small  amount 
of  borax  or  boric  acid,  but  shows  no  vesicants  or  alkaloids.  Con- 
tains oG.2%  of  alcohol,  the  greater  part  of  which  Avas  found  to  be 
methyl  alcohol.  There  can  certainly  be  no  objection  to  the  use  of 
salicylic  acid  in  a  dandruff  cure,  therefore  the  only  objectionable 
ingredient  in  this  pi'eparation  is  the  wood  alcohol.  Another  sample 
of  Herpicide  was  examined  which  was  found  to  contain  52.6% 
of  alcohol,  the  most  of  which  was  found  to  be  methyl  alcohol.  The 
amount  of  alcohol  was  not  stated  on  the  package  as  is  required 
by  law  for  all  such  preparations. 

Foso  Bark. — Altenhein  Medical  Dispensary,  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  This 
is  a  turbid  whitish  looking  liquid  which,  ujwn  evaporation,  leaves 
0.46%  of  solid  residue.  The  chief  constituents  are  oil  of  winter- 
green  and  a  substance  which  coi-responds  to  onion  juice.  The  oil 
of  wintergreen  doubtless  serves  two  purposes,  first  for  its  medicinal 
properties  and  also  to  cover  or  disguise  the  odor  of  other  sub- 
stances. The  preparation  also  contains  an  unidentified  alkaloidal 
substance,  a  small  quantity  of  ethyl  alcohol  and  some  borax  or 
boric  acid. 

Mrs.  McCorri.soit's  Famous  Diamond  Lotion. — Put  up  by  Dr.  E.  K. 
Guenther,  Waldoboro,  Me.  This  is  a  preparation  for  the  removal 
of  freckles,  tan  and  pimples  and  for  continued  use  as  a  cosmetic. 
•'Contains  no  oil,  greasy  substances  or  chemicals  and  cannot  injure 
the  most  delicate  or  sensitive  skin.  Perfectly  harmless."  Analysis 
shows  this  preparation  to  contain  1.59%  of  solids,  consisting  mainly 
if  not  wholly  of  corrosive  sublimate,  no  other  substances  being 
found.  Remedies  made  up  of  such  dangerous  poisons,  and  labeled 
as  "perfectly  harmless,"  with  no  relation  whatever  to  their  real 
character  render  them,  as  a  class,  very  dangerous  preparations  to 
have  about  the  house.  Without  considering  any  chance  of  accident 
there  is  great  danger  of  injury  by  the  external  use  of  corrosive 
sublimate  when  ignorantly  or  carelessly  applied.  If  the  use  of 
such  preparations  does  nothing  more  than  to  "add  the  blush  of 
a  rose  to  the  plainest  face"  its  user  may  be  considered  fortunate. 

Soules'  Eradicator. — L.  M.  Brock  &  Company,  Lynn,  Mass.  "War- 
ranted not  to  injure  the  skin."  This  contains  1.37%  of  solid  residue, 
consisting  of  a  mixtui-e  of  calomel  and  c-orrosive  sublimate. 

CJiamplain's  Liquid  Pearl. — Champlain  Manufacturing  Company, 
New  York.  "Contains  nothing  injurious  to  the  most  delicate  skin." 
Analysis  shows  this  to  contain  24.35%  of  solids,  consisting  of  lead 
carbonate.  Concerning  the  use  of  this  preparation  the  National  Dis- 
pensatory states  that  "lead  carbonates  is  one  of  the  most  poisonous 
salts  of  lead  and  should  never  be  applied  where  the  cuticle  is 
broken. 
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Dr.  T.  Felix  doiiniKd's  Oiiciitul  Vrcain.  or  Mii<fie  Bcuutifier. — Dr. 
T.  Felix  Gouraiul.  ."T  Great  Joues  Street.  New  York.  Said  to  be 
"so  baruiles-s  we  taste  it  to  be  sure  it  is  properly  made."  This 
"Magical  Beautifier,"  upon  analysis,  was  found  to  contain  approxi- 
mately one-half  ounce  of  calomel,  suspended  in  a  short  half-pint  of 
water.  Calomel,  while  an  insoluble  salt  and  not  poisonous  in  the 
way  that  corrosive  sul)liniate  is.  is  nevertheless  a  mercurial,  and 
belongs  to  a  class  of  substances  which  should  not  be  offered  for 
sale  unless  pi-operly  labeled.  This  pivparation  is  intended  to  sell 
for  $l..jO.  which  furnishes  a  good  example  of  the  price  the  public 
will  pay  for  some  simple  preparation  when  it  is  offered  under  some 
fancy   name  and  its  ingi'^ieuts  kept  secret. 

Holme's  Fragrant  Frost  in  a. —Clay  W.  Holmes.  Elmira,  X.  Y.  On 
evaporation  shows  1-1.89%  of  residue.  The  base  is  a  vegetable  gum, 
apparently  tragacanth.  also  contains  a  small  aiiKnmt  of  ethyl  alcohol 
and  glycerin. 

Madame  Zaza  Toilet  Cream. — J.  M.  Grosvenor  &  Company.  Boston, 
Mass.  Claims  "the  entire  absence  of  oils,  glycerin,  fats  and  other 
greasy  substances."  Analysis  shows  borax  or  boric  acid,  volatile 
oil,  glycerin  and  a  vegetable  gum.  a])parently  tragacanth,  a  residue 
of  8.07%  on  evajwration.  and  no  wood  alcohol.  The  statement  that 
it  contains  no  glyc^erin  or  greasy  substance  is  untrue  to  the  extent 
that  it  does  contain  glycerin,  though  this  may  have  been  Intro- 
duced in  the  form  of  boroglycerin. 

Toiletine. — Toiletine  Company.  Montague.  Mass.  According  to 
analysis  this  preparation  contains  an  emulsion  of  oil  of  winter- 
green,  with  a  vegetable  gum.  cxtrresponding  to  tragacanth.  Leaves 
a  residue  of  7.00%  on  evaporation. 

Larkin's  Derma  Balm. — Larkin  &  Company.  BulTalo.  N.  Y.  Con- 
sists of  lx)rax  or  boric  acid,  volatile  oils  and  glycerin  with  a 
mucilage  of  a  vegetable  gum,  apparently  tragacanth. 

HituVs  Honey  and  Abnond  Cream. — A.  S.  Hinds,  Portland,  Me. 
This  preparation,  according  to  the  lal>el.  <\)ntains  no  oil,  grease,  or 
chemicals.  "Contains  7%  of  Cologne  Spirit."  Analysis,  however, 
shows  this  product  to  consist  of  a  base  of  partially  saponified  bees- 
wax ennilsified  and  flavored  with  oil  of  Bitter  Almond.  Contains 
alcohol,  0.4%  ;  solid  residue,  10.97%,  including  l>orax  and  glycerin. 
No  lanolin  wa.s  found,  and  does  not  leave  a  greasy  spot  on  paper. 
There  being  no  honey  present  the  use  of  the  wox-d  "honey"  is  Illegal 
in  designating  this  preparation. 

Itufioeit  d  RamsdcUe's  Cold  C/er/;/!.— Daggett  &  Ramsdelle,  New 
York.  This  preparation,  which  is  of  an  ointment-like  consi3tency, 
contains  iHjrax  or  l>oric  acid  with  a  base  of  wax  or  cerate.  No 
lanolin  was  found. 
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Bill/  RitDi,  Double  Distilled. — H.  Michelson,  St.  Thomas.  W.  I.  This 
prepai-ation  contains  50%  of  ethyl  alcohol.     No  wood  alcohol. 

8avoi  Ban  Rkiii. — Savoi  ot  Cie.  Paris.  Contains  12.80%  of  ethyl 
al(X)hol.  No  wood  alcohol.  While  there  is  no  specific  amount,  a 
standard  article  of  Bay  Rum  should  contain  about  50%  of  alcohol, 
this  amount  l>eing  necessary  to  hold  iu  solution  the  quantity  of 
volatile  oils. 

Florida  Water. — Colgate  &  Company,  New  York.  This  article  con- 
tains 06.4%   of  alcohol,   and  no  wood   alcohol. 

Florida  Water. — LeGrand  Perf.  Works,  New  York  and  Paris.  Con- 
tains no  alcohol  and  no  glycerin.  Florida  Waters  are  prepared  by 
dis.solving  a  mixture  of  volatile  oils  in  moderately  strong  alcohol. 
Therefore,  while  there  is  no  standard  for  their  preparation,  the 
better  grade  will   necessarily  contain  a   large  amount  of  alcohol. 

Florida  Water. — Diaz  &  Company.  This  article  contains  13%  of 
alcohol,  all  of  which  is  of  the  methyl  or  wood  variety. 

Violet  Toilet  TFa^e/-.— Dupont  et  Cie,  Paris.  Contains  67.00%  of 
alcohol,  33.80%  of  which  is  wood  alcohol. 

Extract  of  Witch  Ha;:el. — Witch  Hazel  extract,  when  prepared 
■according  to  the  U.  S.  P.,  contains  a  considerable  amount  of  tannins 
and  other  extractives,  and  is  very  different  from  the  article  which 
is  so  commonly  sold  as  extract  of  Witch  Hazel.  The  latter  is  a 
dilute  alc-oholic  preparation  prepared  by  the  distillation  of  the 
twigs  and  shoots  of  hamamelis  virginiana.  The  therapeutic  action 
of  this  drug  seems  to  have  originated  with  the  American  Indians, 
who  made  medicinal  use  of  the  highly  astringent  bark.  Aqua  hama- 
melis  (prepared  by  distillation),  generally  extolled  as  a  sort  of 
universal  panacea,  contains  nothing  more  in  addition  to  the  dilute 
alcohol  than  a  trace  of  an  essential  oil.  The  fact  that  this  prepara- 
tion is  drinkable  without  any  apparent  effect,  makes  it  rather  diffi- 
cult to  believe  some  of  the  claims  made  for  the  curative  virtues  of 
the  article. 

Violet  Witch  Hazel— Regtil  Brand— Whistley,  Chicago.  This  arti- 
cle contains  7.8%  of  ethyl  alcohol.    No  wood  alcohol  or  formaldehyde. 

Munyon's  Extract  of  Witch  Hazel. — Munyon  Remedy  Company, 
Philadelphia.  Contains  11.6%  of  alcohol,  while  wood  alcohol  and 
formaldehyde  are  absent. 

Pond's  Extract. — Pond's  Extract  Company,  New  York.  On  evapora- 
tion leaves  0.01%  of  residue.  Contains  14.95%  of  alcohol.  Wood 
alcohol  and  formaldehyde  being  absent.  Notwithstanding  the  ex- 
treme (and  it  would  appear  misleading)  claims  made  by  the  manu- 
facturers for  this  article  (aside  from  alcoholic  contents),  we  are 
unable  to   find   where   it   differs   in   any   essential   particular   from 
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other  so-called  extracts  of  witch   hazel.      (Practical   Druggist,   Feb- 
ruary, 1!MI8).

This  preparation  is  sold  l>y  the  Uroii  C'heniical  Company,  Box  A, 
St.  Louis,  Mo.  In  the  advertisements  which  appear  in  the  different 
medical  journals  and  in  the  literature  distributed  among  physicians, 
the  chemical  formula  of  Urou  is  given  as  LiC,,  H,  Nj  O2.  A  sub- 
committee of  the  Council  on  Pharmacy  and  Chemistry  reports  that 
according  to  analyses  this  article  is  not  a  chemical  compound,  but 
is  a  mixture  of  lithium  benzoate,  and  hexnmethylenamiu  (urotropin) 
in  approximately  the  following  i)ro]x)rtions :

While  a  samjile  investigattxl  by  Schneider  at  the 
same  time  had  an  alkaline  reaction  and  contained  .sodium  carbonate 
an  well  as  lithium.  From  later  reimrts  the  Uricidin  produced  by 
the  use  of  fresh  lemon  .iui<'e  contains:

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From  the  results  of  the  quantitative  analysis  Uricedin  contains 
alx)ut  2.5%  of  sodium  chlorid  and  GG.5%  of  anhydrous  sodium  sul- 
phate. The  remainder  consists  of  sodium  citrate  and  a  little  sodium 
tartrate.  As  a  comparison  of  the  results  of  the  present  examination 
with  the  previous  analysis  shows  the  composition  of  Uricedin  seems 
to  vary.

Therefore,  Uricedin  is  not  a  definite  chemical  compound  as  claimed, 
but  a  simple  mixture  which  consists  essentially  of  sodium  sulphate 
(dried  Glauber  Salt),  two-thirds,  and  sodium  citrate,  one-third.  (The 
Journal  of  American  Medical  Association,  November  23,  1907,  page 
1788). 

VIAVI. 

The  California  State  Journal  of  Medicine  devoted  six  pages 
in  its  April  issue  to  showiug  up  Viavi ;  and  it  is  well  done.  It 
appears  that  two  astute  and,  since  they  have  made  their  millions, 
highly  respected  men  on  the  Pacific  Coast  conceived  the  idea  some 
years  ago  of  instituting  a  "treatment"  for  the  ills  peculiar  to 
women.  This  "treatment"  practically  consisted,  and  in  a  great  part 
still  consists,  of  prescribing  vaginal  douches.  But,  of  course,  no 
large  pating  business  could  be  built  up  by  simply  selling  a  little 
good  advice  and  a  trifle  of  common  sense.  There  must  be  some- 
thing definite  to  take,  some  wonderful  secret  and  very  costly  remedy 
that  will  work  the  result,  to  secure  which  the  douche  is  but  the 
merest  preliminary.  Hence  the  capsules  and  the  cerate  and  the 
liciuid  and  the  royal,  and  the  rest  of  the  wonderful  remedies  which 
collectively  leave  uncured  or  uncurable  by  Viavi. 

Inquiry  was  made  as  to  whether  the  Viavi  remedies  contained 
morphine,  opium,  or  any  habit-forming  drug.  Nothing  of  this  sort 
was  found.  Then  the  question  was  put:  Are  the  Viavi  i-emedies 
used  for  the  prevention  of  c-onception?  This  querj-  was  answered 
by  a  most  emphatic  denial.  Naturally,  after  two  such  rebuffs,  the 
question  arose:  What  is  Viavi?  In  the  language  of  its  makers, 
who  ought  to  know,  it  is  "purely  a  vegetable  compound,  more  a 
food  than  a  medicine,  and  is  prepared  in  a  predigested  manner,  so 
that  it  can  be  easily  absorbed  by  the  tissues  of  the  body  with 
which    it    comes    in    contact.      But   on    the   other    hand   -analytical 
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chemists  reportod :  So  f;ii-  as  we  aiv  able  to  (k'terinino.  they  cou- 
taiu  nothing  bnt  tlie  extract  of  liydiastis  and  coeoa  butter.  Viavi 
is  used  as  a  treatment  for  tumors,  etc..  and  is  ehiimed  to  cure 
nervous  debility.  (The  Journal  of  American  Medical  Association. 
April   2:1  1!>(I7.  j.a-e  1445). 

VENDS    SEAWEED   TOXIC. 

The  lal)el  on  this  preparation,  according  to  the  British  Medical 
Journal,  states  that  the  remedy  "contains  in  a  pleasant  and  agree- 
able form  the  active  principle  of  seaweed,  is  prepared  on  an  en- 
tirely new  principle  and  is  free  from  poisonous  and  mineral  drugs.'' 
Analysis  shows  that  the  mixture  contains  a  small  proix>rtion  of 
undissolved  sediment,  which,  when  collected  and  examined,  agrees 
In  all  respects  with  the  insoluble  portion  of  laptandrin.  Glycerin, 
a  little  phosphate,  alc-ohol.  and  a  trace  of  chloroform  are  present 
and  vegetable  extractive.  Careful  examination  of  the  latter  gave 
evidence  of  the  presence  of  the  constituents  of  cascara  sagrada, 
senna,  and  rhubard.  (The  Journal  of  American  Medical  Association, 
March  10,  1007.  page  960). 

VI N  MARIAN  I. 

This  preparation  was  assigned  to  a  subcommittee  of  the  Council 
on  IMiarniacy  and  Chemistry  and  the  following  is  an  abstract  of  the 
reix»rt  of  the  connuittee :  Samples  of  Viu  Mariana  and  of  the  litera- 
ture distributed  by  the  manufarturers  were  examined.  It  appears 
that  the  beverage  or  medicine  known  as  Vin  Mariana  is  a  prepara- 
tion of  red  wine,  apparently  imixtrted  from  Bordeaux,  and  fortified, 
in  this  country,  by  an  alcoholic  preparation  of  coca  leaves  or  other 
parts  of  the  coca  plant.  The  committee  first  investigated  the  charac- 
ter of  the  red  wine  as  imported.  A  .sample  received  from  the  port  of 
New  York,  Bordeaux,  and  consigned  to  Mariani  &  Comi)any,  on  analy- 
sis, was  found  to  have  the  following  comi>osition :

The  increased  alcoholic  strength  of  Vin  Mariani  over  the  Bordeaux 
from  wMch  it  is  made,  as  shown  by  this  analysis,  doubtless  comes 
from  the  alcohol  extract  containing  the  coca  bases,  as  already  stated. 
Approximately  6%  of  sugar  is  also  added  to  the  wine.  Judging 
from  the  analysis,  therefore,  Yin  Mariani  corresiwnds  to  a  mixture 
of  alcoholic  preparation  of  cocoa  leaves  and  ordinary  Bordeaux 
red  wine,  with  the  addition  of  about  G%  of  sugar.  The  following 
quotations  were  taken  from  blotters  circulated  in  this  country :  "Vin 
Mariani  creates  and  sustains  vigor  and  energy.  Guards  against 
wasting  diseases.  When  everything  else  has  failed  try  it,  to  prove 
merits."  "Lung,  throat  and  stomach  troubles  benefited  by  Vin 
Mariani ;  this  ideal  French  Tonic  strengthens  the  entire  system  of 
body,  brain  and  nerves."  "Most  efficacious,  most  agreeable,  un- 
equaled  by  anything  in  fortifying,  strengthening,  refreshing."  The 
committee  believes  that  Vin  Mariani  is  intended  as  a  beverage  rather 
than  as  a  medicine.  (Journal  of  American  Medical  Association, 
November  24,   190G,   pages  1751-1753). 

WARNER'S   SAFE   CURE. 

This  preparation,  according  to  the  literature  supplied  by  the 
manufacturers,  is  "purely  vegetable,"  says  the  British  Medical 
Journal.  Anaylsis  of  this  remedy  showed  the  presence  of  potassium 
nitrate,  alcohol.  Glycerin,  a  trace  of  oil  of  wintergreen  and  vegetable 
extractive.  No  alkaloid  or  similar  active  principle  was  found  and 
the  extract  had  little  distinctive  character  or  taste,  its  properties 
pointing  sti-ongly  to  its  consisting  of  taraxacum,  with  some  other 
extract  containing  a  small  amount  of  tannin.  (Journal  of  American 
Medical    Association.    March   IG.   1007.   page  9G0). 

WINTER  SMITH  TONIC  WINE. 

"Wintersmith  Tonic  Wine"  is  the  name  under  which  Arthur 
Peter  &  Company,  Louisville,  Ky..  export  the  preparation  adver- 
tised and  sold  to  physicians  in  the  United  States  as  "Febri-Tone." 
According  to  the  advertising  literature  this  preparation  contains  as 
its  active  ingredient,  quinidin  sulphate,  an  alkaloid  obtained  from 
cinchona.     The   action  of  quinidin   is  practically  the  same   as  that 
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of  (luinin.  with  it  is  isouifric.  This  salt  was  official  in  tho  Thar- 
macopcvia  of  1800,  hut  was  (li-oi)i>ecl  from  that  of  19(M).  presumably 
because  it  had  l>een  proven  of  less  value  than  other  cinchona  alka- 
loids. The  manufacturer  claims  that  this  preparation  possesses 
curative  properties  not  possessed  by  other  remedies  containing  the 
same  drug  or  active  principle.  The  following  quotation  appears 
in  the  literature  circulated  among  physicians:  "Febri-Tone  is  un- 
excelled In  all  i>eriodic  disorders  and  neuralgias  of  malarial  origin 
and  in  convalescence  where  quinine  and  its  salts  have  proven  un- 
availing: in  obstinate  and  chronic  cases,  in  the  mnlaria  of  infants 
and  children  its  efficiency  is  remarkably  gratifying  and  it  produces 
none  of  the  noxious  symptoms  that  so  often  accompany  the  admin- 
istration of  quiuin."  Again:  "In  short  Febri-Tone  fully  and  pleas- 
antly replaces  and  is  especially  more  effective  than  quinine  or  any 
of  its  salts."  These  claims  are  made  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
quinldin  and  its  salts  are  acknowledged  to  be  less  effective  than 
quiuin  and  must  be  given  in  larger  doses.  (Journal  of  American 
Metlical  Association,  February  1,  1908,  page  379).

Sample  for- 
warded from  Hampton  consists  of  acetanilid,  caffeine  and  bicarln)- 
nate  of  soda,  in  tablet  form.     (Practical  Druggist,  February,  1908). 

L'ntoicard  Effect  of  Hhac. — Dr.  A.  M.  Rooker,  of  Niagara  Falls, 
N.  Y.,  reports  in  the  Journal  of  American  Medical  Association  a 
case  of  collapse  which  he  attributes  to  the  use  of  Shac  (Steam's 
Headache  I'owder).  The  patient  was  a  woman  of  forty-five  who 
had  never  used  any  i)roprietary  mtnlicine  for  the  headache,  from 
which  she  suffered,  but  was  induced  to  take  a  Shac  wafer  by  her 
daughter,  who  had  been  using  the  preparation.  She  soon  lapsed 
into  total  unconsciousness.  The  doctor  gave  strychnine,  atroi»ine 
and  coffee,  and  applied  heat  and  in  alx>ut  two  and  one-half  hours 
consciousness  rciUiMiiMl  to  I  be  patient,  who.  liowcvcr.  rcinaiiuvl  dull 
and  stupid  for  som."  tiinc  Wbilf  four  -rniiis  of  Mcctiiniiid  is  not 
a  large  dose,  it  siioiild  not  li(>  ^n'u\  tliat  su<-b  a  dose  is  luiivcrsally 
harndess.

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THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


CONSTITUTION. 


AKTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceu- 
tical Association. 

ARTICLE  II.— Object. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharma- 
cists and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement, 
and  improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer:  also 
an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  Avhich  the 
Secretary  shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually 
by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Life  Membership. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  become  a  Life  Member,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  V. — Amending  Constitution. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted 
for  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Consti- 
tution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourtha 
of  the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  I. — Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  admin- 
ister the  Rules  of  Order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall 
nominate  all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members 
present  resort  to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership  and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer. 
He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations 
of  the  Association  during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its 
benefit  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their   names. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with 
the  editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  proceedings  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall 
notify  all  members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and 
at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by 
him  since  the  last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of 
every  special  committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex 
officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of 
the  Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  accept- 
able to  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the 
President,  who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and 
issue  the  certificates  of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  mem- 
bers who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He 
shall  keep  a  list  of  the  names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each 
member,  and  furnish  a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual 
mooting  to  the  Secretary  for  publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  appli- 
cations for  membership.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned 
by  the  President,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  his  accounts. 

ARTICLE  IL— Of   Committees. 

Section  1.  There  shall  bo  throe  Standing  Committees:  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  niomhors,  a  Cnniiiiittoe  on  Papers  and  Queries,  and  a 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee,,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  ex 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  inves- 
tigation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the 
proceedings.  They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of 
such  members  who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  suc- 
cessive years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  mem- 
bers. At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  pub- 
lished by  the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual 
reports,  and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities 
as  they  may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all 
papers  or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them 
shall  be  read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection 
with  the  Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate 
and  convenient  for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report,  within 
three  months  after  their  selection,  a  proper  number  of  questions  of 
scientific  and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the 
interests  of  pharmacy;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many 
such  questions  for  investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable;  and 
in  other  ways  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE  III.— Of  Membership. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as 
a  Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of 
which  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  Or  shown  to  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing 
with  the  endorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to 
said  Committee;  if  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve 
his  election,  they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to 
the  Association,  and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  on  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  moving  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  an  associate  of  this  Association,  and  it  is  hereby  provided 
that  such  failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary 
dropping  the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  member-

sliip.  Associate  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  re- 
quired to  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in  the 
deliberations. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the 
contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
treasury  the  sum  of  one  dollar  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the  annual 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  for  im- 
proper conduct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  any 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Every  member  shall  par  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one 
in  arrears  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and 
any  one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years 
shall  be  liable  to  lose  his  membership.  i\Ienibers  complying  with  the 
preceding  section  of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  member- 
ship, signed  by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer.  Ex-members,  who  are  so  from  omission  to  pay  their  dues, 
desiring  to  re-unite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in 
writing  to  the  Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  Association 
the  sum  of  two  years'  dues  when  they  were  members  and  the  dues  of  the 
current  year;  whereupon  their  names  shall  be  placed  upon  the  roll. 

Sec.  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but 
no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary 
and  reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction  may  be  elected  honorary  members, 
and  traveling  salesmen  and  others  connected  with  the  drug  trade  may 
become  associate  members.  They  shall  not  be  reciuired  to  contribute 
to  the  funds,  nor  Shall  they  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any 
question. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Of  Meetings. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of 
failure  of  this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  to- 
gether shall  devolve  upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President  and  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee 
shall  take  the  chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall 
be  elected  by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary, 
the  presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  3.     Fifteen    members    shall    constitute   a    quorum.

ARTICLE  v.— Of  Delegates. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to 
the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State 
Medical  Society.  The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next 
annual  meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  ap- 
point alternates.

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CODE  OF  ETHICS. 


ADOPTED   1882. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
considering  it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist 
in  regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession, 
hereby  agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics: 

1.  We  accept  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and 
guide  for  all  ofTicial  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its 
rules  onh'  in  exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved 
some  other  process  more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  sec- 
tion is  not  intended  to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or 
medicines    ordered    in    accordance    with    foreign    pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formulte  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derog- 
atory  to  both   professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect  in  return  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert 
drug  for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  con- 
sequences, we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from 
motives  of  competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the 
same  kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  every  honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent 
acts  as  may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his  knowl- 
edge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  con- 
sumed in  preparing  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  articles  sold.  Al- 
though local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of 
charges  at  different  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally 
undersell  his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  widespread  evil   resulting  from   its  intemperate  use  in   its  hundred

insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  fea- 
ture of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  prac- 
tice of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage 
as  degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at 
all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dan- 
gerous abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  appren- 
tice who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have 
given  letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who 
shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  an- 
noyance of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the  proof  thereof,  be  no 
longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be 
stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in 
his  own  behalf,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or 
expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

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REPORT  OF  F.  W.  HANCOCK,  SEC.  AND  TREAS.  OF 
THE  N.  C.  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 


Oxford,  N.  C,  July  ],  1008. 
To  His  Excellency,  Rohert  B.  Glenn,  Governor: 

Sir  : — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  law  governing  the 
practice  of  Pharmacy  in  this  State,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to 
your  Excellency  and  to  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  1908. 

The  Sixty-eighth  (6Sth)  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  was 
held  in  the  Toxaway  Inn.  at  Lake  Toxaway,  in  the  beautiful  Sap- 
phire Country  of  Western  Carolina,  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday, 
June  11  and  12,  1007,  with  the  following  members  present :  E.  V. 
Zoeller,  W.  W.  Home.  C.  D.  P.radham.  C.  B.  Miller  and  F.  W.  Han- 
cock. 

Mr.  E.  V.  Zoeller.  of  Tarboro,  presented  his  commission  from  the 
Governor,  re-appointing  him  a  member  of  the  Board  for  a  term  of 
five  years,  from  April  28,  1907.  He  also  presented  affidavit  from  the 
clerk  of  the  superior  c-ourt  of  Edgecombe  county  showing  that  he 
had  taken  the  required  oath  of  office.  He  therefore  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  said  office. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  examination  questions  used  at  this  meet- 
ing be  published  in  the  next  proceedings  of  the  Association. 

The  Secretary  reported  to  the  Board  that  the  Legislature  had 
passed  the  amendment  to  the  Pharmacy  Law,  giviaig  the  State  Board 
of  Pharmacy  authority  to  define  and  designate  non-poisonous  domestic 
remedies,  such  as  might  be  handled  and  sold  by  the  general  trade 
throughout  the  State.  Since  the  last  meeting,  the  Board  has  fixed 
and  adopted  a  list  of  just  such  remedies  as  may  be  sold  by  said 
trade.  This  list,  with  a  letter  of  explanation,  together  with  extracts 
from  the  law  bearing  thereon,  will  soon  be  printed  and  distributed 
to  the  entire  list  of  general  dealers. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  the  Legislature  had  passed  a  Pure 
Food  and  Drug  Act  similar  to  the  one  passed  by  the  national  gov- 
ernment ;  also  the  Anti-Narcotic  Law,  which  was  adopted  by  the 
Association.

Home,  C.  B.  Miller  and  F.  W.  Hancock. 

The  Secretai-y  reported  that  after  thorough  inspection  and  investi- 
gation, having  obtained  such  evidence  as  was  needed,  he  indicted 
Los  L.  Wrenu,  of  Siler  City,  Chatham  c-ounty,  G.  F.  Hovis,  of  Bes- 
semer City,  Gaston  county,  and  Dr.  B.  Ray  Browning,  of  Littleton, 
Halifax  cnjunty,  for  the  violation  of  section  4  of  the  Pharmacy  Law. 
The  result  of  these  cases  will  be  reported  at  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Board.

I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  that  at  several  places  iu 
the  State  where  the  Pharmacy  Law  was  being  violated  we  have  been 
able  to  adjust  matters  satisfactorily  without  resort  to  the  courts. 
These  places  are  now  supplied  with  registered,  licensed  pharmacists 
and  are  thereby  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

PKOSECUTIOXS. 

Duriug  the  year  the  Board  has  been  c-ompelled,  through  its  Secre- 
tary, to  institute  proceedings  against  the  following  named  parties  for 
violation  of  Section  4  of  the  Pharmacy  Act: 

Los  L.  Wrenn,  of  Siler  City,  Chatham  County. 

G.  F.  Hovis,  of  Bessemer  City,  Gaston  County. 

Dr.  B.  Ray  Browning,  of  Littleton,  Halifax  County. 

Los  L.  Wrenn  was  indicted  before  the  grand  jury  of  Chatham 
c-ouuty  at  November,  1907,  term  of  court  in  said  countj'.  Having  se- 
cured a  true  bill  in  the  case,  the  trial  was  set  for  the  spring  term  of 
c-ourt.  In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Wrenn  sold  out  his  business  to  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist  and  upon  payment  of  cost  the  fine  was  remitted  iu 
said  case. 

G.  F.  Hovis,  owner  and  manager  of  the  Carolina  Drug  Company, 
of  Bessemer  City,  was  also  indicted  at  the  November,  1907,  term  of 
Gaston  County  court.  The  case  was  called  up  for  trial  at  the  spring 
term  of  court,  but  the  sheriff  of  the  county  reiwrted  that  Mr.  Hovis 
had  left  the  county  and  could  not  be  found,  and,  therefore,  had  not 
_  been  arrested.  If  he  can  be  found,  he  will  be  arrested  and  the  case 
will  be  tried,  and  I  feel  sure  that  it  will  be  decided  favorably  for  us. 

Dr.  B.  Ray  Browning,  owner  of  the  Littleton  Pharmacy,  was  also 
indicted  at  the  fall  term  of  court  iu  Halifax  County,  your  Secretary 
having  made  two  visits  for  thorough  investigaton  of  his  case,  and 
having  secured  sufficient  evidence  for  his  prosecution.  The  case 
came  up  for  trial  at  the  spring  term  of  court,  but  before  we  had 
gone  into  the  trial,  he  submitted  and  the  State  solicitor  agreed  to  re- 
mit the  fine  and  suspend  judgment  with  the  understanding  that  he 
would  procure  a  registered,  licensed  pharmacist  to  conduct  and  man- 
age said  pharmacy  by  July  10.  Otherwise,  the  case  would  be  called 
up  and  full  fine  imposed.  I  wish  to  mention  just  here  that  Judge  O. 
H.  Allen,  before  whom  this  case  came  up  for  trial,  stated  iu  open 
court  that  his  construction  of  the  State  Pharmacy  Law  was  that  the 
tilling  of  all  physicians'  prescriptions  and  the  compounding  and  dis- 
pensing at  retail  of  any  drugs,  chemicals  or  ix)isons  must  be  done  by 
a  registered,  licenseil  pharmacist,  or  under  the  personal  supervision 
of  one  while  present  in  the  store. 

There,  are  several  other  prosecutions  for  violation  of  the  Pharmacy 
Law  which  will,  in  my  opinion,  be  instituted  in  the  courts,  in  the 
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near  fiiHirc.  uulc-^s  tlnn-e  is  a  spetnly  roiiii>li.iiico  with  tlio  rc^iuin*- 
lueuts  of  said  law. 

Your  Sei-retary  will  jrivf  more  time  during  the  coming  year,  in  con- 
nection with  his  inspection,  looking  after  the  violators  of  the  new 
Aaiti-Narcotic  Law. 

Quite  a  large  work  lies  ])eforc  us  in  distrilmtiiig  the  literature  to 
the  general  trade,  and  after  this  will  come  insiKH-tions  in  the  general 
stores.  This  will  take  time  and  money,  hut  we  .sincerely  helieve  will 
result  in  great  good  as  a  protection  to  the  general  puhlic. 

We  earnestly  ask  the  aid  and  cO(ii)eration  of  every  registered, 
licenseil  pharmacist  in  the  State  in  the  thorough  enforcement  of  our 
laws.  We  have  issued  to  the  retail  trade  during  the  year  over  one 
hundred  jjoisou  registers,  .so  that  a  complete  record  might  be  made 
by  these  parties  of  all  poisonous  drugs  required  to  be  registered 
under  the  Pharmacy  Law.

NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  PHAEMACY. 


The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  on  Tuesdays  of  the  week  in  which 
the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  holds  its  annual  meet- 
ing and  in  the  same  place.  Other  regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at 
such  times  and  places  as  are  chosen  at  any  of  these  meetings 

Special  meetings  may  be  held  when  called  by  the  President,  or  on 
written  request  of  three  members  of  the  Board  at  such  times  and 
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places  as  may  be  stated  in  the  call.  At  special  meetings,  only  the 
business  stated  in  the  call  shall  be  considered. 

The  officers  of  the  Board  shall  consist  of  a  President  and  a  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer. The  terms  of  these  officers  shall  run  through  the 
period  of  their  membership  of  the  Board,  unless  the  Board  should 
desire  to  end  the  terms  of  either  or  both  sooner. 

The  President  shall  have  general  supervision  of  the  business  and 
examinations,  and  with  the  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  report  at  every 
regular  meeting  the  matters  that  have  had  attention  since  the  last 
meeting. 

The  Secx-etary-Treasurer  shall  be  the  executive  officer  to  perform 
such  duties  as  are  imposed  on  him  by  the  Pharmacy  Act,  and  such 
others  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  direct.  At  every  regular 
meeting  he  shall  furnish  a  detailed  statement  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures for  approval,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  a  complete  finan- 
cial statement  of  the  past  fiscal  year's  business.  He  shall  furnish  bond 
in  an  approved  surety  company  for  one  thousand  dollars,  the  pre- 
miums to  be  paid  by  the  Board,  for  the  faithful  collection  and  disburs- 
ing of  all  funds  coming  into  and  passing  from  his  hands.  The  bond 
should  be  filed  with  and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  President.  He 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Board,  and  at 
each  annual  meeting  present  an  inventory  of  all  the  property  in  his 
care.  This  responsibility  of  a  Secretary -Treasurer  going  out  of  office 
shall  not  be  ended  until  he  shall  present  to  the  Board  a  receipt  from 
his  successor  for  said  property. 

No  By-Law  or  Rule  of  the  Board  shall  be  added,  changed  or  sus- 
pended without  the  concurrence  of  three  members  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing.

Rules  for  the  Government  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy. 

ExaiiiliiMtioiis    shiill    ho    niaiiily    written    and    divided    under   three 

beads,  nanu-ly  : 

1.  Materia  Medica,  Posoiogj',  and  Toxicology,  with  identification  of 
vegetable  and  animal  drugs. 

2.  Practice  of  Pharmacy,  including  proscription  criticism  and  read- 
ing, with  identification  of  galenicals. 
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3.  Pharmaceutical  Chemistry,  with  identification  of  chemicals. 

Written  questions  shall  be  arranged  as  nearly  as  practicable  into 
ten  main  questions  under  each  head,  with  sub-questions. 

For  the  purpose  of  grading  or  rating,  answers  to  questions  shall  be 
valued  by  marks  or  points  based  on  their  importance,  as  determined 
by  the  judgment  of  the  examiner. 

A  general  average  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  with  not  less  than  fifty 
per  cent  under  any  head  or  department,  shall  be  required  to  pass. 

No  application  for  registration,  license  or  permit,  shall  be  con- 
sidered, unless  made  out,  and  duly  sworn  to,  upon  the  official  form 
of  the  Board,  and  accompanied  by  the  required  fee. 

Resolutions  Defining  a  Reputable  School  or  College  of  Pharmacy 
Adopted  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  and  ruling  of  this  Board  for  the  pur- 
pose of  allowing  for  attendance  in  reputable  schools  and  colleges  of 
pharmacy  as  part  of  the  three  years'  experience  required  in  phar- 
macy of  applicants  for  license,  that  such  institutions  shall : 

1.  Be  incorporated  as  a  college  or  school  of  pharmacy,  or  be  a  de- 
partment of  a  regularly  incorporated  educational  institution,  or  a  de- 
partment of  a  State  University,  or  conducted  by  an  incorporated 
pharmaceutical   society. 

2.  That  the  institution  shall  include  in  its  course  of  instruction 
oral  lectures,  personal  laboratory  work,  recitations  and  reviews.  This 
shall  exclude  work  in  absentia. 

3.  That  the  institution  shall  require  of  each  candidate  for  gradua- 
tion not  less  than  500  hours  given  to  lectures  and  recitations,  and  not 
less  than  600  hours  of  laboratory  work,  such  work  to  be  given  in  a 
period  of  not  less  than  forty  weeks.

AN  ACT  TO  REVISE.  CONSOLIDATE  AND  AMEND 
THE  PHARMACY  LAW. 


The  General  Assembly  of  Xorth  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section   1.    That  the  North   Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Body  politic 
Association,  and  the  persons  composing  the  same,  shall 
continue  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Name 
Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the  right  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  Corporate 
and  hold  real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and^^'*^^'^^ 
to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  such  other  things  and 
perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies  corpor- 
ate   and    politic,    not    inconsistent    with    the    Constitu- 
tion and  laws  of  the  State.
